Oldrieve were among the tn>*st active of 
the founders of Grice church, and his 
funeral \v is conduced on Wednesday by 
Rev. Dr. Shinn, many of the older resi- 
dents of Nexvton being present. Flu* in- 
terment was in Nexvton cemetery. The 
deceased leaves a wife and two children.

BOARD OF IH Bl.lt WORKS 

CITIZEN* GENERALLY FAVOR IT* BATA fl- 
1.1*11 UKXr IN Till* CITY. 

There see mi to be but one opinion and 
that strongly in favor of the establishing 
of a board of public works in thi* ( ity 
Ex-city officials and prominent citizens 
who have been interviewed have no 
hestitancy in endorsing the plan in the 
interest of economy, and a more judici- 
ous expenditure of Hie city's money with 
the prospect of accomplishing better 
results in the care an-l management of 
the out door work of the city. There is 
an equally strung sentiment iu favor of 
the exercise of great care in the selection 
of the men who will comprise the board, 
especially with a view to determining 
their fitness fur the positions. A former 
city official who ha- been very prominent 
in city affairs, said that the careful .-elec- 
tion of mem iters of the commission was 
of vital importance, and that poor 
mateiial in the board would nut accom- 
plish a desired improv. ment, but a 
disastrous result, the outcome of inex- 
perience and lack of ability to meet the 
grave responsibilities which are involved 
in the membership of such a commission. 
He said that the advantage- of skilled 
and able men in assuming the work of 
such a board was obvious and for the 
best interests of the city. 

Ex-Mayor owle said: lam strongly 
iu favor of a board of public works and 
1 believe that Newton would have 
evidenced wisdom in establishing it 
years ago. The city has yet to learn 
that it is better economy to experpl a 
large sum on its streets, lesitlting iu the 
1 necessity of less care and expense in the 
future, than in spending money patching 
here and there and accompfishing n<> 
lasting improvement. In my opinion. 

1 the expenses of the highways could have 
been greatly reduced under the manage- 
, ment of a board of public works, and 
better results secured in the several 
departments under its supervision. 

Ex-Councilman H. H. Hunt said that 
he was not in favor of a board of public 
works. He failed to see the necessity 
for establishing it. and thought that ft 
was an injustice to the tax payers. Al- 
ready. said Mr. Hunt, some of Newton’s 
wealthy men have been driven out of the 
city by the increasing tax rate. 

A prominent resident who objected to 
the use of his name said that he was in 
favor of the proposed board, and xva.- 
! confident that Mayor Burr would appoint 
good men on the commission. 

Mr. Henry F. Ross favored the pro- 
posed board, but thought g .od men 
should be selected for itsn ik« uj I do 
not believe in ] t traents, 

said Mr. Ross, but if g* •• •* i men are ap- 
pointed on the commission, t lie best re- 
sults will follow. The board ought t.* 
be composed of practical men. familiar 
xv i r li road building, sewerag**. and pos- 
sessing a knowledge **f engineering, con- 
structing of buildings ami the liberal 
business education which 1 - an essential 
requirement. I would suggest such meu 
as Milo Lucas, and Supr. Fuller, men 
possessing, at least, greater practical ex- 
perience than gentlemen whose know- 
ledge has been gained simply by an ex- 
perience in the committee of the city 
[ council. 

Mr. W. H. Brackett said that lie xvas 
heartily in favor of a board of public 
works, if the right men were app onted 
on it. They should be men of good 
judgment and good business ability. 
The success <>t the scheme xvould depend 
eutirely on the men appointed. The 
way the publii w rks in 
• no one is responsible if any mistake 
made, and he thought money xx .uld be 
saved by having a xvell ordeied system. 
There were plenty of men in Nexvton 
who were weil fitted to serve on such a 
board.

Mayor Purr called the Aldermen to i 
order and the reading of the records of 
the last meeting was dispensed with. 

,1. Wiley Edmands Camp, Sons of j 
Veterans, invited the members of the 
City Council, with ladies, to attend their 
installation exercises at City Hall, dan. 
13th; accepted. 

A communication was received from 
the City Clerk, in regard to the memorial 
volume, containing the exercises of tho 
200th anniversary of Newton, stating that 
the $150 appropriated was not sutlicient, 
and that $125 more was needed to get up 
the volumn in creditable shape.

CITY FATHERS DINE. 


A JOINT CONVENTION HELD AT WOOD- 
LAND PARK HOTEL. 

At the call of Alderman Johnson of 
Ward Four a joint convention of tho city 
council of 18SQ was held at the Woodland 
Park Hotel, Tuesday eveuiug, and every 
member who was not detained at home 
by illness or other imperative engage- 
ments was present, together with a lib- 
eral sprinkling of guests, among whom 
were ex-Mayor Fowle, ex-Alderman Far- 
ley, Messrs. E. L. Pickard, George W. 
Shepard, Frauk J. Hale, Walter T. 
Phipps, Franklin M. Train, Judge Ken- 
nedy, City Treasurer Kenrick, City Clerk 
Kingsbury, City Engineer Noyes, Mar- 
shal Richardson, Water Registrar Glover, 
Health Officer French, and some dozeu 
others, the company numbering forty- 
two. The guests were welcomed by 
Alderman Johnson, tho host of the even- 
ing, and dinner was served soon after 
7.30, the tables being arranged in the 
form of a hollow square and decorated 
with flowers. The dinner had all the 
well-known excellences of Newton’s most 
famous hotel, and passed oft* very suc- 
cessfully. During its progress, Mr. 
George Shepard gave “The Good Ship,” 
which was applauded so heartily that 
for an encore ho gave “Never Push a 
Man Backward wlieu going down tho 
hill;” the Weber male quartet furnished 
music at intervals through the evening 
and Mr Frye, the popular humorist, 
gave a number of bis impersonations of 
Irish characters, popular actors and 
others, winch called forth abuudaut ap- 
plause and laughter. A dinner with 
sucli aids to digestion could uot fail to 
be enjoyable and every one voted it a 
success even before the speeches began. 

Mayor Burr presided, at the request of 
the host, and began the more formal ex- 
ercises by saying that only one fault 
could' be found with the alderman from 
Ward Four, ami that was his modesty, 
but all would concede that he knew how- 
to take care of his friends. He would 
call upon a gentleman who was held in 
great honor in Newton, and who was 
always listened to with interest because 
lie always had something interesting to 
say, ex-Mayor Fowle. 

Mr. 'Fowle was received with applause, 
ami spoke of his pleasure at being pres- 
ent on such au occasion. Newton had 
always been a delightful place to him, 
ami one reason was that it hud such men 
as the host of the evening, whose whole 
endeavor was to please others. (Ap- 
plause.) lie could not help thinking of 
Newton as it was when he was a boy ten 
years of age, aud lived at Newton Centre. 
We did not have such characters here as 
Newton possessed in those days, and no 
such funny things happened now. lie 
gave an instance of one of them when lie 
and some other boys caught a mud tur- 
tle and carved 1742 on bis back, after 
which they let it go. A few days after 
his father ami some other gentlemen 
found it, and were so surprised with the 
date that they made the longevity of tur- 
tles a subject of debate at the debating 
society in the old Woodward Academy, 
aud decided that the turtles must live 
one hundred and fifty years or more. 
The boys of course attended and shook 
witli fear aud laughter at the success of 
t lie joke. Newton had gained many 
thousand inhabitants since then, and 
was still a delightful place in which to 
live. 

Ex-Alderman Farley was next called 
ou us one who had done much for the 
citv ami enjoyed the respect of all his 
fellow-citizens. Mr. Farley said lie had 
only done his duty, as other men here 
had done who had been called on to serve 
the city and lie was glad to he present 
aud speak for the host of the evening, 
who was always doing what he could for 
the good of all. That vius the kind of 
men Newton wanted in tho city council. 
(Applause.) 

Mr. E. L. Pickard was then introduced [ 
as one of the just aud upright men of 
Newton who always believed it his duty ! 
to take a lively interest iu city affairs. 


Mr. Pickard said ho was very glad to be 
present and to say something fort lie 
host. He bad lived by the side of him 
for IS years, and they had yet to have 
their lirst Difference, and ii any man 
wanted to quarrel with Alderman" John- 
son, he would have to do it all himself. 
He also w ished to speak of tho love and 
esteem the citizens had for Mayor Burr, 
and he was glad ho was re-elected as ho 
deserved to be. It was a matter of sur- 
prise to him that any mnn should have 
been willing to taken nomination against 
him, and he would not be surprised if the 
man who had done so now wished lie 
hadn’t. (Applause and laughter. ) 

Mayor Burr called on Judge Kennedy 
as a man who had served tho city well in 
both branches of the city council and had 
been promoted to a higher position. 
Judge Kennedy said lie was glad to 
speak of bis high regard for the host, 
who hail been to him a friend worth hav- 
ing, and the whole city was glad to have 
him in the city council, as every one had 
the utmost confidence in his honesty and 
ability, and straightforward methods, 
lie thought Newton was fortunate in 
having such men in tho city council and 
gave some interesting facts in regard to 
the growth of tho city, nnd tho strong 
contrast between Newton ns it is today 
and as it was a hundred years ago. 

Mayor Burr said that all present wore 
statesmen and were gifted witli ability 
of various kinds hut we had only ono 
poet and his name is Alderman Petteo. 

This brought out great applause and 
Mr. Pettee, when ho was allowed to 
speak, modestly disclaimed the honor of 
being a poet, but said, since ho throw a 
few rhymes together for a mooting a few 
years ago”, he had been repeatedly called 
on for similar occasions. He had written 
the first part of his poem under tho im- 
pression that each one was to pay for his 
dinner, but since ho had found that Al- 
derman Johnson was to assumo all the 
responsibility It was tho usual custom 
to keep the "best wine to the last, but 
here tho other policy had been followed, 
((’t ies of no, no!) Mr. Petteo then read 
tho following poom:

When tho 
manufacturer of iron comes to tho 
Senate and says, “I can live, or I can 
make a profit, it a certain duty is im- 
posed,” what is ho saying? lie is simply 
saying “If you give mo a certain duty, 
you put it in my power to charge over 
that duty as an additional tax on tho 
farmers of tho United States.”

Dear Mr. Secretary:— 

I want your club to know that tho 
plain, bluiit yeomen of this glorious 
country will be with them in striving for 
a reduction of tho burdensome duties on 
tho necessaries of life, and on raw ma- 
terials entering into articles which wo 
have to buy provided we can be satis- 

fied that our “interests” will not suffer 
under a decidedly lower tariff. 

Now, wo are told by those who ought 
to know, that the maintenance of our 
present high tariff is necessary to the 
prosperity of the farmer, because ho has 
received more benefit under it than any 
one else has, in this: 

(1) that our manufacturing industries 
lave grown up mainly since tho War 
Tariff was laid ; 

(2) that this tariff keeps in the mines 
and workshops those who would go to 
farming were there no tariff; 

(8) that protection thus promotes 
the consumption of farm products at 
homo, preventing more than ten per cent 
going abroad ; 

(4) that tin* farmer now gets most of 
what he consumes cheaper than he did 
under a revenue tariff, — receives hotter 
prices for his products, — liis land is three 
or four times as valuable,— and that his 
general condition is iu every way vastly 
improved ; 

(5) that this is all duo to the protective 
tariff and tho consequent cheapening of 
comforts by homo competition; 

(II) that, if the tariff is substantially 
lowered or abolished, manufacturing and 
mining will cease, all labor bo devoted 
to agriculture, and there will bo no 
market for a large surplus product; 

(7) that it would not do for us to enter 
the “markets of the world” with an 
agricultural product, for there is hut ono 
foreign quarter where any demand exists 
for imported brcadstulls, viz: Western 
Europe and that even if wo could com- 
pete for that market witli the pauper 
labor of India and elsewhere, we should 
not be so well off as now, because our 
farm products find better prices at home 
where IK) per cent, of them are consumed. 

Will you kindly oblige the tillers of the 
soil with tho “other side” of this ques- 
tion P 

A Farmer who wants to know'. 


Dear Mu. Fakmeh: 

Tho Tariff Reformer welcomes your 
inquiry and will answer ay fully as space 
w ill permit. 

1. It is true that our manufacturing 
industries have developed wonderfully 
since tho war tariff was iaid, but it is not 
true that protection was the cause of 
that development. 

2. It is Nor true that tho 'Iariff keeps 
men in t lie mines and workshops. The 
Tariff has nothing to do with it. The 
people want coal, iron, copper, lead, sil- 
ver, gold, and the m/riad objects made 
by and from those suostances, and there- 
fore the people pay the men in tho mines 
and iu shops to got and to make. If no- 
body wanted these things how long 
would tho Tariff keep tho miners at 
work? 

8. There is no law preventing the ex- 
portation of farm products; nor does the 
Tariff compel our people to ent more 
than they would under Freo Trade! 

4. All true in tho United States, and 
true all tho world over. 

5. Not true at all. Tho Tariff hasn't 
made things cheaper. Invention and 
discovery have made things cheaper. 
The Tariff may have stimulated inven- 
tion in some cases; iu inuuy more it has 
hindered it. 

0. This is simply a restatement of 
number 2. It is silly twaddle. 

7. Under absoluto Free Trade we 
should probably have no greater agricul- 
tural surplus to dispose of than now. 

Lastly, Mr. Farmer, let us quietly go 
over tho ground together in a general 
way. We all recognize tho marvellous 
growth of mechanical and manufactur- 
ing iudustry during the last quarter of a 
century. But we see this growth taking 
place ill England as here. Wo find wages 
advanced here, hut they have advanced 
proportionately iu England. We find a 
tremendous fail iu the prices of manufac- 
urod goods, hut prices in England have 
fallen us much. It is as fair to attribute 
those conditions to Freo Trade as to Pro- 
tection; neither is the true cause. In- 
vention, labor saving machinery, con- 
trivances making one man equal to a 
hundred, tho annihilation of time and 
space by the telegraph, the steamship, 
and the railroad, those are the agents 
win) have worked for us, for England, 
for the world. We find these causes 
working out the same results every where, 
alike under Free Trade, Low Tariff, and 
High Tariff. 

If on the oui* hand it is u mistake to 
consider Protection (lie cause of our 
prosperity, it is oil tho other a still 
greater blunder to suppose that we can- 
not get along without it. Let us make 
tho case as extreme us possible:— sup- 
pose the preseut Congress should abolish 
all duties of every kind whatsoever, thus 
establishing absolute Free Trade. Even 
then, Mr. Farmer, we should keep our 
miuers aud mechanics at woik. We 
must have coal! Where should we get 
it? We cannot do without iron ami cop 
per and iuud! Where shall we buy them? 
Abroad? We cau’t do it, Mr. Farmer, 


because they haven’t them! We must 
dig tliese things on of our own oartli or 
go without! So wo should go on dig- 
ging, Mr. Farmer, and leave you to plow 
aloiie. Now having dug up our iron, and 
grown our cotton, and felled our lumber, 
we must send tliese things to tho work- 
shops. What workshops? Why, if wo 
want watches we will send our materials 
to Elgin and Waltham for they make 
hotter and cheaper watches thore than 
anywhere else. If we want agricultural 
machinery wo must let American work- 
men make it for tlioir goods are tho best 
and their prices the lowest. If wo wish 
the finest tools wo must send to the 
machine shops this side tho ocean. Wo 
certainly shall not send stuff to Europe 
to lie made into locomotives, no, nor 
rails either. If wo could take tho Pro- 
tectionist’s word all kinds of common 
clothing arc cheaper here than abroad, 
and of course we should have that all 
made here. We could go on indefinitely, 
and doubtless we should find that some 
t,l. ings might lie made more cheaply 
abroad. In such a case we should de- 
spatch our materials in all liasto and 
have it done! Why not? Or better, wo 
might make a surplus of watches, or 
toids, or loathor, and send them abroad 
to exchange for what we wanted. All 
this, Mr. Farmer, under Free Trade. 
You can seo how little harm could bo 
done by a moderate reduction. Harm? 
No harm, hut much good! 

In closing, Mr. Farmer, let me put in 
ono word about tho Home Market. To- 
day in tho United States there are ap- 
proximately 8 millions of persons en- 

f ;agcd in farming, and 4 millions engaged 
n mining and manufacturing. If the 4 
millions make a good home matket for 
tho farmers, it seems to me that the 8 
millions make a pretty good home mar- 
ket for tho manufacturers 

Now, Mr. Farmer, tho eight millions 
havo always sold their goods at tho 
world’s price; but tho four millions have, 
until tho last few years, sold everything 
at an unnatural price. And their cry 
still is, “Farmers, pay us a high price 
for our goods, and then wo shall have 
money enough to buy your goods at a 
low price. If after a while you find 
yourselves iu debt -under this arrange- 
ment, wo will lend you money on mort- 
gages; and these mortgages will be signB 
of your [our] prosperity.” What reply 
have the farmers of the United States to 
this?

MR. BARRETT WINS. 


Mr. Barrett has won in his contest for 
the speakership, and he is fortunate 
in having another chance to make a 
reputation. Whether the party is 
•equally fortunate remains to l>o seen. 
The strongest argument against him was 
that the party could not afford to 
carry such a heavy load again, and even 
tho Boston Journal says “That the Gen- 
eral Court of 1800 should make a more 
satisfactory record than :ts predecessor 
is urgently demanded in the interests of 
the Republican party and the State.” 

The coutest has been an unusually 
Animated one, and on one side has been 
almost the eutire Republican press of 
the state, who pointed to tho record 
<<Af last year, as something which ought 
to prevent any chance of the next legis- 
lature falling under a like misfortune. 
On the other side were Mr. Barrett and 
Lis friends, who used the methods made 
so familiar a year ago, and who appar- 
ently confounded devotion to Mr. Barrett 
with devotion to the Republican paity, 
as they charged that a number of papers 
which opposed Mr. Barrett, including 
tbe Graphic, were really Democratic 
organs. Apparently his success was a 
matter of so much motoeut to them that 
they would leave nothing undone for his 
success. Anyone who talked about fit- 
ness beiug a perquisite for tho choice 
of a candidate, or tuat the welfare of the 
party should he placed above the success 
ofauy candidate, was too particular to 
be a good Republican. 

Nevertheless there are a large class of 
voters who hold the same views, and 
who are making the gloomy prediction 
to-day that Mr. Barrett’s success will 
cause the defeat of his party next fall, 
atud that in no other way can the party 
get |iid of the present petty leaders 
who belong to it merely for what they 
cau make out oi it. 

The Ward well ineu made u courageous 
light, although they had the machine 
against them, and if the Sanger meu had 
joined with them, they would have Imd 
a better prospect of success. Two can- 
didates iu opposition, as w’as predicted 
at the tirst, only succeeded in dividiug 
the strength of the opponents of Mr. 
Uarrelt, and the Sanger men iustead of 
Lolding the bulauce of power, as they 
boasted, had only a handful of voters. 
Vet had they joined with the Wardwell 
men on the first ballot, there would have 
been a lie, aud this would have kept the 
melt who are only anxious to get on the 
wiuuing side from going over so prompt- 
ly to the candidate who had Vhu largest 
number of votes. 

Still, Mr. Barrett may have learned 
something by his failure of hist year, he 
may be able to keep order, to prevent 
the lobby from being again an open 
scandal, and to so make up the com- 
mittees that the corporations will uoi he 
able to have everything their own way. 

THE NEW CITY COUNCIL. 

The new city government will he in- 
augurated next Monday afternoon at 
City Hall, where Mayor Burr will deliver 
his inaugural address, aud as a great 
many ol his recommendations of lakt 
year have been carried out, what lie bus 
to say 03 city affairs ought to uxcite 
■rorc than usual interest. The uuw 
mem hers, or such of them as the pre- 
v ailing epidemic will allow, will he sworn 
in and both brauches will he organized. 
Alderman l'ettee will he chosen, as usu- 
al, President of the hoard of aldermen, a 
position whose duties are not onerous, 
owing to the faithful attendance at 
meetings of the Mayor, aud Couucilntaii 
K J. Hyde will he chosuu Piesideut of 
the corn in on council. This is the first 
Lime the office has hueu held by a resi- 
dent of Ward Five, and there is no doubt 
that it will he satisfactorily filled. 

The new meu in the hoard of aldermen 
are Mr. Lewis K. Collin from Ward Oue, 
Councilman Fettuo from Ward Two, and 
^resident Bond from Ward Three, thus 
caving a majority of the present hoard 
elill in office. 

’In The common council, Mr. K. J. II. 
Kstabrooke succeeds Councilman Rice of 
Waid Oue, Messrs. Geo. F. Churchill aud 
Geo. A. Mead succeed Couuciliueu Feimo 
and Wtswall « * f Ward F. M. 

.Dutch succeeds Councilman Bond of 
TWard Three aud Dr. F- K. Potter and 
Mr. F. M. Crehore succeed Couuciliueu 
Raulett aud Moody, lu this hoard also 
the old members will he iu the majoiity, 
although as several have served a similar 
miiuhei of terms, the question of who 
mtli he the senior nivmlgr is exciting 
ttouie interest. The honor will lie he- 
ft ween Couuciliueu Foikuall aud Knife. 

The three aldermen whose term ex- 


pire* next Monday, Messr* . Child*, Chad- 
wick and Tolman, will he much missed 
from that body. Mr. Childs Ir bo fami- 
liar with the oily business that his ad- 
vice has always been valuable, while his 
perfect Independence has helped make 
the meetings interesting. Ml*. Chadwick 
has been a very faithful and conserva- 
tive member, not given to much speak- 
ing, but always going to the point when 
‘matters were under discussion, and Ids 
vote was always according to his con- 
victions. The city loses a valuable 
official by his retirement. Alderman 
Tolman has only been a year on the 
hoard, hut he has shown the importance 
of having good business men in that 
body, and while his speeches were brief, 
they were always clear and decided. A 
man of strong convictions always carries 
weight by his position on any matter, au ( | 
Mr. Tolman has gone into city affairs 
with the same directness that ho would 
display in his own business. With tho 
two other retiring aldermen he has done 
much to make this a business like ad- 
ministration, and if ho had consented to 
serve another term ho would have been 
chosen without opposition. 


NEW YEAH RESOLUTIONS. 


In the making of good resolutions, so 
popular at this season, what a benefit to 
the city it would bo if every resident 
would decide that for tho coming year 
he would regard Newton as something 
more than a stopping place for his family 
and a convenient sleeping place for him- 
self, and that he would take an active in- 
terest in its welfare, and koop himself so 
well iuformed ou local issues that he 
could form au intelligent opinion of pub- 
lic officials wbeu another year comes 
round, and be able to give his voice and 
his vote on the side of the right. That 
would be one good resolve, aud how 
much its faithful carrying out would do 
to make Xewtou all that it could be, and 
how it would inspire tho hard-working 
members of tho city government to do 
their best, conscious that their labors 
were known and appreciated. 

Another resolution that might be 
made would he to do liis full duty to- 
wards his church, to attend the services 
on Sunday regularly, so that in place of 
an appalling prospect of empty pews, the 
minister would see every one filled, aud 
all intent upon the service. What an 
encouragement and inspiration that 
would he to the ministers, and it would 
also he much more satisfactory to them 
than any increase of salary could be. 

A third resolution for the fathers and 
mothers might he to take more interest 
iu the public schools, to personally visit 
them and see how they are conducted, 
and whether they could not aid the 
teachers iu some way, by the exercise of 
parental influence over the childrcu. 
The lot of the public school teacher is 
by no means*an easy one, and a little en- 
couragement aud sympathy from the 
parents might he of great use in the 
schools. 

Each reader of the Graphic can ex- 
tend the list to suit their own circum- 
stances, aud in spite of the ridicule cast 
upon New Year resolutions, it is better 
to make and break them, than to plod 
along on the same old level without any 
aspiratiou for anything belter. 


The Congressional ways and means 
committee are hearing some interesting 
testimony. A quinine manufacturer 
wants the duty iestorod, and said that it 
would only cost consumers a few more 
cents, while it would make the business 
much more profitable. But the greatest 
surprise was caused hy the appearance 
of Geo. A. Macbeth of Pittsburg. Penn- 
sylvania, manufacturer of lamp glass, 
who wanted the duty on the chemicals 
he used remitted, and said that he could 
defy any competition on tho taeo of the 
earth if he had free raw materials. The 
Macbeth chimneys are excellent for 
wear, and they are advertised widely in 
the newspapers, including the Graphic, 
hut the appearance of a man who could 
run his business without the paternal 
assistance of the government appears to 
have astonished the committee beyond 
measure. That such a man can come 
front Pennsylvania will equally astonish 
the country, as the Pennsylvania idea is 
that the whole earth aud the tuluess 
thereof belongs to them aud should he 
taxed for their benefit. Mr. Macbeth 
added to his treasonable testimony hy 
asserting that not a man, woman or 
child iu this country paid labor more 
than lie could help. This is all non- 
sense. of course, for all tho Pennsylvania 
coal mines, to quote a single instance, 
are run solely for the purpose of paying 
the miners the highest possible wages, 
aud for this reason the mine owners 
con- bine to limit the output, aud so 
raise the price of wages, until the coal 
miners are the most fortunate workmen 
iu this country ! Mr. Macbeth is evi- 
dently not posted about his own state, 
aud he is as decided about the benefits of 
free raw materials as though he did 
business iu New England. Gov. Ames 
and other prominent Republicans here 
hold the same views. The moral seems 
to he that a man who makes a superior 
urticle and advertises sufficiently to cre- 
ate a demand for his goods, cau get 
along hotter without government assist- 
ance than with it. 

The gift of flags to the High School 
aud the Williams School has placed the 
public property committee iu something 
of a quandary. It will cost at least $200 
to place a llag staff ou any of the school 
buildings, even if the buildings are so 
constructed us to easily admit of the 
addition. Then there are over thirty 
school buildings iu tho city, and if eacli 
school is flagged the expense to the city 
will he considerable, aud no appropria- 
tion exists for the payment of so large a 
sum. Besides, if a flag U used every 
day, it will not last over throe months, 
j according to the usual experience with 
campaign llags, and when it has been once 
reduced to tatters, the city would have 


to buy new flags, In order to uso tho 
poles. It has been suggested that a 
better way would ho to have the flag 
draved on tho walls of the main hall of 
ear'll school building, whoro it would 
servo all educational purposes, and where 
it could be preserved for yoarR. This 
would give a handsome addition to tho 
scanty school room decorations, and 
would relievo tho city of the expense of 
putting up flag staffs, and buying several 
now flags every year. What tho com- 
mittee will finally recommend is not 
decided upon as yet, and some of them 
fool like tho man who had been given an 
elephant. Some suggest that a stuff he 
erected on tho High School alone, as 
that is tho centre of tho school system, 
and the other school houses drapo their 
Hags inside, or trust to private subscrip- 
tions for tho fl ig polos. 


The complimentary dinner given by 
Alderman Johnson to the City Council of 
1880 was a very pleasant and successful 
affair, and formed a fitting close to n 
year of great good feeling and unanimity 
among tho members. Very few divisions 
of sentiment have occurod.nono sufficient 
to cause any unfriendly feeling. Tho 
Strong friendship formed there is one of 
the things that induce men to serve in 
our city council. Thero was but ono 
sentiment at (lie dinner in regard to the 
host of the evening, tho same that pre- 
vailed in all city elections in which he 
has been a candidate, and everyone has 
the utmost confidence in his houcsty, 
integrity of purpose and straight- 
forward character, while he is at tho 
samo time one of the most social and 
companionable of men. The tiibutcs 
paid him were woll deserved. The after- 
dinner speeches had oue gt eat merit, that 
of brevity, and Alderman Pettee’s poem 
expressed many pertinent truths in a 
tuneful way. Tho Inst ovening of the 
year 1880 will always bo a pleasant 
memory to those present. 


Hon. Wm. Claklin also appears in the 
list of what 8otno people like to call free- 
traders, as he has signed a remonstrance 
against tho proposed increase of 50 per 
cent, in tho duty of degras, or wool 
grease. This article is used in the man- 
ufacture of upper leather, which our 
manufacturers can make at such low 
prices as to sell in foreign countries. 
The Menliadon Oil and Guano Associa- 
tion think that if degras could be kept 
out of the country, their oil would have 
to be used, and so they have set the 
proper influences at work in Washington. 
Whether the political influence of Gov. 
Clatliu and his associates will be more 
powerful than that of tho Mcuhaden As- 
sociation remains to be seen. It is rather 
suggostive that Gov. Clafiiu and the other 
leather men who have signed the remon 
strance think that if any change should 
be made, degras should be placed on the 
free list, and so they are in accord with 
Gov. Ames and the iron and wool manu- 
facturers who want free raw material. 


The City Printing has been awarded 
to the Graphic Job Printing office for 
the coming year, as its bid was tho lowest 
of any that were received. Tho city has 
finally decided to furnish its own paper, 
as is done iu the larger cities, which is a 
decided advantage to the printer, as well 
as to the city. By the present system of 
bidding, nothing is made on paper, the 
printer beiug satisfied if he comes out 
whole, without getting hack the interest 
on the cost of the stock that lias to be 
carried. The city will also secure much 
better paper for its reports, and also 
secure a uniform tint and quality, al- 
though the cost will probably be greater. 
The fact that the Graphic is the lowest 
bidder is a satisfactory proof that its jtb 
work department is conducted on busi- 
ness principles, and that its patrjns get 
| the full worth of their money. 

The hoard <>f public works is adjourned 
j for this year’s city council to act on. It 
| seems to he generally endorsed hy the 
j citizens, as will he seen hy a number of 
> interviews iu another column. Au effort 
was made to get the opinion of many 
| others, hut some were ill at home, aud 
j others did not want to have their names 
used. The general sentiment was expres- 
sed by one of the interviewed, who said 
that it depended altogether on the men 
appointed, whether the hoard would he 
a success or not. With the right meu it 
would he an admirable improvement. 
This feeling probably had much to do 
with the defeat of the ordinance in tho 
board of aldermen. 


Mr. Wardwell has begun the fight 
against the lobby in the house, by pre- 
senting an order for the consideration of 
the committee on rules, preventing any 
; person receiving a retainer from a cor- 
| potation or individual from entering the 
Representatives’ chamber during the ses- 
sion of the legislature. The order ought 
to he adopted, and the fact that Mr. 
Wardwell presented it shows that he 
naturally does not feel very kindly dis- 
posed toward the lobby. If the sta'e 
wished the lobby to have charge of leg- 
islation, it could elect them direct and 
save the trouble of having members for 
the lobby to influence. 

Gov. Brackett's inaugural was a sen- 
sible document, and he takes strong 
ground for ballot reform, civil service re 
form, and for the enforcement of the 
liquor laws. His recommendations for 
biennial elections are wise, aud we are 
sorry he did not go t he whole length and 
endorse biennial sessions of tho legisla- 
! turn also, as by that means the lobby and 
the state house ring would he iu a fail- 
way of being starved out. The lobbyists 
would have to find some other business 
\ for the odd year. The teform of bieu- 
l trial sessions and elections is hound to 
cotue.

ALDKRHE.V.S NI»E< IAL MEETING. 


THE lio. MID nr PUBLIC WORKS ORlJt- 
IV A NCR DEFEATED. 

A special meeting of tin* Aldermen was 
held last evening in tlie City Hall, all the 
members present, Mayor Burr occupying 
tin* chair. 

An order offered by Alderman Hnrbaeb 
was adopted glinting nn extension of time 
until June 1, 1890, to the Newton Street 
Railway Company, to complete its track* 
and provide the necessary appliances for 
Its electric street enr route. 

The ordinances relating to the board of 
public works, highways ntid creating a 
water department were considered. A filer- | 
Childs said Hint he believed in the princi- 
ple of a hoard of public works, but he con- 
tinued, I do not believe in making life 
members of a commission. The ordinance 
1ms defective points. It allows the board 
to employ help in the several departments 
under its control and fix tlie salaries with- 
out limit. In my opinion snlaries exceed- 
ing 81000 per niinum should lie submitted 
to the city council. I am not opposed to a 
hoard of public works because It is a board 
of public works, but it seems to me that 
important provisions in the ordinance cre- 
ating it have been overlooked. It seems 
rather Injudicious to appoint a board of 
three men for life. It would lie better to 
appoint tin* members, one for one year, one 
for two years and one for three years, the 
term of office to be three years in each case 
thereafter. I should not vote for the ordi- 
nance in Its present shape. 

Alderman Telman said tuat tlie commis- 
sion found that the appointments could not 
he made as suggested by Alderman Childs 
under our present city charter. An order 
had passed authorizing the mayor to peti- 
tion the Legislature to limit the terms of 
office of members of tlie board. 

Alderman Childs said that in his opinion 
the term of office could be fixed under tlie 
present charter. 

Alderman Pettee said: 1 do not differ 
materially In the desire to establish some 
system for tlie judicious expenditure of tin* 
public money and I should certainly favor 
any plan that will obtain tlie largest re- 
sults from tlie least expenditure. I can 
conceive of a board that would not. The 
city of Boston saved, it is said, $30,000 by 
abolishing a commission and many men, it 
is claimed, drew salaries and performed no 
labor. Three men necessarily as a board 
may not spend the city's funds iu the most 
judicious manner. The ordinance seems 
to be crude nnd imperative. It does not fix 
the amount of salaries to be paid to the 
members of tlie commission and contains a 
bad feature, that it shall take effect Jan. 0, 
1890. The ordinance should have been 
drawn to take effect when the commission- 
ers nre appointed and confirmed. It seems 
to me that in passing this ordinance to be 
ordained we would be trying to establish 
business methods in a very unbusiness like 
way. It would be far better to refer the 
matter to the next city government and get 
the ordinance into such shape that it will 
meet with the unanimous approval of the 
members of the board. It is better to fix 
the ordinance right at the start. Tlie ordi- 
nance presented here has not even been re- 
ferred to the city solicitor and may not 
comply with the statutes. 

The question was then submitted to the 
board, and tlie ordinances providing for 
tlie establishment of a board of public 
works, relating to the highways ami creat- 
ing a water department failed of a passage 
to lie ordained by a vote of 5.to 2. The 
ordinances unmed on motion of Alderman 
Childs were then referred to the next city 
council. Tlie ordinance passed to be or- 
dained providing for a fine in cases of per- 
sons convicted of keeping howling, bark- 
ing and biting dogs. 

Alderman Chadwick submitted tlie re- 
port of tlie sewerage committee. Progress 
had been made in tlie plans for house and 
street drainage but there was a large 
amount of work on hand and extra assist- 
ance would be required in tlie city engi- 
neer’s department. The report was ac- 
cepted.

FINAL REPORT OF Ill'll, DING COMMITTEE. 

Tho annual moding of Kliot Koligiouft 
Society was held in t lioir oliftpel Monday 
cvoninjr, with Tiioinas Weston Esq., as 
chairman. The report of tho treasurer, 
Mr. I). E. Snow,Rhqwod very satisfactory 
results financially for the past year. The 
now church lias 1088 Boats, and of these 
only 05 are now vacant, 07:1 having been 
sold or rented 

Mr. C. E. Hillings, oh airman of tho 
building committee, submitted tho fol- 
lowing final report of their work: 

At a meeting of tho Eliot Religious 
♦Society, January 24, 1887, it was voted, 
“That tills society erect a now house of 
worship at as early a day ns possible.” 
Voted, “That a committee of eleven bo 
chosen with full powers to raise money: 
to erect and furnish a church edifice, and 
such additions thereto as may by them 
bo doomed advisable; also with full pow- 
ers to act on all matters rolntiug thereto.” 
Voted, “That tho gonoral committee 
ought not. to build a church edifice to 
cost in excess of the cash in hand and 
the amount pledged for tho purpose.” 

In behalf of this committee 1 beg leavo 
to make the following report: 

The problems to bo solved by thiH 
committee were unusually diflicult. The 
present congregation and the rapidly 
growing community called for a large 
building so constructed, that, in tho fu- 
ture, galleries could bo added with but 
small additional cost. Tho building 
must, have good acoustic properties, be 
well lighted, and, in its interior arrange- 
ments, convenient and adapted to all the 
varied uses of tho church, society and 
Sunday school. The peculiar location 
and shape of your lot required that the 
building should bo pleasing in architect- 
ural proportions and outline from three 
standpoints, viz.: Centre, Church and 
Eldredgo streets. Iu addition, the socie- 
ty expected tho committco to build and 
furnish an imposing and costly church 
edifice without the usual church debt. 

Tho committee was elected Jan. 24th, 
1887. They hold their first meeting tho 
following evening, Jan. 25th, and from 
that time onward addressed themselves 
unremittingly and with tho best judg- 
ment at their command to the solution 
of these problems. Tho building, with 
organ ana furnishings complete, has been 
made over to your representatives, the 
prudential committee, free of debt. The 
deeds of all tho pews in the former 
bouse with the exception of two, (one 
valued at $70 and one at $80), were sur- 
rendered to the committee in blank, 
transferred by us to the parish, and can- 
celled by the treasurer of tho parish, Mr. 
Snow’, and a representative of our com- 
mittee, Mr. Ellison. The valuation of 
the edifice burned was: 

Deeds surrendered and scrip issued, $40,880 00 
Pews owned by parish, 1,235 00 

Deeds not surrendered, 100 00 

$42,215 00 

V T e were greatly strengthened, during 
the progress of tho work, by the pa- 
tience. confidence and most generous 
contributions of the people; and we take 
this occasion to thank one and all, who 
for twenty-eight months, so nobly stood 
by us and thus enabled us to perfect our 
work. We are sure tho society will al- 
ways retain a grateful feeling toward the 
architect, Mr. George F. Moacham, who 
not only furnished the designs, but gave 
personal supervision to the work in all 
its details. We believe tbo society will 
second our hearty thanks to all those 
who had a part in the construction of 
tho building, and who, by their faithful 
and conscientious labor, carried out the 
designs of the architect and committee. 

The sincere thanks of the society are 
also duo to those generous friends who 
made liberal contributions to the build- 
ing, in presenting the corner-stone, clock, 
memorial windows, communion table, 
pulpit Bible and hymn books, a floor 
plau of the building for the vestible of 
the church, and to those contributing 
toward the church carpets. Wo here- 
with transfer to t he parish valuable books 
and papers, which have reference to tho 
work of former committees, and which 
have come into our possession in our in- 
vestigations; also plans of the present 
building, wliieh will bo of great value, 
should any alterations be required iu the 
house, together with a detailed account 
of our work. 1 now ask your attention 
to a report of the receipts and disburse- 
ments by the treasurer of the building 
committee, Mr. John C. Chaffin, after 
which tho committee respectfully ask 
that their report be accepted and they be 
discharged.

Iii this connection the treasurer desires 
to boar testimony to the promptness nnd

Having known several fatal cases re- 
sulting from carelessness in the prevailing 
epidemic known as influenza or la grippe, I 
wish to caution the people of Newton and 
beg them to adhere to tin old an l tim 
honored maxim, “an ounce of prevention 
is worth a pound of cure.” 1st. Take no 
nntlpyrene unless prescribed by a physi- 
cian. It is like playing with a sharp 
edged tool - the nature of which you do 
not understand. Should there be an un- 
recognized heart trouble, antipyrene might 
produce serious symptoms and even prove 
fatal. 

2nd. Keep well nourished. Influenza is 
pre-eminently a depressing disease— the 
vital powers are lowered and all measures 
for relief should be of a toning up nature. 
Food makes blood and blood creates en- 
ergy and power. Consequently the blood- 
making process must be steadily main- 
tained. Eat whethor you desire food or 
not (unless there is positive reason). Lit- 
tle and often is the better way, besides 
eating what one can at regular meals. 
A cup of good strong broth should be 
taken on waking In the morning. In the 
middle of forenoon, afternoon and on re- 
tiring, a half glass of milk, not too cold, 
should be sipped slowly, or better still, a 
cup of Mellims food, made of hot milk; 
tins can be borne by the weaker stomachs, 
even those who cannot digest milk, in 
this way the vitality is maintained to offset 
tin* weakening tendency of the disease. 
Recovery will be surer and quicker to well 
nourished subjects than to the poorly fed. 

3rd. One should lie in bed while there is a 
vestige of pain in the chest. A pain is a 
warning and there is danger in lighting it 
off. The heart lias to work hard in sending 
the blood through the lungs, and it should 
lie saved as much labor as possible until 
the disease has spent itself. The heart 
heats in an inverse ratio to its strength, 
that is, a weak heart bents more rapidly 
than a strong one. The heart beats less 
rapidly while sitting than standing and 
less rapidly while lying than sitting. Con- 
sequently, the recumbent position is a 
great heart tonic. As the heart regains 
strength the circulation becomes better 
through the lungs, and cough is relieved. 
To save one’s vital forces is an art worth 
acquiring and is well worth study, for the 
lack of this knowledge is often the price of 
a precious life. To draw the line on imag- 
inary disease and protect one’s self from 
real disease, requires the best of judgment. 
Keep warm, keep quiet, and above all 
keep well nourished.

The Training School for Nurses. 

The Training School for nurses con- 
nected with the Newton Cottage Hos- 
pital, is perhaps hardly as well known 
by our people as would be well. It has 
been in existence less than two years, and 
its first pupils have not yet completed 
their two years’ course; yet it has proved 
beyond a doubt its capacity for great 
usefulness to the Hospital, to the sick 
people of Newton, and to the pupil 
nurses themselves. To the Hospital it 
furnishes all the female nursing service 
except that of the head nurse. To the 
sick outside of tiie Hospital it furnishes 
trained service, as far as tlie nurses can 
be spared from tlie Hospital; and to the 
pupils themselves it furnishes a thorough 
training in one of tiie most useful ami 
honorable of employments for women. 

Tiie matron lias personal charge of the 
training in the practical duties of nurs- 
ing. 

A full course of lectures is provided 
by the Medical Staff, covering all tlie 
conditions ot sickness that are within 
the domain of tlie nurse. The actual 
work of the first year is done mostly in 
| the wards of the Hospital; but after that

ORGANIZATION TOK 1890— APPOINTMENT 
OP OOMHITTEKH. 

I 

Tlie school board met for organization, 
in the high school building, Newtonville, 
Wednesday evening. The new members, 
Messrs. A. E. Lawrence, A. I). 8. Bell 
and George C. Travis weie present an<i 
only one member of tlie board absent, 
Mr. J. W. Dickinson. Tlie election of a 
chairman was first proceeded with. The 
mayor appointed Councilman Hyde and 
Mr. A. D. S. Bell a committee to collect, 
sort and count ballots. Appended is the 
result. Whole number cast 13, J. Ed- 
ward Hollis had 12. J. W. Dickinson had 1. 

Mr. Hollis expressed his appreciation 
of tlie honor conferred. He said that he 
accepted the position with some misgiv- 
ings and expected the assistance and co- 
operation of the members in the endeavor 
to promote the best interests of the 
schools. 

The election of a secretary occasioned 
some discussion. Mr. A. D. S. Bell op- 
posed tiie practice of electing the super- 
intendent secretary of tlie board. It was 
not the custom, he said, in other places 
to elect the superintendent of the schools 
to that position. In Boston the superin- 
tendent was not also tlie secretary of the 
school board and the same could be said 
of Brookliue and other places. It was 
apparent from the rules of tlie Newton 
school board that it was not originally 
intended to unite the offices of superin- 
tendent and secretary. In my opinion, 
on business principles, it would be bet- 
ter to choose the secretarv from among 
the members of the board and for that 
reason, I desire to nominate Mr. George 
C. Travis for that position. 

Mr. Baruard said that lie had expressed 
a similar opinion two years ago and that 
although he could see advantages result- 
ing from uniting tbe two offices, he bad 
not changed hta views, and thought that 
Mr. Bell was right in his reasoning. 

Mr. Hollis said that be desired to hear 
some good reason for departing from a 
previous custom. 

Mr. Bell said that the superintendent,, 
if also secretary of tbe board, was present 
at all meetings and that that was an ob- 
jection. It prevented freedom of 
criticism regarding tbe discharge of the 
duties of tbe superintendent. 

Dr. Baker said that lie could see no- 
reason for a change and that in case of 
such a discussion as had been spoken of, 
tlie superintendent could retire trora the 
room. 

The mayor said that the rules of the 
board gave the superintendent the. 
right to be present at all tlie meetings. 

A ballot for secretary was tbeu pro- 
ceeded with, Messrs. Putney and Barnard 
being appointed a committee to collect, 
sort and couut tbe votes. Appended is. 
tlie result: 

Wh<51e number cast 14. Superintendent 
Emerson had 8, George C. 4 ravis had 5, 
A. D. S. Bell had J. 

Mr. Emerson expressed his apprecia- 
tion of the honor conferred, having Leva 
for the fifth time elected secretary of the 
boaid. It will be my endeavor, he said,, 
to discharge the duties of the office 
satisfactorily. 

The election of two members of the 
high school committee, of which the 
chairman of the board is a member by 
virtue of his office, resulted iu the choice 
of Mr. J. W. Dickinson and Rev. F. B. 
Hornbiooke. 

After the organization had been com- 
pleted, routine business was transacted. 
It was voted to adopt tlie rules and re- 
gulations of last year for the government 
of the present board until otherwise 
ordered. It wras voted that the seats 
occupied by the several members last 
year be retained during the present year. 
It was voted to refer all unfinished busi- 
ness to tlie appropriate committees. 

The same committee appointed by the 
previous board was reappointed to* con- 
fer with Charles Ward Post 62, concern - 
ing tlie reception of flags presented to 
the schools. Mr. Horubrooke, chairman 
of tlie committee, reported progress aud 
8 aid that a program had been arranged. 

Tbe secretary of the board was author- 
ized to prepare and have printed copies 
of the school manual for use of the mem- 
bers. 

It was voted to fix tlie salary of Miss 
Fh%ra M. Stewart of the Hyde school at 
$d20 per annum, dating from Dec. 30. 

The position of the board concerning 
the disposition of flags presented to tli e 
schools brought out considerable dis- 
cussion intermixed with motions aud 
amendments, lt was finally voted that 
it was the sense of tlie hoard that t he 
city council should not be asked to make 
an appropriation for tiie purchase of flag 
staffs, except for the high school. 

It was voted to refer to a special com- 
mittee of three tiiat portion of the 
superintendent’s report concerning llie 
establishment of a county truant school , 
and suggesting better laws relatiug to 
truants.

THE 1. 1ST OF COM MITTKKH FOH 1890 AN- 
NOITNCRO. 

Tho city council of 1889 mot at 2 p.m. 
on Monday for their last suasion and 
closed up tho business of the year. Al- 
dermen .lohnson, Childs and Chadwick 
Were absent. Tho minutes of the last 
two mootings were read, and Alderman 
Marbach from the highway committee 
reported on the petition of the Jamaica 
Pond Ice company for a plank sidewalk 
on Boylston street. 

Tho potition of the Newton Street 
Railway company, to enter upon and use 
tho tracks of the West End company on 
Centre street, ami to nso the single 
trolley electric system, was granted, sub- 
ject to the approval of the railroad com- 
missioners, the system to be in use by 
June 1st, the cars to be lighted by elec- 
tricity; the city to be protected from all 
damage; the system not to interfere with 
the city's tire alarm or police signal sys- 
tem; the wires to bo cut if necessary in 
case of lire, and the company to stand 
the expense; a bond of $5,000, to be 
given, and the order to he accepted by 
the directors of the company, with the 
understanding that tho .hoard of aider- 
men waived none of their rights. 

Tho matter in regard to plans and 
proposals for a hose house at Newton 
Highlands was referred to tho next city 
government. 

An order was passed seizing somo five 
acres of land on Charles River, next to 
the Wiswall land, belonging to the heirs 
of Amos E. Estes. 

The report of the city treasurer was 
received ana accepted. 

thk new no Ann. 

The old board then adjourned sine 
die and the new hoard came together, 
Aldermen-elect Coffin, Bond, Pettee, 
Harbach and Hamblen being prosent. 

A message was sent to the Common 
Council asking for a joint convention for 
the inaugural exercises, and that body 
responded that all its members were 
present. 

Both branches then marched to the 
large ball, the city messenger leading, 
followed by Mayor Burr and Judge 
Kennedy, ex-Mayors Hyde and Ellison, 
City Clerk Kingsbury ‘and Rev. H. J. 
Patrick, ex-Mayor Kimball -and ex- 
Alderman Tyler, and the aldermen and 
cnuncilmen elect. A fair sized audience 
was present, and Rev. H. J. Patrick 
began the exercises with prayer. 

The City Clerk announced that all the 
members of the school committee elect 
bad signified tlieir acceptance, which 
was all that was necessary in their case. 

Judge Kennedy then adrainisted the 
oath of office to Mayor Burr, after which 
the mayor swore in tho aldermen elect, 
and the councilmen -elect, all of them 
solemnly promising to sustain the Com- 
monwealth and the United States. 

Mayor Burr then delivered bis inau- 
gural message as follows: 

THE MAYOR'S AI)I>ItK8S. 
Gentlemen qf the City Council : — 

In deference to an old custom we have 
come together today for a double pur- 
pose, to review the work of the last 
municipal year and to deliberate upon 
that of the year which has just begun 
The last twelve mouths have been 
fruitful of important legislation. A 
Police Signal System has been provided 
and will soon be in-active operation. A 
contract haR been made for street lights 
which secures for the city better lights 
than ever before at a greatly reduced 
price. New voting precincts have been 
erected in Newton Highlands and New- 
tonville. A high service system has 
been unanimously, voted by your prede- 
cessors. About 700 acres of land have 
been seized for additional water supply 
and the remotest possibility of water 
famine has thereby been averted. 06,000 
feet of land on Wuhan Hill have already 
been procured for the new reservoir and 
stand-pipe and vigorous measures, 
undertaken with the unanimous approval 
of the last city government, are now on 
foot to obtain all that the city will ever 
need for that purpose'. Tho people of 
Newton have great cause to rejoice in 
the wise forethought of a City Council 
that has secured to them aud their pos- 
terity forever this beautiful aud com- 
manding elevation. The land for the 
play-ground at Newton Centre has been 
bought at a cost of about $24,000.00 and 
some ot it has ulr-eady been deeded to 
tho city. The City Council contributed 
$10,000.00 of the ptm-hnse money and the 
rest was raised tty a .committee of citi- 
zens. Perhaps the .most important work 
.undertaken by the last City Council was 
the aitem t to change the old system of 
committee responsibility and to establish 
a Board of Public , Works. In my last 
inaugural address 1 ventured to express 
the opinion that executive powers should 
not he lodged in the City Council. Time 
and experience have confirmed and 
strengthened the judgment 1 then ex- 
pressed. 1 ant not afraid of going too 
fur when 1 say that the old system con- 
tains all the materials for bad govern- 
ment. That in spite of it our govern- 
ment has been good is due to the uncom- 
monly high character of our electorate 
aud of the melt who have represented it 
in the (.'tty Council aud to the alertness 
aud sensitiveness of public opinion 
among our citizens. In brief, as 1 said 
before, "the tneu of Newton can make 
any system of government work, even 
the very worst.” This, however, fur- 
nishes no argument for clinging to a 
sys cm we have outgrown, provided that 
we are able to see a way to better things. 

1 therefore trust that speedy action may 
be t.iken upon the ordinances referred 
to you by the last city government and 
that at an early day J may he able to 
congratulate you and the people of New- 
ton upon a change in administrative 
methods that will lighten your labois 
and at the saute time afford full promise 
of greater vigor in executive work ami 
of more harmonious action in the vari- 
ous departments. 

Through the liberal action of the last 
City Council a lot has been provided in 
tb«- Newton Cemetery for the interment 
of old soldiers and sailors, it would 
indeed be a lasting reproach to a com- 
munity like ours had it suffered men 
who upheld its flag during the awful 
years of civil war to rest in uubouorcd 
graves. It may not be out of place here 


to direct your attention to the fact that the unselfish support given to it by nil 
the Charles Ward Post is sadly in need classes of citizens in its otTort to conduct 
ofamemotiftl hall audio bespeak yout i its work tipon business principles. Due 
encouragement, as individuals, of so ] regard has constantly been had to the 
worthy an enterprise. Whatever we I amount of the appropriation and the 
may no ns city officials, surely wo can 
give our individual aid to no nobler 
cause. 

LIQUOR LAW. 

The vote against license was as usual 
strong enough to voice with no uncot tain 
sound the sentiment of t lie people upon 
this vitally important question. During 
the year the unprecedented number of 
40 convictions have been obtained for 
violations of the law. Too much praise 
cannot be given t > tno police department 
and to tho fearless gentleman who from 
his place on the bench, has so honestly 
and courageously seconded the efforts of 
the department and the executive in 
stamping out the traffic in intoxicating 
liquors. I promise you and tho people 
of Newton that during the coining year 
the law- shall be enforced without regard 
to power or place and that impartial 
justice shall ho meted out to every 
offender that can ho unearthed. 

PI. AY OKOt’NDS. 

The last City Council, by its contribu- 
tion of $10,000 toward the Newton Cen- 
tro playground fund, has established a 
precedent from which its successors aro 
not likely to depart. It is much to be 
hoped that movements may bo set on 
foot m the villages on the northern side 
if the city similar to that, which has 
been so fruitful of results in Newton 
Centre. If two playgrounds could bo 
provided for the four large villages the 
question would he well settled for all 
time. 1 need hardly remind you that 
every year’s delay increases the difficulty 
of obtaining land which is suitable for 


the purpose at a price within the means 
of the citizens and the city. 

8KWKRAQK. 

Tito adoption of the Metropolitan 
Sewerage Bill by the last legislature is a 
long step forward in the solution of 
Newton’s local problem. Little can be 
done by you this year, for you must now- 
wait for the out-let which tho great 
trunk sewer will atford. Some work of 
preparation can, however, bo profitably 
undertaken at once. 

In reviewing the work of the depart- 
ments I shall omit much that is usually 
included in tho mayor’s address, leaving 
you to find it in the reports soon to be 
published.

The 
City's liabilities were thus decreased by 
the lull cost of tae bridges and the 
amount of such cost’ should clearly, 1 
think, he included in the figures which 
represent the decrease of debt for the 
year. 

The $10,000.00 for tho play ground at 
Newton Centre should upon similar 
priuciples be deducted from the figures 
representing the debt decrease. 1 re- 
ninietid, however, that this be paid at 


work of the department has been well 
dobo in ncootdnnce with intelligent 
plans, carefully made in advance. 

POLICE. 

The appropriation for 1890 contains 
provision for five additional patrolmen. 
Of this number four will he needed for 
tho wagon, leaving a not increase of one 
for tho ordinary purposes of tho force. 
It is much to bo regretted that tho itt- 
croaso is so small. With the possible 
exception of the street department 1 
know of no department where tho 
demand for larger expenditures is so 
pressing and imperative as hero. Tho 
crimes against property which have 
recently been committed with audacity 
and success in Newton have excited a 
natural alarm among our citizens, and 
evidence abounds that tho demand for 
more police protection is wide snread. 
With our present force there are but 15 
officers available for night duty, a num- 
ber wholly insufficient to do half tho 
work expected of them. 

I desire to recommend a radical change 
in the schedule fixing tho salaries of 
officers. They now receive $750 the first 
year, $825 the second, $900 tho third, and 
$1000 tho fourth, and every succeeding 
year. Every new officer after paying 
$100 for the equipment which ho is 
obliged to purchase, has only $050 with 
which to moot, the first yoar’s expenses. 

I therefore recommend that the salary 
be fixed at $900 for the first year ami 
$1000 for the second and all succeeding 
years. I am thoroughly convinced that 
the change I recommend, if adopted by 
you, will result, in securing to tho city 
the services of men whom it is im- 
possible. under the present system, to 
tempt away from their private business 
by tho offer of a position on tho force. 

POOR AND ALMSHOUSE. 

I renew my recommendation of last 
year, that a new site ho found as soot) as 
possible for the City Poor Farm. With- 
out dwelliug upon the many sufficient 
reasons for this change it is enough to 
observe that the land now occupied by 
the farm ts too valuable to be longer 
usod for such a purpose. 

WATER DEPARTMENT. 

The deficit in this department has been 
brought down to $8,161.06 for the year 
1889, as against $9,572.20 in 1888. and 
$11,009.79 in 1S87. TJte expenses of the 
department, including interest on bonds, 
service and meter account and rebates 
were $80,650. The receipts tor meter 
rentals, which are uot included in the 
total teceipts of the department, were 
$3, 1 98.83. In 1889 they were $2,059. 

REGISTRATION. 

Tho registration for the state election, 
Nov. 5, was 3782. Ballots cast, 2S29. 

Registration for the city election was: 
— Men, 3859; women, 190. Ballots cast: 
—Men. 3079; Women, 107. 

I recommend that an effort he mado 
before the legislature to bring about 
such a change in the state law as will 
make it possible to establish a voting 
precinct for the Lower Falls. 

SCHOOLS. 

For information in detail concerning 
the schools I refer you to the annual 
reports of the committee and superin- 
tendent. You w-ill doubtless be interest- 
ed to know that the average cost pet- 
pupil has been reduced $1.08 during the 
past year. I have taken occasion to visit 
every school room in Newton and I am 
glad to testify to the high character of 
the teachers and to the pleasant and 
wholesome relations subsisting between 
them and their pupils. My only standard 
of comparison is the schools us they were 
many years ago when I attended them 
as a pupil. The improvement lias indeed 
been marked. I have found the teachers 
doing the best of work in their own way, 
unshackled by formal rules and giving 
full play to their own individuality. 
Good work has therefore resulted from 
the employment of means as various as 
the characters of the teachers who used 
them. Moreover the system has been 
made sufficiently flexible to afford every 
facility tor promotion to a pupil who is 
willing and able to advance more rapidly 
than his fellows. 

PUBLIC LIBRARY. 

On December 31, 1889, there were in the 
library 30,610 volumes, of which 2,250 
were added during the last year. The 
circulation at Now toil was 52,450, and at 
the other villages, through the agencies, 
52,780, making a total of 105,230. The 
increase in circulation over tliat of the 
year 1888 was 1,230. 

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

The department has answered 83 calls 
during the year 1889. On Thanksgiving 
day engines 1 and 2, with details from 
companies 1, 4, 5, 0 and 7 rendered 
efficient service in controlling the great 
lire in Boston. Tho total loss by lire for 
tho year has been $38,055.42. Tho loss

In tho letter from a farmer which wo 
published last week the first paragraph 
contains a promise with a proviso.

As to "our interests" and 
tho Tariff every one knows they aro 
cause and effect. "Our interests" has 
made it possible to sell Lake Copper in 
London cheaper than in Now York; to 
give Canadians salt from tho Empire 
State cheaper than tho people of that 
stato could get it; to closo the iron 
foundries and glass works of Now Eng- 
land; to prevent our merchants from 
owning and sailing ships; to tux the 
many for tho few, the poor for the rich. 
IIo who begins bv looking after "our” 
interests always ends by seeking “my" 
interests. To our farmer correspondent 
and to those who sympathize witli his 
plea for "our interests” we commend t lie 
thought of a dead philosopher and the 
words of a living manufacturer. Does 
not Emerson somewhere say that we are 
careful that other men do not cheat uh; 
a day comes when we are careful that 
we do not cheat other men tlieu the 
world is made anew? Tho manufac- 
turer’s words— a Middlesex Co. manu- 
facturer— wore given in tho Graphic of 
November, as follows: — 

"I think that the reduction of the 
Tariff on my goods would he a serious 
disadvantage to all manufacturers of 
them in this country, while raw material 
could not ho much cheapened. How- 
ever. if wo could have freo trade and it 
should knock me out nliogether, 1 am 
broad enough to think that it would be 
a great tiling for the country." 


A Remarkable Discovery. 

When a man, or a great party, or an 
able editor, starts out with the premise, 
"It is right to tux tho many for the few." 
no one can foresee wliar strange con- 
clusion may he reached. The American 
Economist , the organ of the Highest, 
Tariff, lias at last admitted that freer 
trario with South America is a desirable 
thing. We are glad to learn from 
authority that all commeico is not 
wickedness. But unless some unwise 
reader might carry tho Economist’s 
argument too far the editor announces 
the following Law:— 

"All commerce which runs between 
zones north and south, at right angles 
with parallels of latitude and in a line 
witii parallels of longitude , is natural, 
legitimate and should he encouraged, 
while that which runs east and west, as 
between Manchester, England, and 
Lowell, America, is unnatural, imperti- 
nent and, so far as tnercliaiuliso is con* 
corned, a nuisance." 

When those subsidies are granted there 
should he a special provision that ships 
carrying merchandise are to sail only on 
" parallels of longitude By tho way, 
will the learned editor tell us what 
" parallels of longitude 1 ' are. Or is that 
question "unnatural, impertinent, "and 
so far as the editor is concerned," a nuis- 
ance?" 


America the Ideal Home. 

Tho Newton Journal for December 
27th gives a column to contrast between 
tho homes and lives of workingmen in 
Europe and America. The facts and 
the figures may be news to somebody; 
we confess that wo thought everybody 
knew nil about it by tiiis time. But it is 
rnthor disappointing to find the writer 
suggesting that "Protection" is the 
cause of the superior conditions of the 
workingmen in America. It makes us 
feel more keenly how very slowly people 
learn. 

Tho reasons why workingmen in Eng- 
land and on tho continent are so desti- 
tute nre potent to every honest observer 
at once. First, the crowded population. 
Tho soil of Europe must support about 
400,000,000 of people; the soil of tho 
United States (16,000,000. Secondly, tho 
unnatural division of tho land by which 
a few men hold enormous estates and 
the masses are landless; this is especially 
true in England. Thirdly, tho cost of 
maintaining millions of men in idleness, 
clothing (hem, feeding them, housing 
them; these men, too, the strongest and 
ablest of (lie people. Fourthly, the race 
characteristics of t he people (many of 
them) in accordance with which t hoy 
have been very slow to aidopt the many 
inventions and labor-saving machines 
which make American industry a mi ra- 
le. 

If protection has any thing to do with 
it, why are tho workmen of Free Trade 
England so much butter off than the 
workmen of protected Germany and 
Italy and France? If protection has any- 
thing to do with it, why aro the 
workmen of New South Wales so pros- 
perous? New South Wales lias free 
trade, yet nowhere, not oven in our own 
country, are the workingman’s wages 
higher. , * 

Why aro tho conditions of tho labor- 
ing people in America so favorable? 
Because of our unparalleled resources of 
soil and climate; because of our wealth 
of minus and forests; because of our vast 
extent of productive laud still very much 
sub-divided; because of our unsurpassed 
energy and invention. In a word— God 
has given 00,000.000 people hero, as much 
as lias been granted to 400,000,000 iu Eu- 
rope; and when the good tilings aro di- 
vided among the people of courso we 
have more. 

An Interesting Dilemma.

Columbus still stands by the above 
statement. At the same time wo must 
announce that we havo not hoard that 
Mr. Joseph R. Leeson retracts his argu- 
ments for tho freo entry of flax. He evi- 
dently still thinks a tax on flax a "cart 
before-tho-horse-method" of protecting 
industry. Tho potition for froo iron-ore 
has not lost a single name, and the ro- 
nuest for freo wool is something like a 
demand when ono knows that thero are 
600 signers. And last week a largo 
chimney-glass firm from Pittsburg, 
through its lioad, (too. A. Machotli, said 
to tlie Ways and Moans Committee, 
"Give me freo material, or free trade 
such as Knglond lias, and I defy any 
competition on the face of tho earth. 

Wo aro very much inclined to holievo 
that, Columbus means to force the issue, 
and hopes to lose. In other words Co- 
lumbus is a Free Trader and hopes for 
tho "ruin" that ho apparantly warns us 
against.

MAYOR BURR’S INAUGURAL. 


The brief but comprehensive review, 
an Mayor Burr’s inaugural, of the work 
douu the past year, makes it a very int- 
gwrtant document to those who wish to 
Tteep posted on Newton’s affairs. A 
great deal has been accomplished and 
the mayor would certainly have good 
reason for feeling some satisfaction in 
looking back over the year’s work. Re- 
forms lone talked of and long looked 
qapon as almost unattainable have been 
brought to pass, aud Newton has 
taken a long step forward tho past 
year. The high service system will be 
one of the greatest benefits that could 
have been conferred upou the city and 
will have an important effect upon its 
tf*«ure growth: to have brought that 
about would alone have beou an honor 
to any administration. 

The recommendations as to the legis- 
lation for the coming year are all of 
them important, the first in order being 
the board of public works, which would 
place the city business on a business like 
footing. Commitlees have done very 
well in the past, but the interests of 
Newton have outgrown that system, and 
with the right men in command, a board 
of public works would astonish those 
who are used to tho present loose and 
rather irresponsible methods. 

Attention is called to the need of a 
memorial hall for Charles Ward Post, 
and in one city they are talking of erect- 
ing such a building for city purposes, 
making it large enough to accommodate 
all the city offices, aud also the Post, 
which would not be a bad idea to follow 
in Newton. Our City Hall is hardly a 
building to point out to strangers with 
much pride, and except for our Public 
.Library aud our churches, Newton is 
very poorly provided with haudsome 
public buildings. Newtou Ceutre has 
made a beginning with its extensive 
playground, and perhaps this commend- 
able public spirit will grow to such au 
•extent that we shall see both the other 
playgrounds secured aud also a noble 
memorial hall. 

The promises made last year in regard 
to the enforcement of the liquor law are 
repeated with emphasis, and Mayor Burr 
promises that the law shall be enforced 
“without regard to power or place, and 
that impartial justice shall be meted out 
to every offender.” This is significant 
aud shows that the policy of last year is 
to be continued. This is as it should be, 
but it takes a good deal of courage to 
promise aud carry out such au impartial 
policy. 

The sewerage problem, next in impor- 
tance after high service, is touched upon, 
and preparation for the Metropolitan 
system is tecum mended. 

.■Financially a very satisfactory show- 
ing is made, as the debt has been practi- 
cally decreased some $;M,000 and there is 
a balance on hand of over $20,000, enough 
to cover all bills belonging to the year 
aud leave a balance besides. 

The highway department has been 
very satisfactorily managed the past 
year, and so has the police depaitment. 
The recommendations as to the changes 
in the salaries are sensible ones, and 
would not materially add to the city’s 
•expenses. The removal of the alms- 
house is again recommended, and there 
will probably be repeated the same quest 
for a site against which the neighbors 
will not object, which resulted in failure 
the past year. However, there is noth- 
ing like trying, and success may crown 
the efforts of the diligent seekers. 

That a polling place is needed at the 
Low er Kalis will he denied by no one, 
and it would be welcomo to the resi- 
dents there, who new have to go a long 
distance to vote. 

Mayor Burr gives a very hearty en- 
dorsement to our school system, and has 
broken the record by personally visiting 
«very room, aud his testimony is inter- 
esting. The Public Library shows a 
•steady growth, and is filling au impor- 
tant place iu tiie city. The bourd of 
health is also endorsed, and it certainly 
•lias performed more work than ever be- 
fore in its history, more iinpoi taut mat- 
ters than usual having come up for du- 
•cifeiou. Only nine departmeuts out of 
thirty have exceeded their appmpiia- 
lions, which is encouraging, and gives 
rise to the hope that the time will come 
>wlteu no appropriation will be exceeded. 

la closing Mavor Burr recommends a 
•catholic spirit iu dealing with all ques- 
tions that may cotue up, aud looking at 
them from the point of view of the inter- 
est of the whole city, instead of any oue 


locality, by which alone tho boat rosulta 
can bo obtained. 

It will ho noticed that Mayor Burr 
calls this Ida last inaugural message, 
which is only repeating what ho said 
privately before his first nomination, 
that ho would not tako tho oftico more 
than two terms. It is as long as any 
business man can afford to tako it, es- 
pecially now when tho occupant has to 
devote the major part of his timo to its 
duties. It has breomo a very responsi- 
ble position and Mayor Burr has set ati 
example to bis successors that will bo 
difficult to follow. 

The message is shorter than is custom- 
ary, but nil important topics nro com- 
prehensively treated and it is a very bus- 
iness liko document. Mayor Burr lias 
shown himself skilled in tiio art of con- 
densation, and it is so brief that every 
citizou should read it with care. 


THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


Tho school board of 1800 is now 
organized and ready for business. Au 
excellent selection has been mado iu 
elcctiug Mr. Hollis chairman, as tho 
public will have confidence in his 
fairness on whatever question may 
come up. 

Mr. Bell’s position 5n regard to tho im- 
propriety of haviug tho superintendent 
act as secretary of tho board will bo en- 
dorsed by most fair minded citizens, and 
it is only within a very few years that 
such a curious proceeding has been fol- 
lowed in Newton. It would bo just as 
proper for the head-master of the high 
school to servo iu that capacity, as it is 
for tho superintendent. ilis presence 
serves as au effectual bar to any criticism 
of his policy, or auy special part of that 
policy, and it makes him really a member 
of the board, to all intouts aud purposes. 

The two offices ought not to bo com- 
bined, and it is easy to see that cases 
might arise iu which the superintendent 
would be greatly em harassed by being 
compelled to be preseutat all discussions. 
Even the most obtuse can see that, but 
probably the majority did not think of 
this, but ouly thought of following the 
precedent which had beeu established. 

Of course if tho meetings of tho board 
are to be merely routine affairs iu which 
all the suggestions of tho superintendent 
are to bo blindly followed, and the mem- 
bers are to have no opinion of their own, 
his presence as secretary would not be out 
of place, and he would be subjected to 
no embarassment. But in that case why 
need all the members be present at all, 
the superintendent could attend, make 
bis suggestions, go through the form of 
passing them, make his records as 
secretary, refer all questions to the ap- 
propriate committees, with the action 
that needed to be taken in each case, aud 
the members would save themselves tho 
necessity of being bored for two or three 
bouts on one evening each mouth. This 
however is not the popular idea of the 
duties of members of the school board. 


The Newton representatives were well 
treated in the assignment of committees. 
Mr. Ranlett obtains the chairmanship of 
the committee on elections, aud a place 
on the committee on labor. Mr. Gilman 
gets his old place on the committee on 
parishes and religious societies, and a 
good position on the committee on mer- 
cantile affairs. Iu awarding committee 
places Speaker Barrett is said to have 
remembered his friends and his enemies 
also. The plums went to the Barrett 
men, tho railroad committee being made 
up of Barrett Republicans and Barrett 
Democrats, and not oue Ward well man 
on it. Mr. Dewey, the thick and thin 
champion of Mr. Barrett, gets promoted 
over the head of Mr. Wardwull to the 
chairmanship of the house judiciary. 
Mr. Bridgman of Auburndale, the legis- 
lative reporter of the Springfield Re- 
publican, has analyzed the situation as 
follows: The committees which are 
especially desired show strange features. 
Manufactures lias six Barrett republicans 
and no Ward well men. Mercantile 
affairs lias six Barrett men no Ward well; 
printing, three Barrett men and four 
democrats; prisons, six Barrett men, no 
Ward well; public charitable institutions, 
six Barrett and no Wardwell; street rail- 
ways, suven Barrett, no Wardwell aud 
ouly one democrat; towns (which must 
pass on the Beverly case, and appears to 
be almost solid in favor of the Farms), 
four Barrett, oue Wardwell aud two 
democrats. Not a Wardwell or a Sanger 
man has beeu appointed to the position 
of monitor. This open way of rewarding 
members for campaign work is not 
particularly creditable, either to the 
speaker or the members, but it is only 
what was expected, and what the Barrett 
campaign committee threatened would 
be done. 


It is curious to seo what different 
views men take of the same tiling. A 
Graphic representative happened to 
talk with two prominent Republicans 
about the Blaiiu -Gladstone articles in 
the North American Review. Oue citi- 
zen, who has always been au enthusias- 
tic admirer of the man from Maine, said 
that his reply to Gladstone was one of 
the grandest papers ever written, that it 
demonstrated the immense superiority 
of Blaine to any foreign statesman. The 
otLer citizen, an equally prominent Re- 
publican but never a Blaine man, con- 
fessed that lie was very much disap- 
pointed in Mr. Blaine’s paper, tiiat while 
it was well written, tire aruumeuts 
lacked cogency, and il was a weak pro- 
duction, much inferior to tlial of the 
English statesman. Such diverse opin- 
1 ions from intelligent readers are certain- 
! ly curious, and show how much one’s 
mental spectacles have to do with the 
opinious hufoims, aud that oue man’s 
opinions may be just as uuar right as 
another’s, if not more so. 

The Bouton .Journal is easily the 
leading Republican daily of Boston, aud 
also of New England, aud it bus made a 


strong fight tho past year for purity in 
politics and the making of fitness n test 
for tho nomination of candidates. It Ims 
probably a stronger hold upon its read- 
ers than any of the ot’ner dailies, as a 
largo majority of them tako their politi- 
cal opinions from its columns. A paper 
does not possess this confidence without 
having dono something to deserve it, and 
its editoral utterances are always serious 
and dignified, while in its news columns 
it avoids the sensational, and all that is 
not fit for family rending. On another 
page some of its special merits nro sot 
forth, and tho roaRons why it hopes to 
command an even larger patronago the 
coming year. 

The Boston Traveller is very confus- 
ing sometimes, or when it says that the 
people have paid a sugar tax of a billion 
and a half of dollars since the war, and 
that this tax has boon a daily burden on 
tho pockets of tho working poople of tho 
country; that the poople should no 
longer bo taxed for the benollt of the 
Louisiana planters, and that Congress 
will make a mistake if it docs not put 
sugar on the froo list. Such a declara- 
tion must be very discouraging to the 
Amoricnn Economist, which has been 
teaching for a year past, that it was tho 
foreign producers who pay the tariff 
taxes, and not tho American consumers, 
and we are afraid tho Traveller is becom- 
ing unsound on the Tariff. But whon 
such leaders as Governor Ames, ex-Gov- 
ernor Chitlin and others begin to petition 
Congress for free raw material it is no 
| wonder that the organs become un- 
1 settled. 


1 he* papers aro quoting Daniel Web- 
ster’s prediction as to tbo results ot 
favoring one class at tho expense of an- 
other, made iu 1820, and applying it to 
the scenes thnt are taking placo daily 
before the ways and means committee at 
Washington. Mr. Webster said : 

“Hence a perpetual contest carried on 
between the different interests of society. 
Agriculture taxed to-day to sustain 
manufactures— commerce taxed to-mor- 
row to sustain agriculture— and then im- 
positions perhaps on both manufactures 
and agriculture to support commerce. I 
can hardly conceive ot anything worse 
than a policy which shall place the great 
interests of this country in hostility to 
one another— a policy which will keep 
them in constant conflict and bring them 
every year to fight their battles in the com- 
mittee-rooms of the House of Representa- 
tives at Washington 

But in his later days Mr. Webster be- 
came au advocate of protection, in the 
mild form in which it then appeared, 
and defended his course by saying that 
New England adopted that policy in self 
defeuce. Tho national laws had ruined 
her commerce and she had either to go 
into manufacturing or starve. 


The City Council have gono back this 
year to the old custom of ringing the bells 
for one half hour at morning, noon and 
sunset on Washington’s birthday, and 
unless some philanthropist shall arise to 
amend the order, the people in the 
vieinity of the bells will have to stand 
t lie infliction, unless they are able to get 
out of town. It is an old custom but 
one more honored in the breach than in 
the observance, it was omitted last year, 
greatly to the comfort of invalids and 
j others, and the physicians says that the 
| noise is very injurious to the sick. The 
custom is well enough for the Fourth of 
July, when the day is given over to noise. 
The City Council would probably vote 
unanimously to dispeuse with the cus- 
tom, if the matter was ouly culled to 
| their attention. 

A cardboard trust is the latest thing 
in the combination line, and under its 
beneficent workings the prico of card- 
board has stalled on its way upwards, 
i The printers and all whit use cardboard 
I iu any shapo will be called upon to con- 
tribute a few cents on every lot of 
material, to help out the manufacturers, 
j who desire to get rich a little faster than 
I they have beeu doing, and who will 
succeed if the trust will only hold to- 
gether long enough. Like the sugar 
trust, it only ealls for a cent or two a 
i pound from every consumer, and the 
> foundation for a magnificent fortune 
is laid. Trusts are a speudid tiling for 
1 those on the inside, and the great 
majority need only look on and pay the 
| bills. 

The Hospital .Sunday contributions 
now foot up over two thousand dol- 
lars, and the returns aie still coming in. 

1 Some of the city churches responded 
more than generously, and the claims of 
' the hospital are certainly as important 
as any that are presented. The hospital 
is doing a much needed woik in this 
city, and one of tire features is the train- 
ing school for nurses, which is treated 
of in a communication in another col- 
umn. There are several vacancies iu the 
school, which those young ladies seek- 
ing for a career of usefulness would do 
well to consider. 

If Senator Frye’s bill for encouraging 
commerce should pass, all our capitalists 
; will go into the steamship business, as 
1 according to the best authorities they 
will be able to make from 15 to 20 per 
cent, on the capital invested, and that 
; without counting the returns from the 
cargoes carried. American ships would 
' cover the seas, and we would all get 
^ rich, that is, all except those who pay 
1 the taxes. 


Mayor Douglas of Brockton, one of 
the most wide-awake business men iu 
tliestute, recommended a hoard of pub- 
I lie works for his city, which he says is 
i “one of the greatest needs of a growing 
and rapidly developing city like Brock- 
ion. ” The same conditions exist iu 
Newton, and this is au endorsement of 
the position taken by Mayor Burr. 

it i- rumored that Chief JuiUfit 
Brigham is to resign very soou and tin t 
Judge l'itmau will he promoted to fill 
! the vacaucy. 


Tiie Democratic state committee haR 
shown signs of piogress in its reorgani- 
zation. with Josiali Quinoy rr secretary 
and Nathan Matthews, Jr., chairman of 
tho executive committee. Tho young 
democracy aro now at tho front, and 
will probably do their best to nmko 
things lively in future campaigns. 

Gen. Greki.y says that it is not the 
Gulf Stream at all, but tho storms in 
Canada, which aro to lilamo for these 
mild winters, by causing a prevalence or 
south and soul h west winds. If this 
ho true, there is hope for Now England 
yet, and tiie old-fashioned and so-called 
bracing winters may return again. 

An Auburndale correspondent makes 
a spirited protest against dogs, in a com- 
munication in another column, and ho 
evidently regards them as an unmitigated 
nuisance. Nevertheless, judging from 
appearances, lovers of dogs aro in the 
majority in Newton, aud will probably 
continue so. 

Members of our Great and General 
Court ought really to tako out accident 
insurance policies, as our supreme court 
lias decided that those who ride on a 
froo railroad pass will havo to take their 
own risk, and cannot recover damages 
through auy negligcnco of the railroad 
company. 

Lowel lias also adopted tho Ganiewcll 
police signal system, and it is becoming 
a regular epidemic among tho cities of 
this country. Evidently peoplo know a 
good thing when they seo it. 

The list of committees was announced 
with unusual promptness this year, and 
the city council lost no time in getting 
ready for business.

He was 
clerk of the common council 1882-87, suc- 
ceeding Mr. Hosea Hyde. 

—Citizens are complaining because of the 
failure to get light. The are lamps on 
Chestnut street nnd on Washington street 
opposite the City Hall, are not lighted 
regularly for some reason or other, and as 
the gas lights in that vicinity are now a 
thing of the pa't, the illumination at times, 
especially on dark nights, is very cloudy 
nnd exceedingly dense. 

—Since Jan. 1, 24 deaths have occurred In 
this eity and of that number 8 were record- 
ed at the City Hall, on Tuesday. Compara- 
tively few have resulted from pneumonia 
and kindred disorders, and 12 persons in- 
cluding in the total number who died dur- 
ing the time stated were <J0 years of age. 
The total number of deaths for the month 
of January, 1889, was 28. 

—Mr. J. C. Whitney, who has just been 
appointed water registrar of the eity, was 
born in Newton in 1859, nnd educated in 
the Newton schools. He was first em- 
ployed by the city in the engineering ami 
construction department of the water 
works. He was appointed inspector of 
metres and services in 1878, und held that 
position until his recent appointment ns 
water registrar. 

—The wires for the police signal system 
are being put up rapidly, and men are at 
work in the various sections of tlm city. 
It will be necessary to pu up over 50 miles 
of wire in order to obtain the service re- 
quired in the several wards of the city. 
The signal boxes and office apparatus are 
in readiness, and the system will he opera- 
ted about March 1. The present contract 
calls for 20 signal boxes. 

—Two special policemen linve passed the 
civil service examination and are eligible 
for appointment as police officers. They 
are Richard Tulle und William 11. (’ondriu. 
The appropriation Hill for tills year pro- 
vides for five additional patrolmen and the 
two men named will probably he ap- 
pointed. No other appointments can be 
made until after t ie civil service examina- 
tion when additions will be made to the 
eligible list. 

—Mayor Burr’s recommendation con- 
cerning a change in the schedule of sala- 
ries of patrolmen of the police department 
is looked upon with great favor by mem- 
bers of the city council. Under tlm pres- 
ent schedule, the pay of patrolmen is fixed 
at $750 per annum for the first year, leav- 
ing in reality for remuneration $050, as 
the uniform and equipment necessitates an 
expenditure of $luo Tlm proposed change 
fixes the salary at $900 the first year, and 
$ 1,000 thereafter. 

—The entertainment in the Unitarian 
church course at West Newton, on Ultiii's- 
dav evening, January 10th, will he especial- 
ly attractive ami interesting, and the pro-

Curious Customs of tiif. Puritans.— Disputes about Aisles, Seats and Indians. 
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—The public installation of the officers 
of J. Wiley Kdmnnds camp 100.

Hall, Monday evening, promises to be a 
very interesting event. Lt. Col. Stevens of 
the state department will Install the 
officers and after the ceremony, addresses 
will he given by prominent citizens. 
Charles Ward Post 02, will attend the ex 
ercises and several camps have been invit- 
ed to he present nnd are expected from 
Brighton, Wnltb'in, Watertown, Holliston, 
Maiden and Boston. 

—Julius L. Clarke has purchased or come 
Into possession of a note through Mrs. 
.Silas Stone which was given toiler hus- 
band by the late Setli Davis a number of 
years ago. It is said that Mrs. Stone tried 
to sell the note to several parties before it 
came Into Mr. Clarke’s possession. That 
gentleman Ims now instituted a suit 
against the Davis estate for the balance 
claimed to he due on the said note. It is a 
peculiar case, especially ns no attempt was 
made to collect the note for some time 
prior to the death of Mr. Davis. 

—Mayor Dougins of Brockton Jins ap- 
pointed Daniel M. Hammond, city mnrshnl 
of that city. He was eity marshal of New- 
ton nearly 5 years, commencing his duties 
in the fall of 1885. City Marshal Ham- 
mond was horn In Portsmouth, N. H., 48 
years ago, and was educated in the Boston 
public schools. Attlmngeof 19 he enlisted 
in the 2d Massachusetts Battery and 
fought through the war. Returning to 
Boston he went on the police force and 
was promoted through the various grades 
to the office of lieutenant, when he left the 
force to assume his duties ns city marshal 
of this city. Many friends in Newton wish 
him a full success and extend congratula- 
tions upon his appointment to a responsible 
position for which lie has been fitted bv bis 
long experience. 

—The last meeting of the Auxiliary 
Society connected with the Unitarian 
church was one. of unusunl interest.

Here 
and there we 
find frag- 
mentary ac- 
counts of 
how the peo- 
pie went 
armed to 
church, formed processions as they wended 
their way through the woods, and like primi- 
tive customs, all brought about by fear of 
wolves and In lians, but the most interesting 
phases and incidents have been left out, for 
what reason it is hard to surmise, unless it 
be on account of the fact that ridicule and a 
lower estimate of the fervent worshipj>crs 
might lake the place of the high standard in 
which they arc held, if the true story was told. 

The Puritan meeting-house was from the 
start the centre of all life and activity, of all 
moral, political, military and social affairs. 
Austerity, alike of church and memliers, was 
evident everywhere. The palisades, the 
armed sentinels, the huge, shingled, un- 
painted exterior and the great square, wooden 
pews and enormous oak beams and braces 
upon which the gallery freemen piled up 
their hats during service, all signified aggres- 
sion and severity, more even than it demon- 
strated that civil government was vastly 
secondary to ecclesiastical Jaws, and it is not 
to be wondered at that there were many dis- 
senters among these very dissenters from the 
English yoke. 

In studying the archives of the church, 
one finds many curious customs set down, 
all of which were performed by the function- 
aries or the less distinguished freemen. We 
must not laugh outright at their perform- 
ances, though they were, viewing them from 
our standpoint, peculiar enough. The Puri- 
tans w’ere adventurous pioneers, and like all 
new settlers, they did the best they could 
with what material they possessed ; they cer- 
tainly did not rise above (he times, but kept 
abreast of the needs of the hour only. 

We will study the churchmen as we find 
them when the dag, trumpets, drum and 
mallets, which were beaten upon the plank, 
were used to call them teethe services. 


dignity to ye 2d seat in ye body of ye meet- 
ing bouse, the fore seat in ye side gallery, 
cipial in dignity to fourth scat in ye body of 
the house; second scat in ye front gallery 
and hind seat in same equal in dignity to 
fifth seat in body of the house,” and so on. 
'The age was fixed by calendar, estate by 
rate l>ook, hut dignity? — there’s the rub! It 
is safe to presume that the rate book as- 
sisted the * Beaters’’ in that perplexing 
mayer. 

Well, we will suppose the church-goers all 
seated. What next comes up to trouble the 
religious dictator and his deacons ? Back we 
to the records and find the town appoint- 
ing “ twoe who on the Lord’s day shall 
walk forth in time of God’s worship to take 
notice of such as either Ive about the meet- 
ing house, without attending to the word or 
ordinances, or that lye at home or in the 
fields. They shall be prosecuted.” "All 
boys must sit on the three pair of stairs in 
the meeting-house, including those of the 
pulpit. One constable is to keep out does, 
and women must keep their faces veiled.” 
For the more order in their church a man was 
appointed " that wholly tended to keep 
people from sleeping, with a short clubl>ed 
stick, having at one end a knob, and at 
the other a fox tail, with which he would 
stroke the women's faces that were drowsy 
and with the other would knock unruly dogs, 
and men that were asleep.” The offenders 
of the law of the church were punished as 
follows: “ Mary Oliver, for neglect of public 
worship, be publicly whipped and a cleft- 
stick put on her tongue for half one hour for 
slandering elders.” Another non-attendant 
and slanderer gets '* pillory, ear cropped, 
imprisonmeut for 12 months, branded F on 
right cheek and pays a fine of £$o. n 

Too much money could not be expended 
on finery; "it set a bad example for those 
who could not afford it,’’ and undoubtedly 
took money out of church box. Perhaps the 
moral was essential ; but how incongruous 
the law seems when we read the case of 
Nicholas N’oye’s wife, Hugh Marshe’s wife, 
and Wm. (.'handler’s wife, prosecuted for 
wearing silk hoods and scarfs, but are dis- 
charged, proving their husbands to lie worth 
,£200 each. Then follows the case of “ John 
llutchin’s wife” for the same offence, dis- 
charged upon testimony of her being 
brought up above the ordinary rank. 
Church caste was very conspicuous during 
this epoch, according to the above reports. 

The colonial church-goer came naturally 
by his proclivities. His father and grandfather 
were even greater persecutors, as Macaulay 
intimates. They interdicted, under heavy 


The first important duty when a meeting- 
house was to be erected, was to appoint a com- 
mittee, wh' sc duty it should be to provide 
wine, rum and cider and “ baiting bits ” for the 
participators in the grand ceremony, an event 
which not only called out the denizens of the 
immediate parish, but those who lived within 
a radius of twenty miles. The occasion was 
usually celebrated much as is the custom now- 
a-days when a corner stone is laid, the exct*|>- 
tion being that the rum is not drunk on the 
premises. After the church was bo.irded in 
then came a meeting to decide over the ques- 
tion of aisles, that is" shall there be one grand 
aisle from the entrance to the pulpit, or two 
aisles which separate the body.” Sometimes 
the members were so divided upon this matter 
that another church was started and the 
goodly worshipers made content. Another 
trouble arose when the divine clergyman 
objected to negroes and indians standing in 
the aisles during services, but this was set- 


penalties, the use of the book of common 
j prayer; npt only in churches, but even in 
1 private houses. It was a crime in a child to 
: read, by the bedside of a sick parent, one of 
those beautiful collects which had soothed 
, the grief of forty generations of Christians. 
Severe punishments were denounced against 
such as should presume to blame the colon- 
J istic mode of worship. Churches and sepul- 
I chres, fine works of art and curious remains 
of antiquity, were brutally defaced. Sharp 
laws were passed against betting. The 
adulterer was punished with death. All of the 
may-poles were hewn down. I’lay houses for- 
bidden and actors whipped at the cart’s tail. 

Aside front the mental disorder of the 
churchmen, they suffered many physical ills 
\ in order to keep up the religious fervor. 

; Think of going to church in cold winter 
days on foot through great snow drifts, and 


tied by building a "pen ” in one corner and 
in ibis the lowly, who wished spiritual food, 
could find solace. Some of the-e subjects 
later on, discovered that they were sinners 
indeed, and so expressed themselves, desir- 
ing to be saved and taken into the Lamb's 
fold. Here was still another difficulty to he 
gotten over. But the wits of the minister 
and elect found a way out of it and the 
slave finally allowed “ half convcnant ” which 
means that he could he a member of the 
church but could not partake of communion. 
Think of it, yc modern worshipper ; think of 
such a condition prevailing among men who 
sought in the wilderness “ freedom to wor- 
ship God.” 

Perhaps the most east like characteristice 
which our fathers displayed occurred at ths 
"seating of ve meeting-house ’’ and the laws 
relating to it were as follows. Four men 
were elected as “ sealers ” to determine 
where each person should Ik seated, which 
rules api lied to “ age, state and dignity." 
“The town agreed and voted, that the fore 
scat in the front gallery shall be equal iu 


with frozen limbs, sitting for an hour or two 
in the chilly atmosphere of an unwarmed 
sanctuary. Had it not been for the advent 
of the taveyi later on, where the noon hour 
was spent over lunch and hot cider, the 
ardor of the worshippers would have waned 
to a great degree. The introduction of the 
foot warmer, which was supplied with hot 
coals by the sexton, materially comforted 
the frozen nurtvrs, but this innovation, like 
the stove, was fought against as detracting 
from the enthusiasm of the preacher, and 
the glory of the “pitch pipe ’’ leader. So 
1 great was the objection to stoves, that one 
speaker [possiblv facetiously] remarked, 
•• we do not need a stove in this house to 
warm it, the preaching is hot enough for that 
purpose.” How different the customs of 
our fathers from those of to-day. Perhaps 
. the church-goer of a century to come mav 
say the same thing of us. Time changes all 
I things. V . T. K.

In the hoard ot Aldermen, on motion 
of Alderman Pettee tne sitme seats oc- 
cupied by representatives from the 
different wards were assigned for the 
ensuing year. 

Alderman Petteo was then elected 
President of the hoard, an office which 
he has held for three years, and in ac- 
cepting he said that he had about made 
up his mind that he would refuse another 
term, hut as the mayor was so faithful 
to his duties, the position was not an 
onerous one, and he thanked the board 
for the expression of their good will. 

The rules and orders for the hoard of 
aldermen for 1880 were adopted for the 
ensuing year. 

On motion of Alderman Pottee a com- 
mittee of two aldermen and three 
councilman wero authorized to prepare 
joint rules and orders for the city 
council. 

On motion of Alderman Coffin the 
joint rules and orders of 1880 were 
adopted until otherwise ordered. 

On motion of Alderman Hamblen the 
rules of the mayor and aldermen for 1880 
wero ail opted. 

On motion of Alderman Petteo the 
first and third Mondays in each month 
at 7.15 p. m. wero appointed for the 
meetings of the board. 

On motion of Alderman Hamblen the 
mayor was authorized to appoint a 
committee on the Read fund. 

On motion of Alderman Coffin a com- 
mittee of three aldermen and others from 
the common council was established to 
report nomination for overseers of the 
poor from each ward. 

On motion of Alderman Ilarbach, the 
rules and regulations of the hoard of 
mayor and aldermen for 1S89 was 
adopted for the government of the police 
force. 

On motion of Alderman Coffin $250 
was appropriated for the Newton Centre 
reading room, to bo paid when the 
citizens shall raise a similar amount. 

Ou motion of Alderman Bond $500 was 
appropriated for the West Newton Athe- 
neum on the same condition. 

On motion of Alderman Hamblen a 
special committee of the mayor and two 
aldermen was appointed to look after the 
notes and securities of the Kenrick fund. 

On motion of Alderman Uarbach a 
joint special committee of two Aider- 
men and three Councilmen was authoriz- 
ed to consider and report what action 
should he taken on the recommendations 
in the Mayor’s address. 

On motion of Alderman Coffin, the 
mayor was authorized to have the flags 
displayed and the bells rung one half 
hour at sunrise, noon and sunset on 
Washington's birthday. 

On motiou of Alderman Harbach, the 
mayor was authorized to appoint a joint 
special committee of two aldermen and 
three councilmen on sewerage. 

On motion of Alderman Bond, the 
nomination of one assessor for three 
years, and one assistant assessor from 
each ward was referred to a committee 
of three aldermen and members of the 
common council. 

A message from the common council 
announced that they had organized with 
the choice of Councilman Hyde as presi- 
dent and .1. C. Brim'decom as clerk. A 
message was sent down informing the 
lower board that Alderman Pettee had 
been chosen president. 

On motion of Alderman Ilarbach, the 
mayor was requested to furnish his ad- 
dress for printing, and the committee ou 
printing were authorized to provide 
copies for the use of the city council. 

On motion of Alderman Hamblen, $515 
was appropriated to meet the interest on 
$25,750 of school note, to be charged to 
interest ou city loans permanent. 

On motion of Alderman Harbach the 
city treasurer was authorized to honor 
the drafts of the superintendent of the , 
water department, to an amount not to ! 
exceed $3,000, in payment of discharged j 
laborers. A similar order in regard to 
superintendent of streets to an amouut 
not to exceed $8,000 was passed. 

On motion of Alderman Bond all hills 
charged to miscellaneous account and 
not incurred by any committee were re- 
ferred to the committee ou finance. 

The office hours at City Mali were es- 
tablished as follows: 8.15 a. m. to 12 m., 
and 2 to 5 p. m. 

The mayor and the city solicitor were ! 
authorized to settle any claims against 
the city, for which $200 was appropri- i 
ated. 

$5,150 was appropriated to pay a school 
house note, due Jan. 25. 

The city treasurer was authorized to 
borrow for the use of the city such sums 
as might be needed, not to exceed 
$500,000. 

All papors relating to unfinished busi- 
ness were referred to the appropriate 
committees. 

PETITIONS. 

A petition was received from citizens 
in Ward 2 asking that Elbridge Bradshaw 
be appointed overseer of the poor from 
that ward. 

John .Stoddard petitioned to be li- ' 
censed us an undertaker. 

Residents of Upper Falls asked for a 
street lamp on Elliot street. 

The board then joined the common 
council in convention to elect a city au- 
ditor, city clerk, and city treasurer. 

IN CONVENTION 

the election of city officers was pro- 
ceeded with. Mayor Burr appointed 
Alderman Petteo and Councilman Rich- 
ardson a committee to collect, sort and 
count ballots for a city auditor. The i 
whole number east was 17; Benjamin F. 
Otis bad 17 and was re-elected. City 
Clerk 1. F. Kiugsbuiy and City Treas- 
urer JoliU A. Kennck were both re- 
elected, receiving all the ballots cast. 
Tlie city clerk and auditor were sworn 
into office by the mayor who congratu- 
lated i hem upon their re-election. The 
city treasurer was ill at home and there- 
fore unable to he present. After the 
election of city officers the convention 
dissolved.

The Anal meeting >f the Common Coun- 
cil of 188b was held Monday afternoon, 
previous to the inaugural exercises. Af- 
ter the records had boon read and ap- 
proved, President Bond expressed his 
appreciation of the sentiment prompting 
the passage of tho resolution on Ins e- 
tirement from tho office of president. 
During the past year, he continued, onr 
sessions have been successful and the 
work lias been faithfully performed. 
The credit is due to the members of the 
board who have been regular in atten- 
dance and faithful in the discharge of all 
the duties involved. I thank you for tho 
courtesy and kindness you have shown 
to me as president of this body. 

The ordinances providing for a board 
of public works, relating to highways 
and creating a water department were 
referred to the next city council in con- 
currence with the action of the board of 
alderman. 'Hie opinion of the city so- 
licitor was read sustaining the ruling of 
Councilmau Wiswall, president protein, at 
the previous meeting of common council. 
Orders providing for the laying out and 
acceptance of Kimball terrace and Berk- 
ley streets were taken from tho table and 
passed. 

THE NEW COMMON COUNCIL. 

The common council of 1800 met for 
organization in its chamber immediately 
after the inaugural exercises. Council- 
man Luke, senior member, occupied the 
chair and Councilman Hall acted ns 
secretary. The election of a president 
was proceeded with and resulted in the 
choice of Councilman Elliot J. Hyde 
who received all the ballots cast— 18. 
John C. Brimblecom was re-elected 
clerk, receiving 14 votes. Councilman 
Crehore was appointed a committee of 
one to escort President Hyde to the 
chair. Upon assuming the chair Presi- 
dent Hyde expressed hit appreciation of 
of his election and said that lie would 
endeavor to perform his duty in tho 
position. He hoped that the delibera- 
tions of the present common council 
would be carried on in the same friendly 
spirit as those of the common council of 
18S9 

At the conclusion of President Hyde's 
remarks, Clerk Brimblecom was escorted 
to his chair by Councilman Hall and the 
oath was administered by President 
Hyde. 

Councilman Richardson moved that 
the old members retain their present 
seats. Councilman Porter opposed tlie 
motion on the ground that it would be 
fairer to draw for seats as provided in 
the rules and orders governing the action 
of the council. Councilman Hall hoped 
that Councilman Richardson’s motion 
would prevail. It bad been a custom 
for the members to retain their old 
seats. The question was submitted, 
first on the amendment offered by Coun- 
cilman Porter which was lost. The 
motion offered by Councilman Richard- 
son was then carried. 

On motion of Councilman Hall the 
rules and orders of 1889 were adopted 
for 181)0. 

On motion of Councilman Collins it 
was voted that meetings until otherwise 
ordered be held on tlie second and fourth 
Mondays of tlie month at 7.15 p. m- 


Constance Feniinorc Woolsou. 

In the charming hill-couutrv of western 
New Hampshire, and almost shut in by 
surrouudiug elevations, writes Arthur 
Stedman, son of the poet, in the October 
Book Buyer, nestles a picturesque sheet 
of water known as Suuapee lake. Here 
William Young, tlie dramatist and poet, 
has for some years made his summer 
home, and here Col. John Hay and 
Claience King, perhaps with the inten- 
tion of doing likewise, have purchased 
tracts of land. Due west from It is lake 
flows the little Sugar river, running a 
rapid course of some 15 miles to tiie Con- 
necticut valley, and turning on its way 
the mill-wheels of Claremont, the birth- 
place of Constauce Fenimore Woolsou. 
Miss Woolsou's father, Charles Jarvis 
Woolsou, also a native of Claremont, 
and a successful merchant of that place, 
had married a niece of Fenimore Cooper, 
Miss Hannah Cooper Pomeroy, of 
Cooperstown, N. Y. Mrs. Woolsou was 
a woman of refinement ami strong 
literary tastes, and her husband was not 
her inferior in mental qualities, being i 
noted as a fine conversationist. 

While yet a child Miss Woolsou was 
taken by her parents to Cleveland, (). : 
her father’s business interests having 
become centered there. She was 
educated at a Cleveland young ladies’ ! 
seminary and at the famous French 
school of Mine Chegary in Now York. 
Her summers were chiefly spent, while a 
girl, ou the island of Mackinac, in the 
straits connecting Lakes Huron and 
Michigau. Shu often, however, accom- 
panied her father on his business trips ' 
to the shores of Lake Superior, through 
the farming districts of tlie Western 
Reserve, and up and down tlie Ohio 1 
valley, until she became familiar with a , 
great part of the country that includes , 
the great lakes and the central states. 
At Cleveland the Woolsou’s took a 
prominent position in the most cultured 
society of t lie city. 

The vivacious school miss of Chcgaray 
days, the brilliant society gill of Clove- | 
land, was already looked on as having j 
developed unusual talents when her i 
father's death in 1899, and the conse- . 
queut breaking up ot the family, cast a ' 
slndow ou In r life and urged her to 
serious pursuits. She had been brought 
up strictly in the Episcopal faith ami at 
this lime had published a number of 
articles iu periodicals of that denomina- 
tion. It is said that some of her church 
friends experienced u feeling of dis- I 
pleasure wheu Miss Woolsou began j 


contributing to tho secular press with a ! 
story in Harper’s for July, 1870, entitlod 
“The Happy Valley.’’ This, indeed, is 
a matter of no great moment. Her liter- 
ary Held soon extended, and stories, 
sketches, and poems appeared in nro- 
fusion in Harper’s and other leading 
magazines. Selected stories relating to 
the region of the gieat lakes wero pub- 
lished as Miss Woolsou’s lirsi hook, in 
1875, with the title “Castle Nowhere: 
Lake-Country Sketches.” In tho fall of 

1878, her mother's failing health neccen- 
s i fated a trip to Florida. There at St. 
Augustine and on an island in the St. 
John’s river, Mrs. and Miss Wooolson 
remained for five winters, their summers 
being spent in the mountains of North 
Carolina and Virginia, in South Carolina 
and Georgia, and later with their re- 
latives at Cooperstown. The literary 
results of this long stay in tho South arc 
readily to be discerned. 

Tho death of her mother in February. 

1879, caused a complete change In Miss 
Woolsou’s plans, and tho samo year she 
sailed for England. Since then rIio has 
been in America hut once ami for a very 
short time. Her winters have been 
passed chb'fly at Florence, though sho 
has resided for long periods at Romo and 
Sorrento. In summer she has lived at 
Venice and at various resorts iu Switzer- 
land and Gcimany. She has been heard 
of as occupying a portion of some old 
Venetian palace, with all the “pro- 
perties’’ of balconies, gondolas, cam- 
paniles, red ami orange lateen sails, con- 
stantly In sight. Again, rumor tells of 
tho top floor of some “Hilda’s tower,’’ 
with a vine-covered roof-loggia looking 
out over the Cam pugiia and to Soracte, — 
but rumor says naught of tho iutoriors 
of the samo abodes. Since the begin- 
ning of 1887, Miss Woolsou has lived at 
tho Villa Bricehieri, just outside tho 
Roman gate of Florence, the same locality 
that is mentioned in Mrs. Browning’s 
“Aurora Leigh” — 

I found a house at Florence on the hill of 
Bcllosgunrdo. 

There and at Venice she will probably 
remain until her return to America, 
when it is her well-known intention to 
make a winter homo in Florida and a 
summer home at Lake Otsego. 

Miss Woolsou is not a rapid composer. 
Her novel, “Anne,” was nearly three 
years in the writing, a worthy example 
to novelists of the day. Her first book, 
and the second collection of stories, 
“Rodman the Keeper: Southern 

Sketches,” published in 1880 had attract- 
ed attention to the now author, but the 
appearance of “Anno” in book form, in 
1882, placed her at once in tho front 
rank of American prose writers. This 
volume has been followed by “For the 
Major,” 1888, the “East Angels,” 1880. 
and “Jupiter Lights,” 1889, tho last of 
which, the Loudon Spectator thinks, 
bids fair to rival “Anne,” which it calls 
“one of the best novels America has pro- 
duced for the last quarter of a century.” 
Our novelist is intensely American. All 
of these books deal with the life and 
adventures of Americans in their own 
country, though of widely diffoiing types 
and in separated districts. Meanwhile, 
since 1880, she lias published in the 
magazines some seven or eight stories, 
the characters of which are Americans 
in Europe. 

There is not space here to describe 
Miss Woolsou’s literary methods. Suffico 
it to say that she professes herself to he 
a realist, and thinks Tourguoneff the 
greatest novelist of the period. It is not 
likely, however, that she understands 
tho meaning of “realism” in this country, 
for she lias said she does not believe 
that only had or commonplaco character 
exists. She finds the field too wide, 
with*tbe enormous production of French, 
Russian, Spanish, Italian, and now Nor- 
wegian writers, to he much of a partisan 
about anything, and thinks thero is 
something good in all. An observer of 
her work will notice that she does not 
hesitate to make use of romantic 
“machinery” when it is needed.

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A WONDERFUL SILVER MINE. 


Ami Only nti Olil nml Reticent Indian 
Woman Known Where It In. 

The excitement over the discovery of 
the supposed “Maria Roman mine” is 
•till increasing. The mine is located 
about thirty miles from here, near the 
bend of the Carmel river. Those who 
have come from there say that a large 
number of claims have been taken up. 
Many people are arriving daily. 

There seems to he a conflict of opinion 
among the old residents here in Mon- 
terey, many refusing to believe that the 
old mine had been discovered. Accord- 
ing to the story of the old Indians, old 
’‘Aunt Maria," as she is called, would 
leave the mission in the morning and 
would often return the same day, bring- 
ing with her a large quantity of silver 
ore. The mine which has been discov- 
ered is about thirty miles from the mis- 
sion, in a rough country, and it would 
bo impossible for any one to make the 
trip on foot in less than three days. 

Old “Aunt Maria" is still living in Car- 
mel, and is now over 85 years of age. 
When seen by a Chronicle correspon- 
dent and informed of the discovery 
of the mine she became greatly ex- 
cited, and it was several minutes lie- 
fore she could be induced to speak, as 
she Roemed to bo in a state of fear. On 
being informed as to the locution of the 
mine she seemed to be greatly relieved, 
and remarked in Spanish: “They are 
fooled." A great many questions were 
put to her in regard to the mine, but she 
seemed to bo in great fear when the 
word “mine” would bo mentioned, and 
nothiug could bo learned from her. 
With a smile she will tell of the good old 
mission padres and the vast amount of 
lands which they lmd. Although she is 
over 85 years of ago, she often visits the 
old Carmel mission, walking the distance 
of eight miles. 

From Francisco Rico, an old citizon of 
Monterey, the following information is 
gleaned: In 1853 old “Aunt Maria” 
'brought a large amount of silver ore to 
the 6tore of David Spence and exchanged 
it for calico and provisions. Mr. Spence 
was astonished at the rich ore, and tried 
in every manner to induce the old wo- 
man to tell him where she found the 
rock, but could get no information. 
That same year Mr. Spence sent a large 
amount of the ore, which he had pur- 
chased at different times, to Peru by 
Capt. Cooper to have it assayed, and it 
was reported that it yielded $3,000 a ton. 

Mr. Rico, when he heard the report of 
the assay, went to Mrs. P. Amestie, one 
of the leading ladies of this place, and 
who was a great friend of the Indians, 
and tried to get her to find out from old 
Maria the location of the mine. She took 
tier to an old house where she had a fur- 
nace, and also a large quantity of ore, 
and showed her how 6ho got the silver 
■out. She seemed to bo willing to give 
her all that she had and bring her more 
silver, but would not divulge the secret 
which the old mission padres had ad- 
vised her to keep. It appears that when- 
ever the Indians discovered or heard of 
anything their first thought was to lay it 
before the mission padres, and they would 
act under their advice. 

According to the statement of old Ma- 
ria Roman, when she discovered this 
mine she at once went to the padres, who 
advised her never to reveal it, not even to 
her children. They informed her that on 
account of its great richness, if it were 
known throughout the world, large num- 
bers of white men would flood the coun- 
try, kill all the padres, destroy tho mis- 
sions and kill und drive the Indians from 
their lands. She accordingly took an 
oath that she would never reveal the loca- 
tion, and seems to this day to live in fear of 
her life lest the mine may bo found, and 
the prediction of the padres como true. 

She has time and again been offered 
large amounts of money to reveal the 
whereabouts of tho mine, and always 
gives the same answer: “I promised the 
padres never to tell, and I don’t want to 
be killed.” She will go on and describe the 
great excitement which would follow, 
and how the Indians would havo to run 
away to save their lives. 

In 180-1 Rico, who had never given up 
hope of discovering tho mine, finally in- 
duced a son of old Maria, who had often 
gone with her to tho mine, and who is 
tho only one besides her who knows its 
location, to tell him where it was. 

Mr. Rico took tho boy to one of the 
stores in Monterey and gave him $50 
worth of provisions. lie appeared to bo 
delighted with the gift, and promised to 
accompany Rico to the mountains. Mr. 
Rico made tho necessary preparations, 
and in company with several citizens 
and the Indian boy started for tho mine. 
A few miles from the mission the Indian 
began to act in a queer manner, andcom- 
pluined of being sick. 

Camp was pitched and a new start to 
the mine was to be made next morning. 
All hands retired early, and in tho morn- 
ing, to the great surprise of all, tho In- 
dian was missing and tho search had to 
be ulmndoned. Tho Indian was seen 
afterward, and it was tho same excuse, 
that ho was ufruid to tell on uccount of 
what the padres told him. 

That the mine exists there is no doubt, 
but it is safe to state that old Maria lio 
mun will take the secret to her grave. 
This agitation will put now life in the 
matter, and no doubt strong efforts will 
be made to get old Aunt Maria to divulge 
the secret. Some years ago a Mr. Mar- 
tin, living at Carmel, found u large piece 
of the rock at the old mission, where the 
blucksmith shop stood, weighing about 
seven pounds. Tho rock is very rich, 
uud is still in his possession. Mr. Mar- 
tin has spent a great deal of time pros- 
pecting, in hopes of finding the mine, 
but without success. lie has great hopes, 
und feels satisfied that it is located near 
the mission, und will someduy be found. 
—Monterey (Cal.) Cor. Ban Francisco

plenty of ventilation and evidently ex- 
pecting an open winter.

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Fall and Winter shapes In ladles* head- 

wear arc very wide or very narrow in the 
brim, and exceedingly low in the crown ; the 
wide felt hats are bent in a hundred varied 
shapes, and the crowns trimmed with loops 
of rihhon or velvet and ostrich feather tips; 
tips, taken all in ail, arc the most graceful and 
becoming trimming. Rows of small tips arc 
arranged rather flat, about the brim, and 
brought up from the back, making a very ef- 
fective frame for a pretty face. 

Velvet hats cither broad brims, smoothly 
faced, or pleated and twisted in a hundred 
shapes, and trimmed with ostrich feather tips, 
arc sure to have the call for dress up hats. 

There is a perfect eruption of turbans, and 
round and oblong toques, made of folds of 
fine millinery velvet, trimmed with, stiff wings 
and birds and ribbon loops, modest colors, 
are the things for street wear; they are also 
made up in striking contrast for evening and 
carriage wear. 

New dressy hats and bonnets from such 
places as Felix, Vcrot, Linn, Faulkner, and 
Josie, arc shown with muffs to match. Velvet, 
birds, butterflies, etc., with wings set with im- 
itation jewels, in their many colors, arc used 
as finishing touches for hats and muffs ; expen- 
sive bird of paradise feathers and aigrettes, 
colored to match the new shades of velvets, 
arc used to brighten such hats and muffs. 



The new silk brocades are magnificent in 
texture and colors ; the huge patterns arc only 
fit to make up in combinations with plain ma- 
terials, for the panels, collars, cuffs, revered 
etc. One of the prettiest tea gowns of the sea- 
son shown me, is a plain green moire and crep 
de chcine of a paler tint and magnificently 
trimmed with black lace ; now is the time to 
bring forth your laces, and all the family heir- 
looms in the shape of broad collars, cuffs, re- 
veres and plastrons, embroidered with metals, 
pearls and beads, the edges cut into fringes, 
wheels, diamonds and all sorts of figures, and 
are admirably adapted for the new costumes, 
which seem very flat without some of these 
handsome trimmings. 

The styles in dresses and gowns for the 
coming winter are both varied and elegant . 
the Empire and Directoire modes have been 
shorn of their ugly and unbecoming features, 
or have been so modified with a result that 
these styles are prettier than ever; there is a 
strong revival of early English fashions, for 
indoor wear; the Directoire gowns are made 
up in rich fabrics, for driving and formal vis- 
its, while the modified early English styles in 
flexible goods will lie used for housewear, 
out-door garments in new designs arc pre- 
sented in numerous varieties ; among them, 
for immediate wear, is a loose front jacket 
with a fitting vest that makes a charming 
walking or riding garment, made of red ta- 
mise cloth with velvet collars and cuffs or of 
plain collars and cuffs of a contrasting color 
embroidered with metals and silks is only 
one of a hundred styles. 

The new tan color of a reddish tone, called 
Almond Eiffel red, clove color and Linden 
green, are the favorites for the time being. 

Wraps are made up separately of rich ma- 
terials, such as plush, velvet, cloth m at talas- 
see and furs, and are bordered with bands of 
long fur or feather trimming. Feather bands 
seem to be the rage for decorating wraps and 
costumes. 

The Redingote will be the favorite style 
this winter, fashioned in a hundred different 
ways for street, evening, dinner and church 
costumes; for evening wear it is used witii a 
contrasted skirt, and self-colored or plain ma- 
terial for street wear ; indeed well dressed 
people do not wear showy costumes on the 
street. There seems to be a craze coming from 
the accordion pleated skirt; this time it is a 
box-pleated skirt, made by machinery in 
much the same way as the accordion ideat- 
ing ; it is shown in alternate pleates of diff- 
erent colors and is very handsome. 

The close fitting redingote with sleeves of 
velvet or silk, that are gathered to the shoul- 
der and reach to the bottom of the garment 
are very graceful and elegant; the long open 
sleeves are lined with bright colors ami the 
garment is closed without showing buttons 
or ornaments from the neck to the bottom ;

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the popular fur cape nr boa is worn with such 
a garment when the weather is cold. The 
coal polonaise which is simply an improved 
directoire with a large pocket and high col- 
lar turned down at the top and open skirt 
scams, is much in favor as it shows the ele- 
gant linings that arc worn. The skirt worn 
beneath will be usually velvet or silk or 
cloth of contrasting color, oftentimes this 
polonaise has cuffs, collars, and pockets of 
fur. 

Coachman’s capes of solid colored cloth or 
one or two colors combined, with a deep 
stand-up or turned over collar, tied at the 
neck with a huge ribbon bow, arc to be seen 
in every thoroughfare. Plain skirts and fiat 
waist are sure to be the thing, and are not al- 
together plain but arc shirred and draped in 
a hundred new ways. When cloths arc used 
the ornamentations are mostly of a flat nature. 
The style of trimming half of the waist in a 
different manner is much in use ; a half wheel 
of pointed passementerie around the arm-hole 
and a half revere with cuffs to match and a 
deep yoke trimmed in the same manner as in 
figure number I, makes a very stylish cos- 
tume ; varied with velvet sleeves, it is des- 
tined the most popular ^tyle of the season. 

Another serviceable gown like drawing 
number two is made of plain green ladies* 
cloth, trimmed with a band of velvet and 
deep collar of the same; the flat passemen- 
terie is arranged to form a zouave jacket on 
the front and a plastron on the waist makes 
it a very effective style for slight figures. 

Braiding in elaborate figures for high grade 
Directoire gowns will be worn by those who 
can afford such extravagance ; dull colored 
cloths, cashmeres, etc., come with broad 
woven bands, such as in figure number four. 
This represents a costume made of Almond 
brown and woven figures of black, cuffs and 
collar faced with black velvet ; the whole is 
set off with a jaunty little toque of black vel- 
vet with brown wings. 

A pretty costume is made of heavy corded 
black silk ; the skirt is the usual four gored 
shape, a drapery having three pleats turning 
to each side of the centre ; it is arranged over 
the front gore, each side is covered by a panel 
bordered with jet passementerie; a full drap. 
ery hanging in a tripple box pleat of each side 
of the centre makes the back breadth; the 
basque is fitted to the back, under arm side 
gore, with a loose front, forming a k : nd of 
jacket, which is bordered around the neck and 
down the front edge with passementerie, a full 
vest shirred at the top to form a quill around 
the neck and the fullness of the bottom if fas- 
tened with a girdle trimmed with passemen- 
terie ; three jet ornaments with a deep jet 
trimming are fastened over the hips to simu- 
late pockets, the sleeves are leg-o’-mutton 
style and the wrists are ornamented with pas. 
sementerie applied on the upper side. 

Another costume is made of brown velvet 
and serge of contrasting shades, the usual four 
gored underskirt is used, being held back by 
a long and slender bustle ; over this skirt is 
placed the drapery, in a graceful effect, which 
is arranged by laying pleats at the upper edge 
of each side of the front ; the lower part of 



the drapery is a 15-inch velvet band, above 
which, uniting it to the serge and the velvet is 
a handsome silk passsmenterie ; the velvet is 
cut to fit the embroidery and partly appliqued 
on, making it appear as if woven on the vel- 
vet; the back drapery hangs in deep pleats 
at the bottom of the skirt ; the basque has the 
customary darts and seams in the lining only ; 
a full vest of the serge, which is gathered 
around the neck and several small pleats laid 
at the waist, which are concealed by a girdle 
shaped velvet band, covered with passemen- 
terie to match the skirt ; over the vest is a 
Spanish jacket of velvet, with a high collar, 
the edges of which are trimmed with passe- 
menterie; stylish leg-o’-mutlon sleeves are 
trimmed at the waist by velvet and passe- 
menterie ; after this a wide velvet sash, and 
makes as charming a street costume as you 
can possibly desire.

Ninth District Democrats. 

The following in regard to the ninth 
district appeared in the Boston Post: 

The Democrats of tlie ninth congres- 
sional district think they have a good 
chance to elect their candidate this fall. 
Precedent is pretty much in their favor, 
anyway, and as a matter of fact tlie dis- 
trict can hardly lie classed as Republi- 
can. Since the district was gerryman- 
dered and the lines changed in 1882. tlie 
Democrats have succeeded in two elec- 
tions and the Republicans in two. In 
18S2 Ly man defeated Candler by a 
round majority. In 1884 there was a big 
split in the Democratic lorces, and Ely 
was e.ected over Fates, Lyman and 
Lemon, though lie failed to get a major- 
ity of tlie votes cast, and but for tlie 
Democratic row would probably have 
been defeated. In 188(i Burnett was 
elected over Ely by a close vote, and in 
1888 Candler defeated Burnett. The 
Democrats think the off year a good one 
for their candidate, and demonstrate it 
by pointing to 1882 and 188(1, the only off 
years since tlie district lines were 
changed. / 

There is already considerable gossip 
over the congressional campaign, and 
several prominent Democrats are men- 
tioned for the nomination, though it is 
not known that they are yet iu tlie fight. 
Among these are Moses Williams of 
Brookline, Robert Bleakieof Ilyde Park, 
George Fred Williams of Dedham and 
.John W. Corcoran of Clinton. It cannot 
be said to be definitely settled that Con- 
gressman Candler will receive a renom- 
ination. Ho lias been elected twice and 
defeated once iu tlie district, aud besides 
that, representing the machine wing of 
tlie Republican party, is not at all popu- 
lar with tlie independent element. Iu 
fact, it is considered to have been tlie 
independent wing which rendered the 
election of Mr. Lyman possible in 1882. 
A number of Republicans iu the district 
do not think Mr. Candler should lie 
given a fourth nomination, though ad- 
mitting that his last term is separated 
by quite a space of time from his first, 
and piaciicully forming a new deal. The 
truth of tlie matter is that the Republi- 
cans are looking around over tlie district 
to find their strongest man, and they do 
not seem to see him iu Mr. Candler. 
They recognize the need of a man with 
ability ami money both; the former if 
possible, the latter at all events.

NEWTON MEN OENEItALLY FAVOR BIEN- 
NIAL ELECTIONS AND SESSIONS. 


A Graphic representative lias inter- 
viewed a large number of Newton men 
in regard to the question of biennial 
elections and biennial sessions of the 
legislature, with the following results: 

Mr. J. R. Leeson said that he was in 
favor of biennial sessions and biennial 
elections. On general principles, I think 
less frequent sessions desirable and 
advisable. Experience in the states 
where the plan has been carried into 
effect proves the wisdom of the cnange. 
In my opinion it is an economy of time 
and an economy of expenditure with a 
net result iu favor of belter legislation. 

lion. John 8. Fallow was in favor of 
beinnial sessions. He thought just as 
much could bu accomplished in the way 
of legislation and that it would result in 
the selection of better men. 

Mr. II. E Cobb of the Boston banking 
firm of Brewster, Cobb A: Easterbrook, 
said that lie thought, that we were over 
legislated aod he favored biennial ses- 
sions. Ambitious politicians as members 
of the Legislature think that it is their 
duty to post laws on the statue books, 
sometimes unnecessary and often re- 
pealed. 

Ex-Representative E. \V. Wood favored 
biennial sessions and biennial elections. 
He put himself on record while a mem- 
ber of the house of Representatives, 
voting for both biennial sessions and 
biennial elections. 

Ex-Alderman Nickerson said that he 
favored biennial sessions and elections as 
a plan which would give greater stability 
to the government. He said that lie 
though tlie terms of office should be 
arranged so as to provide for the reten- 
tion of a part of the old members, for the 
experience gained in previous legislative 
deliberations was of great value. 

Judge Robert R. Bishop, when asked 
his opinion, said: “I think that Gov. 
Brackett hit the nail on the bead in his 
inaugural message iu which he declares 
for annual sessions of the Legislature 
and biennial elections.” 

Mr. Joseph N. Bacon, president of the 
Nowtoii National bank, said that in his 
opinion the people would obtain better 
laws witli biennial sessions of the Legis- 
lature. Under the present system, he 
added, laws are passed without due con- 
sideration and that, I think, would be 
obviated with the change suggested. 1 
can see advantages, of course, in an au- 
uual session as iu cases of riot or dis- 
order or in order to quickly repeal an 
objectionable law. Iu extreme cases, 
however, a special session might be 
hold. I am inclined to think that we 
legislate too much and that wo should 
lie better off as a commonwealth with 
less and better laws. Too many laws 
get ou tlie statute books that operate 
personally without oousideratiou of tho 
general good of tlie community. 

Mr. J. Edward Hollis was interviewed 
and said that lie had not given to the 
subject tlie careful consideration neces- 
sary to form an opinion of tlie best 
methods. Tlie biennial session, lie 
thought, possessed meritorious features. 

Mr. C. Bowditcli Coffin, chairman of 
tlie Republican ward and city committee, 
stiid that lie was iu favor of annual ses- 
sions and biennial elcctious. 

Mayor Burr said that lie favored bien- 
nial (dections, particularly for tlie office 
of governor. Under our present system 
tlie governor is hardly warm in his seat 
before lie is expected to take part in a 
second campaign. As bis part is a lead- 

g one ami as no mail can devote him- 

li to campaigning, and have time or 
strength for anything else, tlie State 
loses the best of his services for a period 
of one or two mouths, just as they have 
begun to be of value to her. Moreover, 
the second cauinaigu begins before tlie 
people have had time enough to judge 
whether they want to get lid of their 
governor or keep him. if, as Shakespeare 
says, “Tin not a year or two shows us a 
man,” certainly tlie interval between the 
first of January and the first of Septein 
her, when the contest really begins, can- 
not suffice for t hut purpose. 

1 am strongly opposed to biennial ses- 
sions. Massachusetts is a great State, 
with a great ami varied civilization, em- 
bracing many aud various interests. 
These interests— commercial, industrial, 
maritime and agricultural, need much 
legislation and may uoed it ut any time. 
They cuuuot afford to get along fur near- 
ly two years without a legislature. The 
argument that t he legislature is not to 
lie l rusted, ami Hull w e should therefore 
protect ourselves against it by allowing 
it to meet as seldom as possible, does 
not seem to me convincing. 1 do not 
believe that our legislatures are bad or ; 
even (bat they are not as good as they i 
used to bo. 1 think that tho people of I 
this State are iu the main sound aud j

PRESIDENT HASKELL’S ADDRESS. 

At the closo of the dinner the president 
opened the speech-making by saying, among 
other things : Protection is at the best only 
partial. It is limited to our own bounda- 
ries. It cannot follow our enterprises a 
step beyond them. One of the industries 
in which we were formerly very prosperous 
and for the prosecution of which our 
country and people have great advantages, 
is the carrying trade. That immense busi- 
ness has nimost passed out of our hnnds, 
and that is one of the results of protection. 
Americans can maintain no foreign steam- 
ship lines, because they cannot compete in 
building and sailing ships with rivals who 
are not handicapped by protective laws. 
At the beginning of the late war we were 
carrying no per cent of our own exported 
products in American bottoms. Last year 
we carried only 13 per cent The freights 
on our surplus products now go mainly to 
foreigners. But that is comparatively (a 
small item. We have many surplus nro- 
<lucts for which we want a market, especial- 
ly for our manufactures. Dependent on 
foreign lines of communication, we reach 
our markets under great diffleutlies, if at 
all, and do our business through foreign 
bankers. We ought to find large markets, 
at lenst in all Spanish America. But we are 
prevented, first, by the increased cost of 
our goods under the policy of protection, 
and, secondly, by the impossibility of es- 
tablishing lines of steamship communica- 
tion with that region in competition with 
other countries. One plan to get over the 
obstructions plnced in the path of progress 
in the interest of protection is that of boun- 
ties or subsidies. It is proposed to give 
subsidies to Americans to maintain steam- 
ship lines ; that is, to pay men for doing 
what would otherwise be an unprofitable 
business. That is in keeping with the pro- 
tective idea. Unprofitable industries are 
thus maintained in tiiis country. 

While on this subject of bounties, I 
should refer to the proposed bill to pay a 
bounty to the sugar producers of Louis- 
iana. This is an iudustry which has not 
been increased by protection of the most 
extreme type, because the climate is a- 
gaiust it. The sugar plauters cultivate 
the most fertile soil iu this country, a 
soil which will yield immense crops of 
cotton and cereals. It would be better to 
pay a bounty on Indiau corn and oats in 
New England, where agriculture keenly 
suffers from the competition of the fer- 
tile grain fields of the West. “A tariff 
for reveuue, with incidental protection,” 
was the phrase most commonly lieaid be- 
for the war. Now the ground of pro- 
tectionists is shifted, and we hear the 
argument made for protection as a per- 
manent policy. One of the results of a 
high tariff here is retaliatory legislation 
iu other countries, and the development 
of competitors in our own best fields. 
We are suffering today from such retal- 
iation iu Germany, France and Canada, 
and from the development of India as a 
producer of wheat, whose competition 
begins to grind our farmers. England, 
our largest customer, remains faithful to 
her free trade policy, by which we profit 
more than by protection at ho ne. We have 
the best country in the world, the most 
abund tnt rescourcus, the most ingenious 
people. Tile conditions for material de- | 
velopmeiit a> e more favorable here than ( 
anywhere else. When a French minis- 
ter of finance asked the French uicr- 1 
chants and manufactures what they j 
needed to increase their prosperity, i hey , 
replied they only needed to be left alone. 
That is all we need. 

Mr. William Lloyd Garrison then spoke ' 
on Free Wool, llis m tin points being 1 
comprised iu the following abstract: 

TIIK WOOL QUESTION. 

Mr. Garrison begun by saying that it 
was round the fleece of the mild sheep 1 
that the battle for reform wages most 
fiercely. The Ohio politicians, who J 
chiefly constitute the association of 
wool-growers, consider that the question 
of protection bangs on the wool tax and 
threaten to remove the duties from 
those whose representatives shall make 
wool free. Al -ort Giliiuu, iu 1HI0, de- 
clared that the vvool>ii manufacturer 
needed protection no longer, as the in- 
fant was able to walk alone. That was 
the theory in those days— infant indus- 
tries to h<* protected until they could get i 
ou their feet. The Walker tariff was 
the nearest, approach to a revenue tariff ■ 
we have reached, and the ten years from 
1850 to 1800 stand as the most prosper- 
ous in tlie history of our nation. Not | 
only manufacturers, but the farmers 
were prosperous. Then came the civil 1 
war with its high taxes and inflation of 1 
prices, and after the war ended ami cle- 
iii .ralu.ttloo began, the government , 
was no longer the chief patron of the 
wool manufacturers; but t he desire for 
government bounty was grown too 
strung to be resisted, and the tariff of 
J8tJ7 was born, in an effort to keep the 
natural laws of trade from working. 
Twenty years have passed, the child has 
become of age, but it lias disappointed 
expectations. Ill luck has followed the 
woolen trade. Our wools alone are not 
suited to the manufacture of the finest i 
cloth, and foreign woo) to mix witii 
them is needed; but users of foreign 
wool have to pay a heavy tax. Since 
the tariff of 1*07, the 30, 000, 000 sheep 1 
east of the Mississippi have diminished 
to 13,000,000, ami the Huston wool-buy- 
ers know by sad experience of the enor- 
mous losses iu 1 he wool trade. 

iu 1HH8 we imported over 113,000,000 
pounds of wool. How much were the 
wool-growers benefited by t he $4,720,480 
received by the government? Oue of 
them from Texas, and another from 
Ohio, testified before the Congressional 
Committee iu Washington lust year tiiat 
the priccn obtained for their clips of 
wool were less Ilian the cost of r ising 
it. The manufacturers who paid the 
duties recouped themselves by adding 
the duties to the cost of the cloth, and 
gently shifted the load to the uucoui 


plaining consumer who never appears to 
sec an indirect tax. No one was helped 
by the tax and tho consumer was in- 
jured. Yes; the Government, with an 
already plethoric treasury, whose sur- 
plus was but n measure of the wrong 
done to the poorest people — the Govern- 
ment gathered in the superfluous mil- 
lions and waited for Corporal Tanner 
The conditions were ready, and the hour 
brought the man. 

in Iowa since tho tariff was laid, tho 
value of sheep has decreased from 82,- 
184,470 to $277,480; in 1870 there wore 
85 taetorios, in 1880 only 34; in 1870 they 
employed 1.088 hands, in 1888 only 440. 
The farmer who sees tho constant de- 
preciation in farm land, in New England 
and elsewhere, whoso value Mr. Depew* 
declares to bo doubled by adjacent fac- 
tories, are beginning to awakeu. Be- 
tween 1870 and 1880, 870 woolen mills 
disappeared, ami the sad precession of 
bankrupts is still lengthening. Uuder 
President Harrison 01 woolen mills have 
failed, liabilities over eight millions. 
The importation of woolens continue to 
increase, and even tho most strenuous 
protectionists wear foreign goods. 

“A tariff is injurious to manufacturers 
because it makes them dependent upon 
governmental favor ami not upon pure 
skill and ingenuity. Protection weakens 
self-reliance. Tho art lags and the pro- 
duct is unworthy of this great people. 
Last year Hubert Bloakie loaned me a 
piece of tine broadcloth which served for 
an object lesson in a tariff-reform lec- 
ture. It was manufactured at the Vas- 
salboro Mills in Maine and took a prize 
at the first World’s Exhibition at tlio 
Loudon Crystal Palace in 1851. It was a 
choice piece and would bear comparison 
with similar goods made now. Thirty- 
seven years ought to show a great ad- 
vance, especially with twenty-one years 
of high protection, Tho mills are still 
here, but no such product comes from 
their looms. It is the foreigner who 
supplies us with such broadcloth. Un- 
der the so-called froe-trade tariff of 1851. 
Euglnnd awards a prize to the Vassal- 
boro mills for skill. Jn 1888 1 asked the 
audience to which I showed tl»e sample 
to make me a bid for 100 shares of stock 
of the same Yassalboro Mills, which bad 
just been placed in my hands to sell, 
with instructions to take five dollars a 
share or less, but I carried home the 
certificate unsold. And it was pertinent 
to ask, ‘‘What has protection done for 
the Vassalboro Mills.” 

The tax on foreigu wool is a discrimi- 
nation in favor of tho foreign maker, who 
by it can compete successfully with our 
mills. The tariff on ;wool might be 
called ‘‘an act to discourage Americau 
industry aud give the market to the for- 
eigner.” 

Tho wool manufacturers are fright- 
ened by the threat of the Ohio political 
wool-growers, and say that they canuot 
afford to compete with foreign makers 
because of the high wages here. Yet, 
the tariff is from two to three times 
tne wages, and the high wages 
over favored operatives in the 
woolen mills average less than a dollar 
a day; tax the whole country to help pay 
such wages as these. 

“It is the high-wage countries of the 
United States and Great Britian that 
rule the world of commerce, and the 
low wage countries of Mexico and India 
whose rivalry nobody fears. Nor can I 
believe that this profession of regard 
for the operatives is sincere, since no 
manufacturer hesitates to import lower 
labor from Canada or England, or to 
avail himself of the lowest market price 
when seeking help. The disadvantage 
of the operative in the United States is 
that he has to sell his labor ac free-trade 
rates and buys his necessities at pro- 
tected rates. Conversely, the manufac- 
turer buys his labor at free trade rates 
and sells his goods at protected rates. 
While protection may for a while favor 
the employer, it can only rob the em- 
ployed The tariff raises the price of 
almost everything the workman buys, 
and has no power to raise the price of 
the ouly tiling he has to sell, which is 
his labor.” 

To sum up. ‘‘Under the high tariff tho 
wool grower lias not prospered, the 
sheep of the country have not increased 
as expected, nor have factories had a nor- 
mal growth, and in neither occupation is 
tlie condition of affairs satisfactory. 
Further than this, the tariff fails to 
keep out tho goods of foreigu competi- 
tors aud to secure the home market for 
Americans. It encourages fraudulent 
importations and smuggling. For K all 
purposes for which it was enacted it 
has been an utter failure. It has not 
even added a cent to the wages of oper- 
atives iu woolen mills, but has taken 
from their pay a part of its natural pur- 
chasing power. It ‘with one hand drops 
a penny iu the cap of poverty aud witii 
the other takes a shilling out.’ 

“American slavery yielded not to rea- 
son, but to revolution. The folly of the 
slaveholders in their fanaticism did more 
for its overthrow than tho abolitionists. 
Let us hope that the fanatics of 
protection will take a leaf from history. 
Their system is doomed. Every effort 
to prolong it, every obstacle thrown iu 
tiie way of lightening taxation, hut adds 
to the force of tlie temporarily arrested 
current. Tlie danger will be double 
when the dam gives way. But while it 
is yet time let us seek the protection of 
freedom which is always safe and expe- 
dient. The South, which it was prophe- 
sied liberty would ruin, enters into un- 
dreamed of prosperity through emanci- 
pation. So America, instead of puralvz* 
mg her industry bv free trade, will mul- 
tiply her Hocks and factories and be- 
come the workshop of the world. 

The Austin Street Extension. 

To the Editor or tho Oka fit to. 

Ill the newspaper report of the last 
meeting of tlie mayor and aldermen of 
188b, it is stated that the long agitated 
question of extending Austin street over 
the railroud by bridge, was acceded to 
on condition t hut the railroad built a 
bridge over their tracks 40 feet wide, with 
approach from Washington street 30 feet 
wide. 

In tlie first place no such question was 
over before tlie board, and if there bad 
been, aud tlie City Engineer hud been 
consulted lie would have seen at a glance 
that such a condition was au Impossi- 
bility and could oiilv operate us a dog iu 
tlie inungui as to tlie tiling asked for. 

As to tlie real question before the city 
government there lias been a strange 
misanpiehansion. and when fully under- 
stood wo - have no doubt that this im- 
possible condition will be rescinded. 

The petition referred to is offered by 
ex -Mayor Kimball, a man of careful and 
sound judgment, with five years ex- 
perience us in tyor of tlie city, with no 
interest in it but the good of tlie city, 
li is signed by near a hundred others of 
the best men, with one exception, of 
Xewtouvillu and West Newton, includ- 
ing Wm. t'lafiiu, Win. S. Slocum. Henry 
Boss of the Cemetery, ex- Alderman 
Grant, 1). s. Soavy, I)r. Hunt, Dr. Wood- 
man, S. L. Dowers, aud others, having no 


interest but that of tlie common good. 

Here arc the words of tho petition: 

•'to Ills HOJtOlt Till: MAYOlt AND THE CITY 
COUNCIL OF TIIK CITY OF NEWTON. 

The subscribers respectfully petition ' 
flint Austin street, from the point already ; 
accepted by the city, be extended west, 
nod accepted by tlie city in a straight line I 
to Greenwood avenue, as per tho plans ■ 
submitted by Mr. I II. Carter, which ' 
they believe to he of much importance to 
tho city, as providing a nearly straight 
toad between West Newton aud Newton- | 
ville, south of the railroad.” 

A special hearing was given to this 
most important petition before tho city 
government, at which hearing the long 
public need of this extension asked for, 
now and forever, tho absolute necessity 
of it soon wns made so unanswerably 
plain by Mr. Clnflin, Mr. Powers and i 
others, t hat no single objection of any 
kind wan intimated by any one. The 
truth being that no singlo sound objec- 
tion to wlmt is asked for exists, aud it 
was tho general expectation at the close 
of tho hearing that t ho report to the 
aldermen would be simply to concur in 
the prayer of the petiliou, which will of 
necessity bo urged every year until ac- 
complished, ana which has been greatly 
needed ever since first asked, 15 years 
ago. 

As to. tho railroad bridging over tho 
rails, it is no part of tlie petition, and has 
been alluded to only as a tliiug hoped for, 
about which nothing could be done until 
this oxtonsion of Austin street by tho 
city. 

If tho plan of going over tho rails could 
he fully accomplished, it would, in our 
bohalf, prove far more important to tho 
city for the next 20 years titan the high 
water service for tho benefit of 180 
persons who have now good water, good 
drainage, with the ability to place tanks 
wherever they wish them, but it is as 
absurd to require tlie petitioners to do it 
as to require them to widen Washington 
street. 

But in relation to cx-Mayor Kimball’s 
petition tlie city had no occasion to do or 
say any thing about it, and the bringing 
it in with a condition fatal to everything 
was wholly gratuitous. 

A need of tho whole community, 
proven aud demonstrated like this, tlie 
highway committee have no moral right 
to defeat excopt by adequate reasons 
made known to tho petitioners with the 
opportunity of their showing them 
fallacious or admitting them.

Ostriches In America. 

There are certain old traditions about 
the ostrich which, I have been told by 
tlie owner of the California ianch.are fai- 
1 O ious. lie says that tho ostrich does not 
. ary itis head in the sand and imagine lie 
is unobserved by his enemies. On the 
contrary, he is a very pugnacious bird 
and always ready for a light. Nor does 
the female ostricli lay her eggs in tlie 
sand for the sun to hatch them. To do 
them justice, they are quite domestic, 
and deserve a better reputation. Nor is 
tlie ostrich ever used for riding, as lie 
has an exceptionally weak back; any per- 
son might break it with a blow from an 
ordinary cane. 

Ilis strength Hcb in his great breast 
and his feet. Ho has one great claw, 
and a very small one, and with a terrible 
precision lie can bring down the large 
claw* with a cruel force that will tear open 
anything not made of sheet-iron. 

Savage birds at best, they are danger- 
ously so during breeding time. Tlie 
twenty-two liirds brought to our Califor- 
nia ranch trusted to their instinct and 
laid their egirs during tlie California win- 
ter, which corresponded to their summer 
south of the Equator. It being tlie lai- 
ny season, their nests wore filled with 
water and tin* eggs were chilled ; so the 
first season of their American sojourn 
was a failure. 

The ostrich makes its nest by rolling 
in the sand and scooping out a hole some 
six feet in diameter, and, excepting an 
incubator-house, tlie California ranch 
requires no buildings for tlie use of tlie 
birds, though the laud is divided oft into 
pens fenced in, e.icli about au aero in ex- 
tent, for the uso of tlie breeding birds, 
every pair occupying one such inclosure. 

Tlie ostriches live upon alfalfa and 
corn. Alfalfa is a grass cultivated all 
over the ranch ; it resembles our clover, 
and grows to a crop some six times a 
year.— From “An Ostrich-Ilanch in tlie 
United States,” in St. Nicholas for 
January.

Mendicants. 

Question. What is a mendicant? 

Answer. A poor person, a pauper, n 
beggar. 

Question. Has tho word no other 
meaning? 

Answer. Yob, it sometimes means a 
professional beggar. 

Question. Are such mendicants pau- 
pers? 

Answer. Oh, no! Some of them aro 
immensely rich. 

Question. IIow do they become so 
wealthy? 

A, Hy persuading other peoplo to 
give them money under false pretences. 

Q. Are there any mendicants in the 
United States? 

A. A groat many. 

Q. Aro any of them wealthy? 

A. Yes: there is a fellow named 
“Calumet and Hccla” who protested ho 
would die unless tho people gave alms 
freely. . 

Q. Did tho peoplo respond to the ap- 
peal? 

A. Not at all, and tho poor fellow had 
to go to Congress and get permission to 
tax the people. 

Q. Did Congress give such permis- 
sion? 

A. Readily. 

Q. And did ho tax the people? 

A. Oh, yes! Aud some people say ho 
is worth millions. 

Q. Aro there any other mendicants of 
note? 

A. Yes, tLore aro a lot of men in 
Pennsylvania and Virginia who had 
so much coal and iron to take care of 
that it kept them poor. 

Q. Why didn’t they sell some? 

A. They did. Rut first they repre- 
sented their starving condition to Con- 
gress and begged for a law compelling 
people to buy from them or go without. 

Q. Are these mendicants rich? 

A. Rather. Another mendicant in 
Texas has 18000 sheep and uses 80000 
acres of land. Poor fellow ! He has just 
recently appealed to Congress for per- 
mission to compel the Boston wool mer- 
chants to pay him $7000 a year and the 
value of his wool besides. 

Q. Do tho people support these meu- 
dicants without fault finding? 

A. Why, my dear quest ioner, the 
mendicants have persuaded the people 
that it is necessary for the good of 

society tiiat they should bo well cared 
for. 

Q. How long will this last? 

A. Not much longer! Mendicancy 

has paid too well and too many have 
gone into tho business. As a conse- 

quence the mendicants are quarreling 
among themselves aud the people aro 
wondering whether it is necessary to 
briug up a race of millionaire — paupers 
at tho public expense. 

Q. Aro there many other mendicants 
besides those you mention? 

A. A few! Sugar men, potato men, 
tinplate men, cutlery men, glass men. 
clothing men, chemical men,— the list is 
like the line of kings that the bewitched 
Macbeth saw — it stretches out to the 
crack of doom. 

Q. Aro there any real mendicants, 
poor people, in the United States? 

A. A good many. Most of them are 
working in tho mines and factories of 
the professional mendicants of whom we 
have spoken. 


Asking and Receiving. 

By common consent the framing of 
any new law in regard to our Tariff will 
bo left to a committee of Congressmen 
called the Coinmitteo on “Ways aud 
Moans.” This committee consists most- 
ly of Republicans aud Protectionists. 
The chairman is McKinley of Ohio who 
openly avows tho principle that every 
thing should bo protected. Tho New 
England member is Dingloy of Maine 
who says that Massachusetts is asking 
altogether too much when she calls for 
free coal and iron. During the juiHt (wo 
weeks this Committee has been listening 
to unybody who chose to appear before 
it and to state their wishes or opinions 
in regard to the Tariff. 

Mr. Toboy made his plea for freo coal 
and iron For New Eugiand, but New 
York aud Now Jersey ami Pennsylvania 
and Virginia were all on hand to protest. 
Mr. Leeson’s friend was thoio to ask for 
free flax, but there were other voices fur 
louder demanding a great increase of 
the presopt absurd duty. 

The Cheney brothers were oontcut to 
have tin* duty on silks reduced from 00 
per cent, to f>0 per cent.; but others 
more numerous wanted it faised to 7o 
per cent, ami wanted (lie raw silk taxed. 

The cutlery men must have more or 
die! Lead ought to pay u duty! Anvils 
arc allowed to come in at too low a rale! 
The wire men were satisfied with every- 
thing in llie .Senate Bill except the duty 
on wire; that should be higher! Quiuiue 
is on the free list but it must have a 
duty on it. Analinedyes should have a 
higher duty, ami so too should cement, 
ami earth paints, and clmiu uluy, ami 


barley, and hay, ami cabbages, and 
everything! 

Tho cry for “more” is a good deal 
louder than tho cry for "loss!” It re- 
mains to see how the Commltteo will 
respond to these piteous appeals f*.r 
help. The Republican principle as laid 
down hy Senator Allison last year is that 
“He that asketh, received.” If a man 
wants to raiso coeoanuts in Maryland 
and asks Congress for aid, Congress 
ought to give him a chance! Why not? 
But we doubt whether tho present Con- 
gress will dare follow out tills principle. 
Somebody else is “asking” besides these 
protected incapnblcs. The “people” of 
the United States nro asking for fewer 
taxos and moro freedom: and they mean 
to have both ! If this Congress does not 
givo both, why, ! 

To Our Members. 

On another page will be found a full 
nccount or the dinner on Wednesday 
evening. The Committee is of opinion 
that these opportunities for coming 
together nre producing great interest 
among tho members. We would call the 
attention of members to the fact that 
this is tho time to add to our mcmhci- 
ship. One hundred and forty-eight is a 
good number for Republican Newton, 
but tho Committee believe that if tho 
members in general would show the 
same interest in increasing tho number 
on our list that has been shown by 
several members (not on tho Committee) 
wo should soon bo threo hundred;— 
ready for Thermopylae if need bo, but 
rattier looking forward to a Marathon. 

Tho Committee are always glad to 
receive suggestions as to what can bo 
done by the Club to keep the Protection- 
ists thinking. The Protectionists nre 
not fools, and if they keep thinking all 
will come out right. Thought is what is 
needed.

THE GYPSY MOTII. 


AN ENTOMOLOGIST HAYS IT IS NOT DAN- 
GEROUS. 


aud tobucoo, ami hides, aud eggs, ami 


The groat destruction of tho foliage of 
fruit aud shade trees at Medford by a 
strange caterpillar last summer was 
brought to the attention of Professor 
Fernald of tho State Experimental Sta- 
tion at the Agricultural Collogo. and up- 
on investigation t he professor discovered 
that tho new insect was the oencria din- 
par or gypsy moth. Soon after this dis- 
covery announcement was made of it iu 
the Graphic, with tho statement made 
hy Professor Fernald that ho had been 
told by European entomologists that if 
the caterpillar should get a foothold in 
this country it would prove a greater 
pest thun tho Colorado beetle, as tho 
ocnerta dinpar does not confine itself to 
oue variety, but attacks numerous 
vaiieties of fruit and shade trees. Gov- 
ernor Brackett, iu his inaugural address, 
referred to the pest and said that if its 
eradication is to be attempted, immediate 
measures are of the utmost consequence. 

Dr. Hermann A. Hagen, professor of 
outouiology at Harvard, says, however, 
that Profeiyfor Foinnld is causing un- 
necessary alarm. The gypsy moth is 
easily destroyed, ho says, ami even if its 
ravages were unchecked, they would not 
become serious. The gypsy moth (ocneria 
dlnpar), said l)r. Hagen, is not nearly so 
destructive as some others. It has al- 
ways existed iu European countries, but 
1 do not know that it bus ever “ravaged” 
any of them. It can never become 
seriously destructive to vegetation for j 
several reasons. Iu the liist place the | 
eggs, the caterpillar, the cocoon and the | 
moth are all large size, and easy to ! 
detect. It ought not to be a difficult 
mutter to detect every bunch of eggs iu 
an orchard aud to destroy them. But I 
even if any escape notice and become | 
caterpillars, they, too, are easily seen and I 
destroyed. 

Again, tho miller or moth is very slug | 
gisli aud not liable to fly far. For this | 
reason, tho spread of tho “pest” from 


town to town would bo voiy slow, ami 
hotico easily controlled. It has boon 
twenty years since Dr. Trouvelot lost his 
specimen, nnd in all that timo not a mil- 
ler tins got moro than two or three miles 
from the Trouvelot place. This fact 
alone should show how needless is the 
alarm. Furthermore, their destructive- 
ness has been much exaggerated. They 
feed upon tho leaves of fruit trenR and 
certain other trees Mko the linden and 
boach, hut that they attack all vegetation 
indiscriminately is an nhsurdity. No 
authority of weight, so far as 1 know, 
has pronounced them a terrible evil. 
Rntzahurg, tho groat German entomolo- 
gist, declares tliom not seriously harm- 
ful, nnd Rcchstcin expresses tho same 
opinion.

THE NEWTON POST OFFICE. 


The excitemcut over the postmaster- 
ship question has not reached Newton to 
any great extent as yet, and a Graphic 
representative who sot out to interview' 
prominent citizens in regard to the mat- 
ter found them very noncommital, and 
tho great majority iudisposed to put 
themselves on record. Fostmaster 
Morgan’s term does not expire until a 
year from next April, and there is a 
general belief that be will not be dis- 
turbed until his term is out. 

Many prominent Republicans said that 
when the time came they would be 
willing to be quoted as being strongly in 
favor of his reappointment, as he has 
made the best postmaster Newton ever 
had, and had never allowed politics to 
have anything to do writh his duties. 
Tho only thing to be said against him is 
that he is a Democrat, but what Newton 
people want is a capable and efficient 
postmaster, who will attend to his duties, 
and they do not care any more about his 
politics than they do about what church 
he belongs to. 

On the other hand, some were en- 
countered who believe that the victors 
should have the spoils, and that not a 
crumb should be left to any Democrat, 
and they were much disappointed that 
President Harrison did not turn all the 
Democrats out the day after he was 
inaugurated. 

Opinious differred all the way between 
these two extremes, but the majority 
seemed to feel that it would no^ imperil 
the success of the administration if it 
should make “efficiency and not party 
service” the sole test in postofficcs, and 
reappoint Mr. Morgan and other post- 
masters who had discharged their duties 
satisfactorily, and had not been “offensive 
partisans.” 

Congressman Candler will probably 
have charge of the whole matter, under 
the present system of makiug the Con- 
gressmen office-brokers for their district, 
and he is said to have been subjected to 
a good deal of pressure already. As ho 
will probably come up for re-election this 
fall, it will be interesting to discover 
whether his devotion to civil service 
reform is stronger than his desire to help 
his chances by getting some of the 
“workers” in office. His position on the 
civil service reform question is not as 
clear as could be wished, as in his 
campaign speeches he was so much 
interested in the denunciation of South- 
ern Outrages that he had no time to 
define his position on any other issues.

Tacking new legislation on to appro- 
priation bills is a vicious practice, ana 
this one of Speaker Reed’s now code of 
rules for the lower house of Congress 
ought to be defeated. It is to be re- 
gretted that Speaker Reed did not take a 
patriotic view of the situation, and by 
having a conference of the leaders of 
both parties, get up a set of rules that 
would be satisfactory all round. But in 
these days of petty politics, it is smart- 
ness and not statesmanship that governs. 
Mr. Cannron, one of Mr. Reed's rivals for 
the speakershio, take a more enlighten- 
ed view, and says he does not believe in 
adopting a set of rules that would be 
unsatisfactory if the Republicans should 
be in the minority in the next Congress, 
and this feeling may prevent the adoption 
of the proposed rules.

In 1070, when the praying Indians were 
brought up from Deer Island after King 
i»lil lip’s war, many of the Indians returned 
to Nonantum nnd settled “near where Mr. 
Eliot first preached to them;” a seltool- 
house was built for them on land of Pi aeon 
Trowbridge, nnd here Mr Eliot continued 
to preach to them, nnd Daniel Gookin, a 
magistrate, held court every fortnight. 

Abraham Hyde, who was born a quarter 
of a century later, remembered well the 
orchard, nnd wall, and ditches of Nnnnn- 
tum. and spoke of their location to Jonathan 
llomer, who wrote of the same In Ids 
sketch of Newton, printed In 1708. 

Thus history and tradition unite In the 
site of Nonantum, the Indian village, and 
it has been the good fortune of the Eliot 
Memorial Association to fix upon the land- 
scape a Memorial as enduring as history 
Itsolf, of the scene where John Eliot began 
Ids work for the Indians.

The Apostle Eliot nt Nonantmn. 

The following sketch 1ms been prepared 
by request by Mr. Win. C. Bates for the 
proposed history of Middlesex County: 

Nonantum, where John Eliot began his 
work among the Indians. One of the 
earliest incidents in the history of Massa- 
chusetts is associated with a portion of 
Middlesex County, nndthe scene lies in 
what is now'the City of Newton. Nothing 
but Plymouth Rock antedates in historic 
interest the Hill Nonantum, where the 
Apostle Eliot began his work 'among and 
for the Indians. The Eliot Memorial As- 
sociation has secured a plot of ground on 
I the southern slope of Nonantmn 1 1 i U, off 
Kenriek street and Waverley avenue, and 
erected a handsome stone terrace with 
freestone balustrade, ornamented with 
allegoric design and with appropriate in- 
scriptions; on the completion of the 
Memorial by the introduction of a foun- 
tain, or other suitable decoration, the Eliot 
Memorial will bo given over to the City of 
Newton, and form one of the most effective 
wayside monuments in our borders. The 
scene is one <>f the most attractive possible, 
overlooking the valley between Nonantum 
and Wuhan Hills, ami embellished, towards 
the oust, by two pleasant lakes mid the 
spires of Brighton and Boston. Newton 
has for its seal a representation of Eliot 
(•reaching to the Indians, ami the Eliot 
Memorial fixes upon the landscape the 
scene so thoroughly identified with her 
history. The principal inscription upon 
the Memorial tersely puts with historic 
uccurncy the events commorated, and is us 
follows : 

“Here at Noimutum, Oct. 28, lti-lti in 
Wuhan's Wigwam 

Near this spot John Eliot began to preach

Dr. II. P. Bellows of Auhurndule made 
a short address upon the present work 
of the Hospital, dwelling upon the nec- 
essary additions which were imperative- 1 
ly needed to mike it a completely 
competent institution. Tlie great benefit 
of a hospital in a place like Newton lias 
already Ouen demonstrated, and tlie de- 
mands upon its capaoity and skill are 
steadily increasing. It would be hard lo 
find a set of men who are more in sym- 
pathy with tit** Hospital and its facilities 
than tlie doctors. One thing of which 
tlie need is very urgent is a place to 
which tlie body of a deceased patient 
may be immediately removed, as the 
presence of death casts a certain horror { 
over the other inmates, when they ob- 
serve the closed door of the ward. This 
mny he u serious drawback to some in- 
valid, and it is desirable to have the 
room open and clean uud fresh as soon 
as possible, leaving no chance for gloomy 
surroundings for those in adjacent wards. I 
1’ kins for a building of this kind have 
been made, to contain complete surgical 
appliances and other uecesoary things in 
addition to its primal use. The size as 
estimated is 30x30 feet and the expense 
will very likely bo borne by the city. 
But the greatest need at present is a 1 
ward forcontagious diseases. The mayor 
is in favor of it and tin* board of health 
especially so, and the Newton Pottage 
Hospital ran never be fully efficient I 
while this is lacking, ln a place like 
Nowton there is always the necessity of ' 
immediately removing a malignant case | 
and preventing further spread of the 
disease, If (here were only a proper place > 
to take the patieut. Several incidents 
weie cited where if tlie patient could 
have been removed the usual household 
duties would have proceeded at tlie home, 
hut un it was tin* other children were 
sent away, lost their time at school and 
were estranged from their parents and 
home. In one case after the return of 
tlie family tlie nurse, who had helped m 
tin* first illness, was uuaooouutahly taken 
j with tlie same disease, notwithstanding 
the house had long before been tlior 
"Uglily fumigated, and tin* house was 
I iig.tiu closed and the family separat< d.

| cast** discovered in time would be at, 
; once removed where they could have 
every attention, and the rest of the fami- 
ly could remain together. Plan* of a 
ward for contagious diseases have heen 
drawn and jf jt should he accepted and 
the ward built it would he a great boon 
to the peonle of Newton. With this Ad- 
dition will come a necessary increase of 
pupil nurses. There is nothing more de- 
prcHsing to a young girl than to leave 
her home and take a place as nurse in a 
i hospital, where she is constantly sur- 
rounded by sickness and suffering. It is 
i depressing to a man; and one of the en- 
deavors of the future should he for a 
homo like place of five or six rooms 
| where these young girls can go and feel 
for a time free from t lie oppressiveness 
of tlie sick room. A place prettily fur- 
nished, witli a piano, hooks and games, 
would lighten many an otherwise weary 
I hour.

LETTER FROM MR. McALL 

TO Tit K PRESIDENTS, OFFICERS AND 

M KM II KltS OF TIIK AUXII.I ABIKS OF 

TllK AMKltlCAN MO ALL ASSOCIATION. 

“A mossngo of greeting and encourage- 
ment addressed to each auxiliary by the 
president of the mission would he ap- 
propriate just as tho now year is coming 
in.” Such was tho hint which, as one 
says, “a little bird whispered.” Tho 
idea was pleasing, tho task would be 
altogether a labor of love. But when I 
came faco to face with tho list of over 00 
auxiliaries and glanced at tho heap of 
unanswered letters on my table, and 
gave a thought to tho redoubled pres- 
sure of duties at this season, 1 was 
appalled. Thon the kind suggestion 
came, “Write one circular letter which 
may he forwarded to all.” 

Dear Christian ladies of Americn, the 
importance and grandeur of tho service 
you are zealously rendering can be 
measured only by tho certainty that 
uothing hut the diffusion of the knowl- 
edge of Christ through all her borders 
can save and regenerate and bless this 
land of France. I note that at present 20 
of our mission stations in Paris and else- 
where, and eight of our devoted mis- 
sionaries and workers, are sustained 
wholly by your efforts, and others par- 
tially so. Wo rejoice to believe that tho 
members and friends of each auxiliary 
thus identified with a station thinks and 
speaks of it as “our mission hall,” or if 
it be a Christian laborer who is thus 
supported, regards him or her affection- 
ately as “our own missionary in France.” 
Of this you give proof in many extra 
gifts for the Christmas fetes of our 
Sunday-schools, help for the “mothers’ 
meetings,” etc. Wlmt an error it is in 
Christian enterprises, to treat lightly 
small contributions, which often meas- 
ured by the prayerful self-sacrifice at- 
tending them, surpass larger ones grudg- 
ingly given. Your method of operation, 
in gathering, each in her own circle, a 
multitude of small aunual contributions, 
lias the inestimable advantage of fur- 
nishing to us an income upon which we 
can rely for the permanent support of 
this work. This systematic organiza- 
tion is more really helpful than any 
amount of spasmodic effort which coti- 
not bo counted on for the future. It 
may interest you to know that every 
sum of or $5 provides for the cost of 
one sitting throughout the year, includ- 
ing all the connecting expenses, lighting, 
warming, workers, etc. Each sitting is 
occupied on an average 00 times in the 
year. Is it not worth an afternoon's 
work, even in a shower of rain or snow, 
to add 00 listeners to the gospel mes- 
sage? 

1 could tell you if time allowed much 
that would interest you from recent his- 
tory of tho mission. You have already 
received tidings of the special work in 
our two temporary salles at the gates of 
the “Exposition Universelle.” That 
work deepened in seriousness and en- 
couragement to the end; so much so that 
we have maintained several services 
weekly in each of those salles to tlie end 
of tho year. Preaching to that ever- 
changing congregation amidst the gayety 
and tumult of the world’s fair was neces- 
sarily to a great extent “casting the 
bread of life on the mighty waters;” yet 
unquestionable instances of conversion 
came to the knowledge of our friends in 
each hall. A lady from Holland who 
had entered casually, and’ had found 
peace in believing, sent us after return- 
ing to her home, 200 francs as a token of 
gratitude to God. The circulation of 
Bibles, scripture portions and tracts also 
formed a very important feature of the 
undertaking. From that center they 
have gone <>ut to the utmost corners of 
France and her colonies. The generous 
contributors in America who aided us 
for this special effort may rest assured 
that what they so devoted was attended 
with much blessing. At no former 
period did tlie readiness to listen to the 
gospel, and in many cases, the prepared- 
ness to receive it, seem more marked 
than at present. We have entered on a 
new winter’s campaign full of hope. 
Let your prayers be joined with ours 
that the Holy Spirit may bring a multi- 
tude of our hearers under the power of 
a Savior’s love. A host of sympathizing 
visi’ors from your shores also gladdened 
us by looking in upon our meetings, 
though many of these saw them in their 
minimum attendance amidst the tropical 
heat of summer. 

The autumn lias been saddened for us 
by the inroads of death. Tho sudden 
removal ot the eminent Pastor Borsier, 
who passed the very last evening of his 
life in preaching at our “sallu Boston” 
in Paris, bade us adieu and went homo 
to die ere the morning dawned, — has 
come to us as a heavy stroke indeed. 
Many of our earliest friends have also 
been called away, the venerable Doctors 
Bonar and Somerville in Scotland, and 
a whole series of cherished names. From 
your number also several valued sup- 
porters have been laid in the grave. Let 
js learn to “work while it is day” and 
so far as in us lies, seek to improve the 
present crisis, which may well be styled 
tho “accepted time” and “day of salva- 
tion” for France.

THE HOUSE COMMITTEES. 


VIKWS OF THE LEADING WEEKLY 
PAP KBS. 


(From tho Cambridge Titlmne.) 

There wras a timo when experience, 
ability aud qualifications had something 
to do with determining tho positions of 
our representatives upon tho committees 
of tho House. This year tho crucial tost 
appears to have been the vote of tho 
representative for speaker, which is ap- 
parent to any one at nil familiar with the 
speakership contest, and the composi- 
tion of the committees just appointed. 
Last year, Cambridge held three impor- 
tant chairmanships; this yonr it has but 
one. that on liquor law’, which was 
thrust at tho last moment upon Mr. 
Durant, without his knowledge or con- 
sent, a thing unprecedented. No com- 
munity in the district is more vitally 
interested in the drainage question than 
Cambridge, yet wo have no representa- 
tive upon the committee. Somerville, 
which protested so vehemently last year 
that no one from the district should be 
on the committee, is this year repre- 
sented thereon, whilo the gentleman 
from Arlington, who last year appeared 
as a counsel in opposition to tho scheme 
for metropolitan drainage, also appears 
as a member of tho committee.

The papers are generally condemning 
the action of Speaker Barrett in his as- 
signment of committees, as he so far 
forgets political comity as to bestow all 
the leading positions on his supporters, 
at the expense of those who saw fit to 
vote for other candidates. Probably Mr. 
Barrett considers that tho end of his 
political rope is reached, and proposes to 
“give it to ’em” while the lamp holds 
out to burn.

At any rate ho has used tho high office 
to which he has been elected and in 
which he should regard himself as a 
trustee of the people as if it wore a per- 
sonal belonging. Tho result is as we 
see it, with the Legislature split up into 
factions, and its standard lowered to the 
level of peanut politics. Speaker Bar- 
rett has opened a new chapter in the 
political history of the state which 
might well have for its subject “IIow to 
acquire and retain tlie speakership of tho 
Massachusetts House of Representa- 
tives.”

What changed that majority into a 
minority? Can any light be thrown on 
it by the member who wrote to Mr. 
Ward well that ho would do all in his 
power to elect him and would be glad to 
bo appointed on a certain committee, 
but did not get from Mr. Ward well the 
desired promise, voted for Mr. Barrett 
and is now on tlie committee he asked 
Mr. Wardwell for? Will the member 
speak who wrote to tho Wardwell mana- 
gers that ho was with them, who voted 
for Barrett and who skipped happily 
downstairs Wednesday after his name 
had been announced on a “boodle com- 
mittee,” chuckling that “the speaker 
had remembered his friends?” Will the 
public hear from the new man who with- 
drew from Wardwell on the flimsiest 
pretext and now figures on a most desir- 
able committee? A very few of these 
men changed tho result, and in view of 
tho strong feeling among republican 
leaders against Mr. Barrett, of the senti- 
ment of the press against him, and of 
tho determined opposition of tho ablest 
man of tho last house, the presumption 
is against these Barrett men and the 
burden of proof is upon them to show 
that they were not bribed by committee 
positions to sacrifice the good of tlie 
people who elected them and whoso 
interests they are sworn to defend. Far 
better is it to be on tho defeated side, 
suffering from the punishment the 
speaker has inflicted upon bis opponents, 
than to have high committee place under 
this suspicion of infamy. It is belter 
“to lie a doorkeeper in the house of the 
Lord, than to dwell in the tents of 
wickedness.” 


COLLEGIATE ALUMNJ2 ASSOCIA- 
TION. 


THE FINANCIAL NEEDS OF COLLEGES. 

It is well known among those who are 
familiar with the administration of 
colleges and universities, that their in- 
fluence is limited in lurge measure by 
the narrow resources at their command, 
though they stand ready to meet, if not 
to anticipate, any rightful demand which 
an enlightened public seuiimeut may 
press upon them as sources of intellectual 
activity and usefulness. On tho other 
hand, those whose every-day interests 
lie iu different directions, aud who have 
no opportunity of knowing that the 
claims upon such institutions are far iu 
excess of the financial support they 
receive, not infrequently accuse them of 
indifference and exclusiveness. 

Tlie recent article in “The Forum” for 
November, 1880, on “The Cost of Univer- 
sities,” presents some facts which are 
familiar to a comparatively small number 
of specialists’ but which will doubtless 
surprise the community at large. 

There is at present, iu the older part 
of the country at least, a sufficient num- 
ber of so-called colleges which are hardly 
able to maintain a collegiate rank, while 
the institutions which have attained a 
high standard need further help to 
enable them lo meet the increasing 
demands of the age. Au effort to direct 


public attention to the need of strength- 
ening existing eolloges nnd of discourag- 
ing the formation of mote institutions 
with endowments wholly inadequate to 
their professions, has been undertaken 
by a coinmitteo of tho Association of 
Collegiate Alumna;. 

A cursory glance at tho condition of 
certain colleges, as reported to tho com- 
mittee by their presidents, will convince 
tho most sceptical of their need of 
stronger financial and moral support. 
President Angell, of Michignn, writes, 
“Your inquiry concerning our needs can 
properly bo answered only by saying 
that we need all tho things of which you 
spoak” (general endowments, libraries, 
laboratories, fellowships and scholar- 
ships). He makes a special plea for 
increasing goneral endowment. Oberlin 
calls for a general endowment, for a 
library fund, for a suitable equipped 
building for the scientific department, 
and for a beneficiary fund for indigent 
students. Smith Collcgo would bo very 
glad of aid in nil directions, but especially 
desires houses for its students. Wellesley 
hopes for endowment for goneral pur- 
poses, and a permanent fund for the 
support of tho presidency and professor- 
ships. A college chapel, additional cot- 
tages, a gymnasium building, an as- 
tronomical observatory, equipment of 
tho School of Art, and endowment of the 
School of Music are also grontly desired. 
Vassar wants, first of all, a general en- 
dowment, then monoy for tho other 
purposes mentioned. Boston University 
needs help to educate tho earnest 
students who must have pecuniary aid. 
More buildings are demandod by the 
increased numbers, while a large fund is 
essential to establish the post-graduate 
department. Cornell, Knnsas, North- 
western, California, Wesleyan, Wisconsin, 
the Massachusetts Institute of Techno- 
logy, all have tho same groat need of 
increased resources, especially for 
general purposes. While several of them 
have largo funds for certain specified 
objects, tlieso are so restricted by tho 
terms of gift or bequest, that they can- 
not be diverted into other channels, even 
in case of the greatest financial stress. 
Not one of tho fourteen institutions in 
the Associations but feels itself hamper- 
ed by lack of means. 

The instruction of undergraduates is 
no longer tho whole duty of our higher 
institutions of learning. To become a 
real force in tho intellectual development 
of the human race by increasing tho sum 
totnl of knowledge should be tho noble 
ambition of Ameiican scholars, as it has 
long been the pride of tho European 
Universities. If the moneyed men of 
tho United States could bo made to 
realize the importance of concentrating 
their educational gifts in order to pro- 
mote this object, a powerful impetus 
would bo given to original investigation. 

To that class of public benefactors 
who aro especially interested in 
secondary education, or who, because ol 
lack of sufficient money to endow a 
college, desire to found some less pre- 
tentious school, tho Association presents 
the needs of the many academies and 
seminaries, whose heritage of fine build- 
ings and glorious traditions threatens to 
succumb for lack of the financial support 
which modern methods of instruction 
require. 

The report, which is signed by Ella 
W. Foster, Alice Freeman Palmer, Alai ion 
Talbot, Abl>y Leach and Martha Foote 
Crowe, calls upon tho individual mem* 
hers of tho Association to co-operate in 
their work. It is to be hoped that their 
efforts will be seconded by all public- 
spirited citizens and friends of education. 
Miss A. W. Foster, Hotel Eliot, Roxbury, 
Mass., will communicate with those who 
are interested in tlie subject. 

This Association numbers 1070 mem- 
bers, representing tlie Colleges of Vassar, 
Wellesley, Smith and Oberlin, The In- 
stitute of Technology, Boston University, 
Cornell, Syracuse and Wesleyan, and 
Northwestern, and the Universities of 
California, Kansas, Alicliigan, and Wis- 
consin. 

There are twelve members of tho As- 
sociation in Newton, many others in 
Watertown, Waltham and Brookline, 
Natick and Wellesley. 


Corporal Punishment. 

(Host on Traveller.) 

There is a deal of maudlin sentimenta- 
lity afloat in the world about corporal 
punishment, but the case in which those 
who have been healthy minded boys and 
look to their punishments with hard 
feelings are the exception. In life out- 
side there is political strength, the power 
of wealth, artistic excellence, aud so on 
ad infinitum; in these the weaker must 
succumb to the stronger in case of con- 
flict, and so with physical force, and tlie 
sooner the child is kindly and firmly 
taught this fact tho better for him. 
There is a prejudice against teachers iu 
connection herewith that is as unreason- 
ing as it is universal; they are put iu 
charge of youngsters at their most 
bumptious age, aud aro expected to 
patiently stand impudence from them 
which would meet with summary, and 
mayhap iudiscrimiuating, punishment 
almost anywhere outside a schoolliouse. 
The schoolmaster must have every in- 
dignity put upon him because, forsooth, 
he is “bigger tha n the pupil,” because 
“physical punishment is barbarous.” It 
is not yet a year since a Boston teacher 
was openly defied hy eight of his pupils 
who were associates of a society which 
was called by its members “The Fort\ 
Thieves,” handed together for tlie read- 
ing of blood-and-th under literature and 
the committal of deeds of petty out 
lawry. Almost any female teacher in 
the city ean toll a tale of daily indignity 
put upon her hy pupils male and female 
because they consider themselves secure 
from a little wholesome punishment, 
ibis state of things will go on till public 
opinion iu tlie matter takes a more 
healthy tone.

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MUSICAL MATTERS. 


TIIK SYMPHONY CONCERTS. 

Tbo Symphony Orchestra him now 
entered upon the second lmlf of its first 
season under its now director, Mr. 
Niki soli. Of Into Mr. Nikisoli him shown 
n more liberal spirit, with regard to the 
ohoico of compositions for his programs, 
n number of new and very interesting 
novelties have Imd a hearing, and while 
the orohestrn has undeniably lost to 
somo degree that precision and exact- 
ness which so characterised its playing 
under its former conductor, Mr. Gorioke, 
it has certainly gained in the strength 
and breadth of its performance. 

Last week presented a very interesting 
iprogratn — but one number being a novel- 
ty, tlio symphonic poem by E. A. Mac- 
Dowoll, one of tlio talented young com- 
posers of Boston. The Schumann con- 
certo received a very disappointing 
reudoring at the hands of Mine. Stoni- 
ior-Clark. both in point of conception 
4vnd of execution, although the latter 
fault may have been partly duo to the 
extremely “tubby” tone of the instru- 
ment used. 

Tomorrow evoning there is uo concert 
— for next week tlio following fine pro- 
gram is announced: Overture, “Molu- 
sine,” Mendelssohn; Suite, “Peer Gynt,” 
Giieg; Symphony in E flat, (Rhenish) 
Schumann. Mr. Wm. J. Winch will sing 
an aria from “Euryauthe” and a group 
of songs by Dvorak. The Grieg suite 
was brought out in Bostin last summer 
by Mr. Neuendorf, and is played for the 
first timo at the Symphony concerts. 

COMIC OPERA. 

It is unfortunate that when a comic 
opera, that really has music that may be 
tolerated, is performed, a bad company 
must needs pull the opera down to the 
level of its predecessors. Boston has 
been particularly unfortunate in its op- 
portunities to hear good comic opera 
this winter— our first disappointment 
was “TUe Oolali;” but one tune survived 
its stay in Boston, and said tune is now 
■being heard alternately as a waltz, polka 
glide, and schott ischo. The last niusi 
cal failure was the Drum Major, alleged 
to be taken from Offenbach — although it 
is our opiniou that Offenbach was lirst 
taken from the Drum Major. This work 
is oven more threadbare, musically, than 
anything wo have heard recently. The 
gorgeous finale, announced to employ 
•over 200 people on the stage and a large 
Boston band in addition, was given with 
barely sixty people and a band of eight 
pieces, in addition to which, thanks to 
the size of the stage, the Goddess of 
Liberty was compelled to light her world 
from a little cart pulled into the middle 
of the street. Truly, it is comic opera in 
all senses of tlio word. And now, when 
Sullivan’s tuneful “Gondoliers” is 
brought out we are treated to a perform- 
ance of it by an English company of 
such rank ability that they are obliged 
to return homo by the next steamer 
while Sir Arthur himself immediately 
starts for America to see what it was all 
about. One c impany and opera, how- 
ever, is excepted from the list of failures, 
namely, Aronson’s flist company and 
“The Brigands.” Seldom has a comic 
opera with better music and better 
artists been heard in Boston; our only 
hope is that before long an improvement 
may be heard on the present combina- 
tion of horse-play, senseless music and 
sleepy dialogue known as the comic 
•opera.

Rights of A hb u tors in Highways. 

The right of land owners in the high- 
way adjoining are somewhat peculiar. In 
theory tlio title to tlio laud of the high- 
way is vested in the owner of the ad- 
joining lund to the middle of the road; 
but this title is subject to tlio superior 
rights of the public to puss over the 


same, and to make such passage safe and 
pleasant. 

The owner of the adjacent, Innd lias 
the exclusive right to the grass, firewood 
and wild or cultivated fruit that mny 
griYV by the roadside, Ho may use the 
sand, gravel, loam or irons at the road- 
side subject to the superior rights of tlio 
public officers in control of the highway 
who have the first, right to use any road 
material for repair of iho road anywhere 
within their town or city. 

No other person than the owner has 
the right to allow his cattle to stop aud 
fend upon the roadside, yet any one may 
drive his cattle along the road, using 
reasonable! earn to koop them moving. 

If fruit or nut trees grow along the 
rondsidc, entirely on the road, the ow- 
ner has exclusive right to the fruits or 
nuts (if lie enn get them) and others are 
stealing in the eye of the law when they 
take them, lust ns much as if the fruit 
grew inside the fence, and this applies even 
to fruit or nuts which have fallen to the 
ground. 

The public has a right to uso the road 
for peaceable passage and for nothing 
else, it lias no right to gather in crowds 
disturbing your peace or to insult you in 
any way while passing. And on the other 
hand you must not in any way obstruct 
the passago of the public along the road 
by piling your wood there, or leaving 
your wagons or other obstructions iu the 
way or roadside, and if any ono meets 
with an accident in consequence of such 
carelessness, you arc liable for damages in 
a private suit, and to pay a fine also for 
obstructing travel. 

The street. wall or fence must be en- 
tirely on the land of the abuttor, and not 
half on each side of the line, as is often 
done with division fences. 

Whenever a road is for any causo dis- 
continued, the whole right of its unob- 
structed use reverts to tlio abuttors to 
the middle of the road. 

Ornamontal, or shade, or other trees 
planted along the public road must be 
planted by consent of the public officers 
in charge and where they direct; and 
these officers have a right to cut down or 
prune any treo which interferes with pub- 
lic travel; but they have no right to re- 
move tlio wood without the cousent of 
the owner of the land adjoining. 

The city or town is obliged to tako 
care of the water which runs along tlio 
roads, so that it shall not damage the 
adjoining lands, and on the other hand, 
the owner of adjoining land must take 
care that the water running from his 
land does not injure the highway. — Mas- 
sachusetts Ploughmau.

The electric light can nlso be made to 
give a very beautiful effect in illumina- 
ting garden fountains.

An arc-lamp directs its light di- 
rectly through this plate into the column 
of water rising vertically above it, and the 
enclosed air, togatlier with the broken 
surfaces of the jet, scatters this li lu in 
all directions, thus giving t lie liquid the 
appearance of being self-luminous. The 
color of the illumination is varied by 
means of tinted slides passed horizontal- 
ly beneath tho glass plate iu the roof of 
the vault. A very handsome display of 
this description was made at the Paris 
Exhibition this voar.

Here they have all the 
pleasures ami benefits of a home, attend- 
ing school regularly and being cared for as 
one large family. From here they are 
taken by persons wishing boys, who will 
provide them good homes and treatment, 
and one of the strictest requirements is to 
send the home boy to school three months 
of eacli year, a lady being employed by the 
society to visit and see that they are well 
eared for after leaving the home. A large 
number were in attendance.

HONOR THE STARS AM) STRIPES. 


FLAG PRESENTED TO THE HIGH SCHOOL, 
RECEIVED WITH IMPRESSIVE CEREMONIES. 


Kriglit Simulant ptrenkud with crimson hues, 

The ardent dye by glory given— 

Whose glow the argent ground imbues, 

From Faith’s own snowy mantle riveu, 

Thy constellated stats are rayed 
In hope’s clou I timed Held of blue. 

Where, though thy warmer color* fade, 

They gleam lorever bright and true. 

The City Hall was filled to overflowing 
last evening upon tlie occasion of tlie re- 
ception of tlie flag presented to the New- 
ton high school by Clias Ward Post 02. 
Every seat was occupied and tlie aisles 
and all available space held their comple- 
ment of interested and loyal spectators 
.who gla lly pay honor to a flag which 
symbolizes tlie stability of our Republi- 
can form of government and is associated 
with tlie sacred memories of momentous 
struggle for the preservation of the na- 
tion. Upon the platform were seated 
tlie members of Chas. Ward Post, the 
speakers and members of tlie city coun- | 
cil, tlie high school pupils occupying 1 
seats in tlie auditorium. Ex- Alderman 
N. II. Chadwick presided. 

Tlie exercises opened with music by j 
the Waltham braid, followed by a prayer 
by Chaplain S. E. Morse of the Post, 
singing by the high school and post, and 
an address by Rev. Francis B. Horn- 
brooke of which Hie following is an ab- 
stract. 

There may he those, said the speaker, 
who think it unnecessary to pay special 
honor to the flag. It may seem to such 
to be a simple piece of bunting; but to 
the patriotic heart it is not tlie mere 
looks of the flag that commands rever- 
ence and homage— it is what it repre- 
sents and the memories that it awakens. 
Tlie nation ou tlie surface may seem to 
consist of a vast number of people toiling 
fora little treasure, but tlie nation’s 
memories are associated witli grander 
thoughts. Tlie empty coat sleeve hang- 
ing in tlie closet may possess little 
meaning to the stranger, hut to the par- , 
out it brings back sacred memories of 
tlie past. Tlie glorious memories of 
Faneuil Hall adds lustre to its walls amt , 
so it is with a nation’s history. 

Tlie stars and stripes floating from the 
mast head means tiiat we are members 
of a great nation whose boundaries are ( 
the oceans; it means protection to the 
lowest as well as to tlie highest individu- 
al who can claim the proud title of mi 
American citizen. The memories that 
cluster around it remind us of the states- 
men and soldiers of the past, of those 
who made deatli beautiful in tlie defence 
of native laud. [Applause. | 

We are here this evening to pay hom- 
age to tlie flag and to welcome it gladly. 
The man is poorly educated who does 
not feel a thrill nt gladness as lie looks 
upon his country’s flag, the flag that 
symbolizes and serves to keep alive the 
foices and memories it repieseuts. 1 
was too young to engage in tlie struggle 
of tlie war, hut I should have been deaf, 
dumb and blind had 1 not been thrilled 
with the patriotism of tlie hour. Those 
memorable battles taught me to feel that 
the flag meant tlie independence of Ha- 
state, the preservation of tlie Union ami 
the safety of the hearthstone. We can- 
not have wars to teach patriotism; such 
instruction is too expensive in tlie loss 
of life ami in tlie desolation of home. In 
tiia schools throughout tlie laud it is tlie 
very attitude in which you stand to 
wards the flag that you become educated 
in tlie true spirit of patriotism. It is 
for you to live und act, tiiat tlie flag will 
represent less and less tiiat which is un 
worthy and uioio that is grand and glo- 
rious. The lesson that 1 w wild wish to 
impress upon your mind and heart is 
that you are lieie to do service for your 
native laud. Wherever you miv be 
may your hearts always beat in glad res 
nonse to every high call of your country.

There are colo- 
nels nnd there are colonel*, -aid Mr. Slo- I 
cum, some who have won their shoulder | 
straps by service in the army and some 
who have never won them. F feel like one 
of the colonels who never won hi* badge, 
yet I love to sit at the feet of the grand 
army and learn the lesson of patriotism. 
The grand army was imbued with patrio- 
tism Hiid honor for the Hug, ami judging 
from the crowd tiiat has gathered here this 
evening, we may assume that patriotism is 
not yet dend in this city. What other oc- 
casion would bring such number*. It is to 
pay homage to the dear old Hag; why 
should we not he proud of it— tin* Hag of 
tin* greatest nation nnd most glorious Re- 
public that ever existed. It i* known 
nnd honored throughout the earth. Not a 
stripe lias ever been polluted or a -tar 
ora-ed. It bears the motto of “Liberty 
and Union, now and forever, one and in- 
separable. [Applause] It floats Aver a 
nation where all men are free and equal. 
The government is instituted hereto pro- 
tect all, and Hint government is gov- 
erned by the consent of the governed. 

I ’an any flag float over a grander nation? 
Our Revolutionary fathers planned the 
glorimiH building, hut it was the grand 
army who completed the structure to the 
top, nnd the country stands grand ami glo- 
riou * to-day because of its labors upon it. 
We have reaped the fruit from the carnage 
of war, and it is through these memorable 
struggles that we enjuv our present peace 
and security. Other nations have been 
benefitted, and in the old world the people 
are recognizing tlie right of the people to 
govern. On this continent Brazil has de- 
clared for our form of government. 

We are proud of tlie record ot the past 
and proud of tlie country we love. Let 
us never forget what the* flag cost. Let 
us remember the flags that were ruturued 
to tlie state house, torn with Hbot and 
shell, stained with blood and powder: 
let us remember tlie brave men who de- 
fended these flags that we might enjoy 
the priveligcs that are now ours. Let us 
not torget tlie sufferings of individuals. 
There are men here tonight who can tell 
of Bufferi gand who bear it in their bod- 
ies; let us remember tlie defenders of the 
flag who suffered the horrors of the 
Southern prison pens. I allude to tiiese 
things that we may not forget how much 
tlie flag cost. There is a cathedral in 
England that connects the England of 
the Piaiitcgaoets with the England of 
Victoria; there are those here tonight 
wlio connect tlie republic of today wirh 
tlie tottering republic of tlie past. We 
will cherish these men tiiat we may glean 
from them new lessons of ho ( »e and cour- 
age. Let us endeavor to earnestly a pre- 
ciate and clierisit all that God has given 
to us. | Applause.] 

The post, at the conclusion of Mr. Slo- 
cum’s address rendered " tramp. Tramp, 
Tramp, the Boys are Marchiug.” Rev. 
J. B. Gould was then introduced and 
spoke eloquently. He congratulated tlie 
members of the post tiiat it had fallen to 
their lot to battle for the suppression of 
the rebellion. It was only a few years 
ago, ho added, that tlie sounds of mar- 
lial music were heard in the streets, that 
news was received of the clashing of arms, 
tiiat. tlie loyal women ministered to the 
si -k and wounded.

The reports of the secretary and 
treasurer of the club were read and tho 
review of the past year was a most satis- 
factory one. The club now has 113 mem- 
bers and is in a sound financial condition. 
It* work ha* been successful and of an 
important character, especially in uuited 
religious labor by the several Congrega- 
tional churches of the city. 

Upon assuming the chair President 
Sloejxn spoke briefly, alluding to the 
advantages of the club in the line of 
broad religious discussions. lie ex- 
pressed bis thanks for the honor cou- 
terred in electing him to the office of 
president, and said that his best en- 
deavors would be put forward to dis- 
charge his duties satisfactorily. 

Ou motion of Mr. J. F. U. Hyde, a 
vote of thanks was extended to the 
retiring president, Mr Harwood. It was 
voted on motion of Mr. G. D. Gilman to 
send the congratulations of the Newton 
Club to the president of the Pitsfield 
Ciun, Rev. W. E. Siorum. a brother of 
Mr. W. S. Slocum, president of the New- 
ton Congregational club. 

The address of the evening was 
delivered by Rev. Arthur Little. D. D., 
of Dorchester. His subject was “An In- 
tenegnum in American Literature." In 
opening, he spoke of the literary ability 
of Emerson and Longfellow. Has their 
deaths, be said, left a vacancy uutilied? 
Will there he no other bright stars in the 
field of Americau autbois and writers? 
America is yet young: must we say that 
her golden age of literature lies iu the 
past? Some foreign criticism ot Am- 
erican authors allude to their wriings as 
spasmodic efforts for originality. Prof. 
Tyler in his history of American litera- 
ture divides it into two periods, the first 
between 1607-1076; the second between 
1670-1765. Of the first peri-'d men catud 
lit t le tor literature tor its own sake*, but 
as a means of spreading their ideas to 
found a new English commonwealth. 
Tlie religious writings were predomin- 
ant. During the second period, a class 
of writers came up who were educated 
in this country and this period witnessed 
the rise of the American journalist 
Tlie literature of this time m New Eng- 
land was rugged, speculative, analytical 
and devout. This glauce backward? 
said tlie lecturer, gives us au opportunity 
to better understand the period of Am- 
erican literature between 1765 and 1825, 
a period during which great state papers 
were written, a period in winch Adams, 
Jefferson and Hamilton figured. Is it 
because of the mists of time that these 
men appear to us now as colossal. It 
w as during this period that our literature 
attracted attention abroad and added 
lustre to tlie American nation. Who is 
to take the places of our great w liters; 
upon whom will the mantle of Mrs. 
Stowe fall? There are pioductive and 
non-productive periods in literature. 
Aie the lowlands or the heights before 
us; is this a creative epoch; do the re- 
quisite conditions exist tor literary 
advancement? There is a high premium 
now on literary amateurs. Such writers 
may not achieve greatness. It lias been 
said that no scholars have graduated 
from our colleges since 1854. The 
tendency of the age is utilitarian, sec- 
tarian, materialistic. It was said by a 
witty writer tiiat “llarward” is now 
clamoring for compulsory football and 
optional prayers. This tendency has 
decreased the number of higher educated 
men and women. There are few states- 
men today; there are many millionaires 
iu the United States seuate. Iu the early 
days of colleges, the teaching ami in- 
fluence of religion was felt; to-day it is 
tlie plan to reduce tlie moral and reli- 
gious influences to a minimum. The in- 
debtedness literary men of the past owed 
to tlie Bible may nut bo measured. It 
maybe truly said that the development 
of a nation’s literature is but a chapter in 
its religious history. It was Rabbi 
Schindler who said: “Wherever the 
Bible lias been circulated and lead, the 
Jews have never been persecuted.” 

We live in u money making age. It is 
the desire for wealth tiiat makes our 
brains tired. The hoi izou is shutting iu 
on our visions aud if tlie process con- 
tinues, need we wonder tiiat tlieie is uo 
production iu literature? The tendency 
of tlie times is amusement aud money. 
We forget that the eagle cannot soar 
unless somewhere there are commanding 
heights to be reached. Wlieu England 
becomes agnostic or atheistic, she will 
never produce another Gt-oige Eliot. 
The dominant power ut all writing 
sculpture und painting is the supernat- 
ural power, a vivid sense of the soul’s 
relation to the unseen. If thcic is 
supremacy of uiiml over matter, we shall 
get a careless, pulseless life; we shall 
miss the sacred ami mystic chartu iu 
writing. Materialistic tendency means 
death to moral earnestness While it i< 
true tiiat there is uothiug great ou earth 
but man, it is also true that there is 
nothing great in man Uu t mind. There 
will, of course, be noble writers as long 
as there are noble meii aud women iu the 
world. [Applause.j

THE COTTAGE HOSPITAL. 

ANNUAL CORPORATION MEETING HELD IN 
THE ELIOT CHURCH. 

The annual meeting of the Cottage 
Hospital Corporation was held in tho 
chapel of Eliot church, Monday aftor- 
noon. Mr. E. W. Converse occupiod tho 
chair. His address, ns president, review- 
ing tho work of tho past year was road 
by Secretary Wbiston, as follows: 
PRESIDENT CONVERSE’S REPORT. 

The reports to be presented at this 
meeting by the trustees and the treasur- 
er, will give you tho detail of the work 
accomplished in the care of the sick at 
the Hospital duriug the past year. 

Satisfactory progiess has been made, 
and the great usefulness of this institu- 
tion becomes more apparent every year 
of its existence 

Tbo Ladies Aid association, ns in for- 
mer years, lias been most efficient and 
successful in its efforts in behalf of the 
Hospital. The opening of tho Leeson 
ward for women in May last, furnished 
increased and much-ueeded accommoda- 
tion lor female patients, and is a con- 
stant reminder of the geuerosity and 
public spirit of the donor. 

We still need two more buildings, one 
a sin ill detached home for contagious 
diseases, the other for a morgue. There 
should he as little delay iu erecting the 
latter as possible, as there Is now no 
proper place in tho hospital for the tem- 
porary care of the dead. 

Tiie visiting physiciaus, upon whose 
geuerous aid aud co-operation we so 
much rely, have unselfishly given their 
services to the sick, and are entitled to 
our earnest thanks For tho future, I 
think we may confidently expect tho sym- 
pathy, co-operation ana generous finan- 
cial support of our citizens in carrying on 
the work of this most usetul institution. 

The trustees’ report was also read by 
the secretary. It contained much valu- 
able information aud several important 
suggestions. The document is appended 
in full: 

TRUSTEES REPORT. 

This meeting closes the ninth year of 
the corporate life of the Newton Cottage 
Hospital and Us fourth year of active 
service in the care of the sick. Although 
its career has been brief, it can tell of 
much useful work, by no means the 
least important part of which is, that we 
have been able to set a pattern for our 
sister cities to copy. A leading Boston 
physician said not long ago that in his 
opinion the Newton Cottage Hospital 
has done most valuable missionary 
work; it has shown other cities what 
could be done and has stimulated them 
to follow its example. 1 am sure we, as 
a corporation, rejoice that our work lias 
been useful, not only in our own sphere 
of labor, but iu this larger way of being 
helpful to other coinmu i ties. 

The uses of the Hospital have been 

I ierfonned during the past year, we be- 
ieve, in a satisfactory manner to all 
concerned, if we may judge from the ex- 
pressed opinious of patients and their 
friends, and from the words of common- 
poor, all being chosen afterwards iu dation from the attending physicians, as 
joint convention. ** tl »« , , u n t l e . rD ! tl management of the hos- 

• * ■ • ■ • • pital. I his is of course due to the con- 

stant efforts of our matron and her elfi 
cient co-workers. 

But the life of an institution, as with 
an individual, is not really satisfactory 
unless there is constaut progress, or at 
least an effort for something better. So 
we are not satisfied with our present at- 
tainments. There are other kinds of 
work within our province which we are 
not yet fitted to perform. We need to 
have the means for the care of conta- 
gious diseases. Diphtheria and scarlet 
fever appear In our community from 
time to time, and our physicians aud the 
Board of Health are at a loss to know 
how properly to isolate and care for the 
cases. The trustees of the Hospital 
have offered to give the land and super- 
vise the construction of the building 
and care for ihu patients, if the city 
will appropriate the needed funds for 
the building. It is pleasant to record 
that the mayor iu Ids recent inaiiguaiil 
address recommended tho city council to 
provide the means for the erection of 
these buildings. 

We hope also to have iu tho near fu- 
ture bettor accommodations for private 
patients. It will bo seen by the Treas- 
urer’s report that the sum of $3,000 is 
already accumulated for this purpose, 
and it is not i til possible that the coming 
summer may see this ward built, as we 
have never yet made known a need of

tho season, and has been a happy homo 
to many helpless invalids. The room 
formerly used ms a women’s ward has 
boon occupied ns a dormitory for nurses, 
containing six beds. This has enabled 
us to increase somewhat our number of 
pupil-nurses. Of these, however, wo 
have only five now onneeted with the 
hospital, one having recently been 
obliged to leave oil account, of ill health, 
and several others, for various leasons, 
having remained but a short time. 

Tho committee feel that the trustees 
have great cause for congratulation in 
the admirable efficiency and faithfulness 
of tbe matron. Miss Palmer. In every 
emergency, oven when others fail, her 
intelligent watchfulness can he trusted 
to permit no interest of the hospital or 
its patients to suffer. .Miss Palmer has 
boon ably supported by .Miss Peters, who 
has filled satisfactorily the position of 
head-nurse through tho yonr. 

Tho pupil-nurses have done good 
service in the hospitnl work, aud have 
been in much demand by tho physicians 
for service in families, when they could 
be spared from the Hospital. For such 
servico they have returned compensation 
to the Hospital amounting during the 
year to $518.15. They also bring back 
reports of their conduct from their em- 
ployers, which have usually been en- 
tirely satisfactory, and sometimes have 
expressed tho warmest appreciation. 

Tho janitor and tho cook, Mr. and 
Mrs. Barrett, who had given us excellent 
service since tho first opening of the 
Hospital, recently resigned their posi- 
tions. Tho committee found ’it impossi- 
ble to obtain a satisfactory married cou- 
ple, and have therefore engaged single 
persons for tho respective places, which 
are now occupied by Frank Devlin as 
janitor aud Hilda Tony as cook. 

There has been tho usual prevalence of 
typhoid fever iu the city during tho au- 
tumn months. Tho Hospital has had 24 
typhoid cases, some of them of very se- 
vere type; five of the deaths wore from 
this cause Malarial fever, which we 
have heard of for years as gradually 
creeping up tho Con leeticut valley, and 
then coming with a bound to Framing- 
ham, last year made itself severely felt 
in our city, and, if anything, has been 
still more severe this past season. Tho 
Hospital lias had 14 cases this year, and 
has cared for them with most gratifying 
results. For this wearing disorder,! ho 
situation of the Hospital— high, breezy, 
on dry gravelly soil, is the best possible. 

We have still no accommodations for 
contagious diseases. The committee, it) 
conference with tbe Medical Board, con- 
sidered carefully the needs of the city in 
this respect, and prepared a statement 
on the subject, which was printed in tbe 
Newton papers. They also addressed a 
communication to the city government, 
earnestly asking that some adequate ef- 
forts should be made to fulfil the duty 
which the haw requires of tho city in re- 
gard to accommodations for coutagious 
diseases, and also iu regard to a morgue. 

Nothing has yet been actually accom- 
plished; but on the lltli of this month, 
his Honor the Mayor and tho Board of 
Health, by invitation of tho committee, 
met the committee on conference, at the 
Hospital, and evincod so intelligent an 
appreciation of the matter, as to rouse 
our hopes that something may shortly 
be done. It probably will be well foi us 
at the earliest day to have careful plans 
and estimates prepared, ill consultation 
with the Medical Board, that we may be 
prepared to co-operate effectively as 
soon as the city government is ready to 
act. Cases of scarlet fever are already 
appearing, for the care of which no ade- 
quate provision exists. It is hardly 
possible that we shall escape another 
epidemic of diphtheria this winter. If 
it comes and is severe, there is every 
reason to suppose that many lives will bo 
lost which might be saved if our ward 
were only ready. 

We rarely have occasion to complaiu 
of ttie ingratitude of patients. But it 
seems necessary now to report that one 
ungrateful man, whose legs were both 
badly fractured— one very badly, and 
who received the best care and attention 
at the Hospital gratuitously for three 
months, has now brought suit against 
three of our surgeous, for a bend in the 
leg, which appears to have been c*used 
wholly by liis own unauthorized and 
premature removal of the splint with 
which he left the Hospital. The com- 
mittee has regarded it as its duty to as- 
sume the charge of the legal defence of 
the surgeons. 

For the better protection of the IIos- 

E ital, a slight modification of the rules 
as been adopted, upon recommendation 
of the Medical Board, requiring that the 
consulting surgeous shall be called in 
consultation in all cases of dislocation of 
the hip aud elbow joiuts, and iu all frac- 
tures iuvolving joiuts. 

Our Medical Board and Staff continue 
to perform their charitable duties har- 
moniously aud to our great satisfaction. 
In addition to their care of the patients, 
they have given, as was promised at the 
beginning of the year, a most useful 
course of lectures to the pupil-nurses. 
A similar course is arranged for the com- 
ing year. There is no change in the 
membership of the staff for the next 
year, but slight changes in the arrange- 
ments of tho times of service. The list 
for the year is appended .

The Trustees regret that pressure of 
business and frequent absence from the 
city have compelled Mr. (Jon verse to re- 
sign liis office of President of the Cor- 
poration : they are much gratified, how- 
ever, that he consents to remain a mem- 
ber of the Board. 

Our sincere thanks are dim and are 
cordially rendered to the Ni-wton Hos- 
pital Aid association, the Ncwtonville 
Woman’s Guild aud to all the kind 
friends who by contributions of money 
and useful things of various kinds, have 
nobly assisted us in our work, and also 
to the members of tbe Medical Board 
and .Staff, who, by their careful consid- 
eration of matters pertaining to the 
Hospital aud their valuable services iu 
the care of the sick, have made possible 
the efficient, harmonious and orderly 
woikiug of the institution. 

The whole number of patients admitt- 
ed during the year IKSit is Ml— til male 
and 80 female. The number iu the hos- 
pital Dec 31 was 12. The largest num- 
ber at any one time wus 28. The num- 
ber of deaths for the year was 12.

An Inundation. 

There is nothing more strnneo than 
tlio influence of an opprobrious epithet 
or the power of somo offensive word. 
The ouilhet or the word takes the placo 
of an argument, and grown men are con- 
vinced by the calling of names. ’'“Free 
Trado” is an economic theory upheld by 
many of tlio ablest political economists 
of all timoB and countries, and yet in 
this city of Newton nro peoplo (other- 
wise of sound mind) to whom the very 
words carry their own condemnation as 
of Bomothing essentially diabolic. 
Shakospcaro somewhere says, “Very 
good orntors, when tlioy arc out, they 
will spit.” When tlio Protectionist 
orator "is out” ho shouts "pauper 
labor,” or "paupor wages” and the 
orowd thinks he has proved something. 
No dog of noblest lineage could seem 
dignified with a tin can attached tc his 
tail, and no reform can command our 
full respoct if in somo unlucky momeut 
a cunning enemy can seourely (ix upon it 
tlio ignominy of "un-American.” Once 
more; wo ofton hoar the word "inunda- 
tion” used without much explanation, as if 
perhaps the term itself, like tho fact it 
stands for, covered everything. Wo are 
told that if tlio Tariff Wall iB lowered wo 
shall ho "inundated I” What a terriblo 
misfortune! But wait a minute, inun- 
dated with what? Why. with those 
things that tho Wall keeps out of course. 
Yos, the Protectionist says, the country 
will be flooded with woolens, and cot- 
tons, and glass waro and hardware and 
potatoes and salt; yes. wo shall be inun- 
dated. An inundation of that nature 
seems to a Tariff Reformer rather a good 
sort of a thing. 

England is at present suffering from 
just such an "inundation.” The whole 
island Is covered with a terrible flood of 
sugar. Germany and France have been 
paying their sugar refiners handsomely 
to send their sugar to England, and tho 
United States has been helping in a 
small way to keep tlio flood at full 
height. Tho result of this deluge of 
sweetness has been to make sugar cheap 
in England and dear in Germany, France 
and the United States. Just at this 
point the Protectionist will say, "Ah, 
the English sugar refineries will he in- 
jured!” Blit he does not tell us that to 
offset the injury to one industry two 
now ones have aiisen. 

France had been making confectionery 
for the world, hut w'hcti her ships carried 
che ip sugar to England they carried tlio 
candy making industry along with it. 

Besides getting control of the confec- 
tionery manufacture of tlio world Eng- 
land has become the great jam produc- 
ing country, and in the single county of 
Kent 50,000 persons are interested in tho 
growing of fruit to supply the demand 
of the jam factories. English jams are 
in tho stores of Newton today. Why 
should wo send to England for rasp- 
berries, and strawberries and blackber- 
ries, and currants and the rest? Be- 
cause a tax of 82 per cent, on sugar and 
35 per ceut. on jam gives the English 
manufacturer some 50 per cent, the ad- 
vantage of us. Because we are so afraid 
of an inundation of sugar! Lot us have 
cheap sugar! Let us use our own fruits! 
Let us help our farmers! Let us put 
American jams in the shops of Newton! 
Let us bo inundatod ! 


A Nation’s Shame. 

Near the close of Mr. Garrison’s schol- 
arly address on Wool delivered at the 
late dinner of the Club occurs the follow- 
ing passage:— 

In London, however Americans may 
differ about the tariff, tlioy agree upon 
one thing, and that is going at once to a 
tailor for an outfit. Liko a good Ameri- 
can, I did tho same last summer, and the 
tailor, having no prejudice against Amer- 
ican gold, solicited a continuance of my 
patronage, and offered to send me sam- 
ples from which to order at homo. I ex- 
plained to him that, with the duty 
added, it were as well for mo to bhy in 
Boston. "O,” ho said, "you don’t un- 
derstand. We send you two invoices, 
tlie smaller of which you show to the 
Custom-house, hut remit us a check for 
tho other.” 1 naturally resented being 
taken for a perjurer. "People all do it,” 
he added in justification, “and if it were 
not for my American trade 1 could not 
live.” 

"People nil doit!” No, not all! But 
they who have leisure for travel and cul- 
ture. they who have wealth for educa- 
tion and helpful environment, they who 
are supposed to represent the best and 

tho highest in tho Nation, they "all 

do it.” And tho London tailors live be- 
cause tlie Americans aro perjurers and 
clicats! What shall wo say of the sys- 
tem which teaches men to live thus; 
"By their fruits shall ye know them!” 
We have planted the thorns and thistles 
of injustice and personal greed; can we 
complain if tlie only fruit is lying and 
sellishuesH. Mr. Garrison says he re- 
sented being taken for a perjurer. As 
the resentment passed out of sight what 
a feeling of humiliation for his country 
must have conic in its place. Oh ! tlie 

eternal dishonor of it: "Ho is an 

American, therefore lie will perjure him- 
self. They ull do it!” O, shame to the 
Republic. 

What Vermont Says About Subsidies. 

President Harrison in his message rec- 
ommends that we should grant subsidies 
to ships in foreign trado as the best 
means of recovering our long lost busi- 
ness. Now what a delightful thing this 
is for tlie farmer to contemplate. Out of 
liis tuxes which are paid on his woolens, 
gluss, sugar and nearly every thing else, 
Mr. Harrison proposes to take money 
and pay to ships to tuko away to other 
countries manufacturers’ goods which 
are already protected, and to bring back 
to the farmer taxed goods for him to pay 
on again. That is, the consumer who 
already is taxed so heavily, is to give the 
manufacturer still more io order that tlio 
manufacturer may scud his goods cheap- 
ly to a country from which the consumer 
can get nothing very desirable without 
paying a duty on it. in still other words, 


the government having already entered 
into partnership with the manufacturers, 
now propose to go into partnership with 
the steamship owners, and it is tho agri- 
culturalists who arc going to pay tlie hills 
chiefly. 

Now a protective tariff, ns Mr. Wells 
says, is intended primarily to obstruct 
foreign tiado. Chill it by a different 
name if you w ish, hut it is intended to 
keep foreign products out, or put them 
at a disadvantage. Having put them at 
such a disadvantage as to almost destroy 
our shipping, it is proposed by our in- 
genious president ami his party to re- 
cover that which tlioy lmvo lost, by pay- 
ing out the people’s money to bring tlie 
foreign trado to our ports whore it is to 
find the saino difliculties which have al- 
ready spoiled its successful operation. 
Ono is reminded by this kind of logic, of 
the statement of the deacon before tho 
parish meeting. Said ho: "Gentlemen, 
you sco if you will all of you pay a lectio 
more, von won’t any of you have to pay 
so much.”— Tariff Reform Record, Brat- 
tlchoro, Vt.

NEW ENGLAND IRON INDUSTRIES. 


EXTRACT FROM PKI.EO MCFARLIN’S LET- 
TER IN BOSTON JOURNAL. 


"May it not be that my friend lias fallen 
somewhat into a common error in fail- 
ing to discriminate hotweou an cxcessivo 
and unjust tariff and a reasonable and 
equitable one? Ho says ho "believes in 
tLo principle of protection.” So do I. 
But wheu I consider that this country 
can to-day produce iron about as cheap- 
ly as any foreign country without dis- 
turbing labor, and that we aro, neverthe- 
less, paying nearly $7 per ton duty on 
pig iron, I am forced to conclude that a 
radical reduction is in order. No other 
great and leading industry in this coun- 
tro is compelled to carry an impost bur- 
den on its crude materials in any sense 
comparable to that now laid upon iron. 
Why, then, is it uot exactly in line with 
tho true protective principle to ask for 
an cquitablo adjustment of this excess- 
ive duty? 

"Something more than ten years ago 
Mr. Garlleld was harassed by a running 
lire of criticism, because, in discussing 
tlio tariff, lit maintained that "stable 
equilibrium” for which I am contending 
to-day. I will quote liis words: "I be- 
lieve we ought to seek that point of sta- 
ble equilibrium somewhere between a 
prohibitory tariff on tlio one hand and a 
tariff that gives no protection on the 
other hand. What is that point of sta- 
ble equilibrium? In my judgment it is 
tli is : ‘A rate so high that foreign pro- 
ducers cannot flood our market and 
break down our homo manufacturers, but 
not so high as to keep them out altogeth- 
er. enabliug our manufacturers to com- 
bine and raise the price, nor so high as 
to stimulate ail unnatural and unhealthy 
growth of manufactures.” ’ 

Again, Mr. Garfield says: "I stood on 
the equator, and there insisted that the 
true doctrine was tlie point of stable 
equilibrium where we could hold a tariff 
that would not bo knocked down every 
timo tlio free traders got into power, and 
boosted up every timo the protectionists 
got into power. I have held that equita- 
ble ground throughout, and held it 
against the assaults now from oue side 
and now from the other, and I estimate 
it one of the greatest of my achieve- 
ments in public lifo to have held that 
equipoise.” 

While tho regions west and south of 
New England have little to fear from 
foreign competition, we, owing to our 
location on this easterly coast, must de- 
pend somewhat upon foreign countries 
for our crude materials, it cannot ho 
counted strange that in a country witii 
such a vast area, there should be found a 
region, lying on its seaboard boundary, 
whero certain foreign products are near- 
er, in terms of cost, than our native pro- 
ducts which lie in the distant interior. 
Sucli aro tlio conditions to-day with 
some of our Atlantic States. These aro 
immutable conditions, which cannot bo 
iguored; for no Congress eau repeal, or 
successfully amend, tlie fixed laws of 
God. Alia, should the West or the 
South over bocomo so given over to 
greed, or so lacking in common patrio- 
tism, as to seek to hold this New Eng- 
land market through tlio degredatiou of 
labor, there is a healthy public senti- 
lueut in this country which would 
thwart such ail unhallowed enterprise in 
its very inoipienoy! 

I hope my friend lias not fallen into 
the habit of keeping liis eyes so intently 
fixed oil Pennsylvania coal and iron 
mines that ho entirely overlooks tho si- 
lent forges, tlio empty workshops, and 
tlio deserted villages of New England. 
For, wheu we consent to surrender our 
iron industries, out of regard to West- 
ern labor, wo exemplify that kind of 
philanthropy which would compel two 
or three good New England mechanics to 
stand idle in order that oue Pennsylva- 
nia miner might continue employed. 

Let me hero repeat once again, that I 
have never advocated free pig iron. 1 
have advocated a duty of 24 per cent on 
pig iron, which will amply protect tlie j 
West and South. I advocate putting 
coal and iron ore on tho free list be- i 
cause tlioy are strictly raw materials. 
Consider for a momeut that tho great 
hoot and shoe business of New England 
lias free raw materials and is pmspci- 
iug; and the cotton business of New ] 
England lias free raw materials and is 
flourishing; that tlio paper manufactur- 
ers of New England have free raw mate- 
rials ami are amassing fortunes: and 

then reflect that the iron industries of 
New England have about 70 per cent 
duty laid on their raw inutei ials and are 
terribly depressed! Do you not think 
wo aro being most unmercifully "hit” 
when compared with tlie other great 
New England industries?

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THE COLLECTORS HIP. 


The movement to remove Collector 
Saltonstall, which was endorsed by the 
Boston Journal under the flimsy pretense 
that it was for a toward for the public 
service, has been emphatically condemned 
by every oilier Republican paper. Ex- 
Collector Worthington of the Boston 
Traveller was the most outspoken in his 
remarks, and says that the action of the 
Journal can only be characterized as 
‘‘unfair, cowardly and brutal” and that 
the Journal knows that he is not in- 
capacitated by illness from attending to 
his duties, that no intorost has sufferred 
or is likely to suffer under Collector Sal- 
tonsiall, and that tho Journal knows 
“the unfairness aud falsity of its 
charges.” This is pretty strong, but Mr. 
Worthingtou is not a man given to con- 
cealing his sentiments, and ho says that it 
is much better to be honest and direct, 
and adds: “If Collector Saltoustall’s 
resignation or removal is wanted on the 
ground that he is a Democrat, or be- 
cause some aspiraut for his place is tired 
of waiting for the office and the salary, 
let this be frankly stated, but the charge 
of incapacity or of inattention to duty, or 
inefficiency from any cause, is not only 
false, but it is cowardly.” 

If the Journal’s utterances were made 
to test public seutiment, those who 
advised such a course are probably 
abundantly satistied that there is a 
strong civil service reform sentiment in 
Boston and vicinity, and that the great 
majority believe in keeping the pledges 
made before election. Collector Sal* 
tonhtall has managed the affairs of the 
Custom House with perfect satisfaction 
to all, and the civil service rules have 
been enforced there more closely than at 
any other Custom House in the country. 
He has lived up to the regulations aud 
been a faithful, able and conscientious 
official. It may bo said in behalf of the 
Journal that it probably did not- have 
any relish for the task it undertook, and 
probably it is secretly pleased that it 
bailed. But it would be much better to 
be honest and aboveboard about the 
■ matter. If his place is wanted for a 
supporter of the administration, who 
cannot wait until Mr. Saltoustall’s term 
expires, let it be said so plainly, put it 
down as a purely partisau move, aDd not 
cloak it under any hypocritical pre- 
teucee. 

Collector Saltonstall’s friends and 
neighbors here in Newtou were very 
indignant at the covert attack made 
upon him, and are much pleased with 
the maimer in which the Traveller and 
the other Kepublicau papers have stood 
up for him and told the truth, regardless 
of consequences. Throe mouths is not a 
long time to wait, aud the perquisites of 
those three mouths are hardly worth the 
odium that has been iucurred by misrep- 
resenting one of the best Collectors 
Boston ever had. 


THE NEWTON VILLE POST-OFFICE. 


Outsiders can hardly appreciate the 
intensity of feeling that prevails in Xew- 
touviile over the appointment of Post- 
master Turner’s successor. Some idea 
was given by the articles which ap- 
peared in the Boston Herald this week, 
which are summarized elsewhere. A 
substantial rnajoiity of the Republicans 
who use the office aie in favor of Post- 
master Turner’s reappointment, and 
those who remember what the office was 
when he (list took hold of it, and the 
gieut contrast presented now, w ill hardly 
be surprised at the strong feeling in favor 
of giving him another term, as a murk 
of appreciation of the hard work he lias 
done and the great improvements he 
has mode. Doubtless Mr. Turner would 
have made much more money had he 
contented himself with runuiug things 
just as he found them aud not worked 
to improve the office, so that it would be 
a credit to the place aud give all the 
mail facilities that could he procured. 

This is the reason that the majority of 
Republicans there usk for his reappoints 
meut, and they evidently feel so strongly 
over the matter that a luilure to reap- 
point him will make trouble in the parly 
and for Congressman Caudle*. The di- 
vision of the spoils always makes 
trouble, and the Congressman probably 
wishes that there wus no such thing as 
an office in New tou ville. If he should 
recommend Mr. Turner, he would oifeud 
the friends of Mr. Colton, aud lie would 
doubtless like to have the President take 
hold of the case himself aud appoint Mr. 
Buigess, as the latter’s petition was in 
lii&t, aud he has u friend at court, iu the 


person of his brother-in-law, who is an , 
intimate friend of the President, and un- 
der this administration that will probably j 
count for more than Mr. Turner’s 
efficiency in « flico or Mr. Colton’s war 
record and Grand Army endorsement. ; 
The civil service reform theory is not yet 
applied to post offices. 

Mr. Burgess enjoys a high reputation j 
in the city, as is shown by the promi- 
nence nnd character of tho men who 
signed his polition, and if a change must 
bo made, ho will doubtless make a flrat 
class postmaster, and keep the office up 
to tho high standard it has reached un- 
der Mr. Turner, no easy task, and one in 
which Mr. Turner has found very little 
pecuniary profit, ns tho incidental ex- 
penses havo taken a largo slice from his 
salary. Tho Herald’s statement that tho 
office is worth to tho incumbent from 
$*2100 to $2500 depends altogether on 
how it is conducted. But if an official’s 
record in office is to have no influence in 
securing his reappointment, it is certainly 
not a paying policy to do any more than 
one is actually obliged to do, and a man 
could not be blamed for saving every- 
thing possible in anticipation of tho 
time when ho too would be turned out, 
to make room for a now man. There is 
a good deal of consolation iu a well-filled 
pocket book, and under tho present 
system there is no inducement for a post- 
master to do more than tho letter of the 
law compels him. Ho may bo public 
spirited, and exhaust himself iu accom- 
modating the public, but lio is turned 
out just as quick as tho wiser man who 
runs his offico with tho purpose of 
makiug all he can out of it. 

RAILROAD PASSES. 


Representative Gilman’s plan to havo 
all the railroad passes given to the mem- 
bers of the legislature by the Secretary 
of State, instead of by tho railroad di- 
rect, has beon endorsed almost unani- 
mously by the press, without regard to 
party, as it is felt that sotno moans 
should be takon to do away with the 
present system. Every member who 
travels on a pass is of course by so much 
under obligations to the railroad which 
gives it to him, and when matters affect- 
ing that railroad come up, ho is natural- 
ly uot ungrateful, aud by this means the 
great railroad corporations find the se- 
curing of favorable consideration for any 
of their schemes not a difficult matter. 
It is not in human nature uot to feel 
friendly to a corporation that does you a 
favor, aud the railroads probably look on 
it iu this manner, and regard the free 
passes a profitable investment, which it 
has proved to be. 

Nevertheless the feeling is prevalent 
that the time has come to curb the influ- 
ence of tho railroads over the legisla- 
ture, and Mr. Gilman's bill will tend in 
this direction. If the passes are issued 
be the Secretary of State, they will be 
looked upon as a part of the salary of 
the office, for which they are not indebt- 
ed to the railroads, and all matters that 
come up will then be regarded iu a more 
judicial light, and the interests of the 
State will be more apt to be protected. 
The bill is in some respects similar to 
the law uow iu force iu Connecticut, 
where they are rather ahead of us in 
some matters, although the railroad in- 
fluence had come to be eveu more of a 
scandal there, if possible, than it is 
here. 


The death of Prof. Francis Bowen of 
Harvard will be learued of with a sense 
of personal loss by a large portion of 
the graduates throughout the country. 
Since 1855, until within about a mouth, he 
has held the Alford professorship aud 
liiB work in the class-room had a wide- 
spread influeuce, as he taught his pupils 
the exercise of ilieir critical faculties, aud 
to distinguish between truth and error in 
philosophical matters. He did not aim 
to teach his owu system or what he him- 
self believed, but to coovey a comprehen- 
sive knowledge of all systems, aud his 
kindliness and honesty of character were 
such as to give him the respect and af- 
fection of all brought into intimate con- 
tact with him. As a writer he has won a 
high reputation aud he hud the honor of 
being the first American political 
economist. In his two books on that 
subject he advocated the principle of 
protection, but be never believed iu the 
extremes to which that doctrine has 
been carried of late years, as was shown 
by bis famous letter iu the last political t 
j campaign, when be advocated tariff re- 
, form and a return to the principles held 
' ten or twenty years before. It was one 
| of the curiosities of American politics 
: tiiat the great American expouentof the 
; doctrine of protection should himself be 
' dubbed a free-trader iu bis old age, al- 
j though he had nut in the least changed 
j bis views. 


! The question of taxation is attracting 
*oiue attention here iu Newtou, aud 
there is a pretty decided movemeut in 
i lavor of a more rigorous system of tax- 
iug laud. The loose methods that are 
admissible when laud is worth but u few 
: cents a foot become out of place when 
values iucrease, and no mau wants to pay 
a tax on more laud tliau he actually 
owns, while the city will lose if it does 
uot lay a tax on the full number of feet. 
An order lias been presented in the City 
Council apportioning money for tho 
establishment of what is called the block 
system. It was advocated iu the Com- 
, mou Council iu a strong speech by 
Councilman Collins, who explained it at 
some length, and its adopt iou would 
seem to be a great improvement. By 
this system the number of feet in a 
“block” is figured out, and then tho 
number ou which each property owner 
is assessed is figured up, aud if the two 
totals tally the assessfneut is perfectly 
just. A recent instance that came up iu 
the City Council shows the necessity of 
adopting some such system. A resident 
had always paid a tax ou 25,000 feet, 


which w as tho amount set by an old deed 
ns contained in bis lot. Having occasion 
to have a new survey made he found 
somewhat to his astonishment that ho 
only had 17.000 feet, and ho straightway 
petitioned for an abatement of tho 
wrongly assessed taxes bo bad paid. It 
is believed that this is notan isolated 
case, and in many instances, tho boot 
may ho on tho othur foot, and a man 
may own more land thnn appenrs by bis 
tax list. It is not probable that there 
will bo any opposition to appropriating 
tho small sum needed to innugurato the 
system. 

Tiik papers this week tell of another 
accident from the use of iron poles, when 
nno man and a horse woro killed nnd 
another nun seriously injurod by contact 
with it. The post had become charged 
by tho sagging of an electric light wire 
near, and the fact becomes of local in- 
terest from tho Nowton Strcot Railway's 
petition to substitute wooden for iron 
poles, for the support of their trolley 
wires. Of course if iron poles aro used, 
no accidents might happen. 

The annual report of tho trustees of 
tho Cottage Hospital, nnd tho 
other reports mndo at tho annual meet- 
ing, will be found in full on another page. 
This most important Newton enterprise 
is succeeding even boyond the expecta- 
tion of its founders, and is being very 
generously supported by those who 
realize the great good it is doing. 

The Players want the City Hall 
lighted by electricity, which would be a 
great improvement, nnd the same 
change should bo made in the 
City Council chambers. when the 
many gas burners so exhaust tho 
air thnt some of the members iiud 
great difficulty in making themselves 
heard across the room;at least this’is the 
testimony of tho reporters. 

The opinion seems to be pretty unani- 
mous that the Newton assessors and the 
Overseers of the Poor are the right men 
in tho right place, as no opposition was 
manifested to their re-election, and they 
all received a unanimous vote. 


Gov. Bhackett has made an ad- 
mirable selection in appointing Mr. F. A. 
Dewson of this city a trustee of the 
We8tboro Insane IiospHal. 

The School Board. 

The school board held its regular 
meeting in the high school building, 
Newtonville, Wednesday evening. In 
the absence ot the mayor and the chair- 
man of the bonrd, Hon. John W. Dickin- 
son called to order and Mr. E. J. Hyde 
was appointed chairman pro tern. 

Mayor Burr, Mr. Hollis, Mr. Drew and 
Mrs. Davis were absent. 

Superintendent Emerson’s report was 
read and accepted, and bis recommenda- 
tions referred to the committees ou even- 
ing schools, and text books. 

Mr. Barnard submitted tho report of 
the committee on accounts and it was 
voted to appropriate $10,342.70 for the 
expenses of tho current month. 

Mr. Hornbrooke for the committee on 
the reception of the flag presented to the 
high school by Charles Ward Post 02. re- 
reported that a program had been ar- 
ranged and that the exercises would take 
place iu the city hall, Thursday evening. 

It was voted that the matter of music 
charts referred to the appropriate com- 
mittee of last year, be referred to the 
new committee. 

Mr. Hale presented a petition signed 
by 40 prominent residents of Wards 5 and 
0, requesting provision for the traus- 

E ortation of children to aud from the 
igh school. He recommended that a 
sum not to exceed $50 per pupil bo 
granted for the purpose. After some 
discussion it was referred to the com- 
mittee on accounts. 

It was voted on recommendation of 
Mrs. Martin, to grant an additional two 
mouth’s leave of absence to Nora Taft of 
the Pietco school, and H. Augustine 
Millard, of the Eliot school, with halanoe 
of salary. 

A communication from Elihu Sinead of 
California, a former resident, offering to 
present a flag, 8x10 feet to the Adams 
school, provided the pupils furnish a 
flagstaff, was referred to the district 
committee. 


The Newtou ville Postoflice. 

(Ilbn ton Heiald.) 

The Newtonville postoffice case is so 
strong that only the most extraordinary 
disregard of the public feeling evinced 
by men of all parties can bring about 
the removal of the present postmaster. 
He has been endorsed by a Republican 
caucus called in Newtonville, by a vote 
of 85 to 1; 150 Republicans have signed 
a petition iu his favor, including most of 
the Representative Republicans of the 
place. Most singular of all, even the 
Republican .organization itself comes 
up to favor him. The Kepublicau ward 
committee ot Newtonville is tor lum, and 
the chairman of the Republican ward ami 
city committee of Newton is his sup- 
[ porter. And yet this man, who com- 
I manris Democratic indorsement and Ko- 
i publican approval to the extent of taking 
j iu the Republican organization itself, aud 
: is practically the unanimous choice of 
all hut a few spoilsmen for the place, is in 
danger of removal because a clergyman 
out in u western state prefers some one 
else, and the representative of the dis- 
trict iu Congress remains neutral when 
this wrong is being done ids constituents.

The Newtonville Post office and its 
three candidates have been tiie geneial 
subject of comment this week, and tlie 
publication of the inside facts iu the case 
by the Boston Herald have created quite 
a breeze. 

It is now believed that Mr. Clias. A. Bur- 
gess has the inside track, as according to 
tlie Herald lie has a brother-in-law who is 
an intimate friend of the President, of the 
President’s private secretary and of the 
first assistant postmaster geiieral. Mr. 
Burgess sent on a petition signed by such 
excellent names as Rev John Worcester, 
F. A. Dewsou, Clias. T. Pulsifer, Chas. 
Adams, F. C. Perry, J. H. Wiliey. A. G. 
Sherman, W. C. Richardson, H. H. 
Carter, Wm. Holliugs, E. W. Greene, 
aud one other, and had a letter from Ex- 
Gov. ClaBiu and Representative Slocum. 
The names are certainly enough to give 
a petition great weight, and besides, his 
brother-in-law, Rev. J. S. Jenckes, is 
rector of St. Paul’s church, Indianapolis, 
and has been very intimate with the 
President aud while iu a former parish, 
Assistant Postmaster Geueral Clarkson 
was oue of his leading parishioners. 
According to rumor, lie happened to 
speak of Mr. Burgess to the President 
and Mr. Clarkson, aud was told by them ; 
that Ii is petition was the ouly one ou tile | 
and the appointment substantially pro- 
mised.

Fust Time to the Far East. 

Decided steps have now been taken, 
writes a correspondent, to develop tbe 
new route to the east by way of tho west. 
Three large screw steamers of 7,000 tons 
burden, and having 11 speed of eighteen 
knots an hour, have been ordered for the 
Vancouver to Yokohama passage; and 
three others of still greater Bixe and power, 
capable of steaming twenty knots an 
hour, are about to be ordered for the At- 
lantic passage from the south of Eng- 
land to Halifax, N. 8., in winter, and 
Quebec in summer. They expected to 
be ready in February, 1801, nnd to make 
the passage in five and one-half days at 
the outside. Travelers will thus be able 
to go from London to Yokohama, via 
British America, in twenty-three days. 
Tho distance is 0,250 miles, as against 1 
18,750 by tho Suez canal, and 15,500 by 
the Cape route. Even Shanghai is 2,000 j 
miles nearer London by tho now route | 
than by Suez, not to speak of the Cape 
route, which, of course, is longer. — Lon- 
don Globe. 

Tho Colored Soldier. 

Tho colored brother in the regular 
army sticks to his colors in a way that 
culls forth tho praise of his officers. 
While 27 percent, of tho men of tho light 
batteries desert, only 2 per cent, of the 
colored soldiers abandoned their duty. 
The Twenty-fourth infantry, colored, has 
the champion record of only 1 per cent. 
This same regiment a few years ago 
made the best target score. Tho colored 
soldiers have for popular officers the same 
attachment tho colored people used to 
show towards kind musters in slavery 
days. To handle them to the beHt advan- 
tage un officer must bo their guide, phi- 
losopher and friend; then 110 soldier will 
stand by him better.

Japan And lt*» Religions Needs. 

The services at the Universalist church 
on Sunday morning last were devoted to 
tiie interests of the Mission, which the 
Uni verbalist denomination proposes to 
establish in Japan. Tiie matter ha* 
been under consideration for some time. 
The necessary funds for inaugurating 
the work have been raised, and tho Rev. 
G. L. Perrin, who assumes the leader- 
ship of the Mission, will sail for Tokio 
in March, taking with him educated and. 
capable assistants. Tiie pastor. Rev. 
Mr. White, presented facts, needs and 
possibilities of the proposed undertak- 
ing. No special efforts were made to 
get subscriptions, yet the result was 
very gratifying, about $550 being sub- 
scribed. This with subscriptions previ- 
ously made amounts to something over 
$1000, subscribed by members of thi* 
church. 

Mr. White in substance spoke as fol- 
lows: Two things must Lake place bo- 
fore a religious truth becomes fully ef- 
fective: A person roust get hold of tho 
truth, then the truth must get hold of 
the person. The Bublimest religious 
truths fail of their full influence because 
held merely as intellectual conceptions. 
They have no firm hold upon the deeper 
feelings in such a way as to influence 
motive and action. Hence oftentimes 
good theories, bad practice. The Uul- 
versalist denomination lias long pos- 
sessed the truth of the brotherhood of 
man. There is evidence in this desire to- 
carry the Gospel to Japan that this trutb 
has at last taken hold of the denomina- 
tion. The need of Christianizing Japan 
is imperative and peculiar. For twenty- 
four centuries this country preserved an 
almost unique isolation, broken only for 
a single century by Jesuit missions and 
accompanying trade. Then the Jesuit*, 
were persecuted and driven out and the 
veil of isolation dropped over Japan 
again for two hundred years. The revo- 
lution of 1888, winch deposed the ruling 
Shoguns and restored the Mikado to 
power, has resulted in opening Japan to 
every phase of Western civilization. 
The Japanese eagerly welcome new 
ideas and readily adopt new customs. 
Since the revolution the country has 
made surprising and almost unpara- 
lelied progress. The autocratic powers 
of the Mikado have been modified by a 
responsible Ministry. A constitution 
adopted Feb 11. 1880, guarantees rights 
of conscience and the right of public 
meetings. A national parliament is 
promised this present year. Railroads, 
telegraph lines, telephones, complicated 
machinery for manufacturing purposes, 
banking systems, are fast finding favor. 
Education is compulsory. Thirty thou- 
sand public schools. Three million pu- 
pils. Few, even of the peasant clave;, 
that cannot read and write. English is 
taught in many of the schools, the aim 
being to teacli it in all. A University at 
Tokio with its affiliated colleges supplies, 
the needs of bighei education. The peo- 
ple are courteous, intelligent, and par- 
ticularly cleanly. Japan is therefore A 
heathen uation only in its prevailing re- 
ligions. The need of Christianizing this 
country is peculiar. Many interier 
heathen tribes must be Christianized as 
the only means of saving them from the 
exterminating march of superior people. 
Japan must be Christianized for two 
reasons Firs;, the prevailing religions, 
Shintoism and Buddhism, no longer sat- 
isfy the increasing enlightenment of the 
people. The next half century will *ce 
Japan a Christian or an infidel uation. 
The only alternative is Mohammedanism. 
Tiie more imperative need is tiie practi- 
cal one, that if Japan is to assume West- 
ern civilizitiou, i. must for it.* own sake 
adopt a Western rcligiou. Neither Bud- 
dhism or the older religion of Japan, has 
the moral code or tiie religious motive 
sufficient to temper this new and inten- 
sifying life which begins to seethe in the 
veins of the Japanese people. With civ- 
ilization Japan will be beset with ail the 
problems and vices of civilization. Pau- 
perism, plutocracies, political corrup- 
tion, iutempcrance. Buddhism, the only 
religion in Japan that lias much influ- 
ence, is an Eastern religion; adapted to 
| the genius and the habits of the East. 

| Christianity alone is sufficient to deil 
with the problems and vices of Western 
civilisation. It will be of doubtful ad- 
vantage to pour tiie red blood of our 
Western commercial aud intellectual 
life into tiie open veins of the Orient, 
unless it be diluted with the bluer blood 
of our religion. American rum aud 
American industry must lie neutralized 
by American Christianity. Christendom 
is responsible for the future of Japan. 
The opening lias beeu made. In the 17 
years since the striugent laws against 
Christianity were repealed. Protestant 
missions have planted 250 churches, and 
converted to a belief in Christianity over 
25,000 person*. Nearly lo.no*' pupils are 
ut present in Christian schools. Catho- 
lic communicant* number not less than 
30,000. This is but tiie thin end of the 
wedge iu the conversion of ;18,(X'0,000 of 
people. Among tiie many fields of 
missionary work abroad none so ripe for 
the harvest as Japan. In none is tho 
need so peculiar aud so pressing, in 
this work the Uoiversalist church nto- 
nosts to lend a hand. We can add at 
least one more unit of force t-i the larger 
forces already at work.

a large amount of land untaxed and a 


corresponding decrease in the revenue of 
tlie city from this source, due to the fact 
that the individual is taxed and not the 
land. Consequently if no one can be 
found to whom to tax a piece of land 
that tract of land disappears from the 
assessor's lists, and docs not usually re- 
appear again, for the simple reason that 
they don’t know to whom to tax it. To 
illustrate the point the following in- 
stances were cited by Councilman Col- 
lins when the order was introduced. 

There was a man in Oak Hill who 
owned a tract of land, which contained, 
according to the old and loose manner of 
computing areas when lines were run by 
stone walls and ditches to a white pine 
tree, about (10 acres. This man sold 
from time to time lots from this original 
tract of four or five acres each by accu- 
rate measurement. Those lots as they 
, were solii were deducted by tbo asses- 
sors from the original sixty acres as 
shown by the tax lists until the man 
was only assessed for four acres when in 
reality "there were ton acres, inasmuch 
as the “about 00 acres” in original deed 
turned out to be 70 acres by actual 
measurement and there is therefore six 
acres untaxed. 

Another instance was a lot, of land in 
New ton Centro t hat was taxed to a cer- 
tain lady under her maiden name up to 
1S4S, some twenty years after she was 
married. In ’48 she diod and there were 
heirs. The estate, however, was 
dropped trom the tax lists., It reap- 
peared strangely during , the years ’60, 
*01, '02, '00, still taxed to the same lady 
and under her maiden name, 40 years 
after she was married and 14 years after 
she died. It was then dropped aud has 
not reappeared on the lists. 

A willful misrepresentation of facts 
was the cast? of a man in Newton who 
had a deed drawn to read “16,000 feet 
and all other lands 1 own in Newton.” 
The other lands amounted to 60,000 feet 
b.ut he was ouly taxed for 16,000 feet. 

It is not infrequent to find false con- 
tents of land in deeds. In general, areas 
OJ land are based on previous tax lists, 
coming down through a series of tax 
lists from a time when the memory of 
man kuoweth naught to the contrary. 
The further hack one goes the more in- 
accurate does he find tiie estimates of 
areas to he. There is apiece of land on 
Walnut street, Newton Highlands, which 
is now assessed on a partition of I860. 
It is taxed for six acres when there are 
actually ten acres. 

The errors of a past ceutury are per- 


tho hall, the dearest little maiden of 
three summers who gravely extended 
her tiny band; in reply to my question 
announced that sho was Miss Harlow 
and immediately, re-inforced by he- 
brotlier, a trifle older, proceeded to en- 
tertain me. This is the samo little 
Marjorie who, a few days ago walking 
up to her papa, broom in hand, asked, 
“Who made you, papa?” “Cod, my 
child,” was the answer. "Well, I am 
made of dust,” said the little one, "do 
you want to sweep me up?” Though I 
am sorely inclined to linger by the way 
and give you a glimpse of tbo wide, 
beautiful hall, with its Dutch door divid 
ing in the middle, tbo staircase and gal- 
lery, all picture-hung; yet I hasten past 
tlie.se works of art, which tempt one to 
loiter, as I am sure your interest, like 
mine, will center in the heart of this 
home— the studio. Perhaps it is because 
my visits to artists have been chiefly in 
crowded city apartments, not without 
their own charms, but whose “north 
light” even, could not dispel the gloom 
of certain dusty corners, that l found 
tins home studio so perfectly tiie place 
of my dreams. A large tower room, 
with four broad windows, it is light, 
spacious, airy and beautiful. Its most 
prominent feature is tiro fireplace in 
whose generous depths this bright, 
wintry day, blazed a huge log which 
gave to tiie room the cheeriness and 
charm only lent by such a fire. The 
comfortable couch conveniently near 
made one at once picture the lazy de- 
light of there reclining in the twilight to 
watch the dancing flames. Another 
object which one notices is a magnificent 
piece of Gobelin tapestry, after Ruben’s 
“Presentation of Shield to Aclii!le3,” 
which covers one of the octagonal sides 
of the room. The rich browns and dull 
blues make this a rare piece of color, 
and one sighs to think the wonderful art 
is practically lost. The room is finished 
to the apex of the tower, from which is 
suspended an antique brass lamp; the 
roof of the tower is stained in sage 
greeu, the walls, above tbo deep oak 
wainscoting, are in terra cotta, forming 
an effective and harmonious background 
for tiie choice pictures, and tor the 
palms which the broad mantel supports, 
on which also stands the beautiful Bor- 
ghese gladiator. The furnishings of 
tiie room show evidence of Mr. Harlow’s 
extensive travels— the Leyden chair, 
whose high, straight back and substan- 
tial mahogany frame suggests the portly 
form of the Dutch burgomaster who 
often tilled it; the Spanish leather which 
uph listers the richly carved oak chairs; 
Venetian mirrors and Eastern rugs. A

4i i “ “* 1 table, easels and portfolios galore com- 

plete the charming tout ensemble, while 
like the perfume to a flower, the pictures 
which line the walls give to tiie room its 
soul— the artist’s re-mark. Mr. Harlow’s 
catholic spirit is sliowu in the fact that 
many works of brother artists adorn his 
home. Among tLose in the studio 
hangs one of William Hunt’s poetic 
landscapes and a vigororous De Haven. 
But it is in Mr. Harlow’s work that one 
is especially interested, and in the rich 
fruits of his busy days that one revels. 
As ail the world knows the charm of his 
creations, the exquisite delicacy which 
characterizes both his etching and water- 
colors, it would be, perhaps, presumptu- 
ous for me to voice my admiration of his 
work, but to name it is to praise. His 
Boston admirers will easily fancy the 
feast one finds in this atelier. Among 
his newer pictures, uoc yet seen in the 
galleries, is an etching of some “Birches 
of llesboro,” a charming bit which con- 
tains the poetry of a summer day, show- 
ing in the background the waters of the 
bay; and in the foreground, the graceful 
outlines of the beautiful birches. A 
water-color sketch is also interesting 
from being the first made by the artist 
in his new home. The subject, an old 
man and woman gathering nuts, Mr. 
Harlow found just without his window. 
This worthy couple, one mild November 
day, wandered up from the poor farm to 
the chestnut grove; and. doubtless, little 
dreamed of their distinction. It will not 
do to leave the studio without a glance 
from the windows, any of which com- 
mands a glorious view. From the east 
one catches the blue outline of Milton 
hills; from the west, the nearer eleva- 
tions of Waltham and Weston; and on 
the distant iiorizon, Mouadnock and 
Wachusett. Does it not give the finish- 
ing touch of perfection to an artist’s 
studio that he may Lliere, at any moment 
of the day, receive his inspiration from 
<tii ever-changing and ivor-beautiful 
view? One might write indefinitely of 
Mr. Harlow’s work except that, at last, 
words fail. Should you, like myself, 
one day wander up to Kavenscroft, l am 
sure you, too, will regret to say farewell 
to so much beauty and to the charming 
host and hostess who make such a 
delightful addition to the society of 
Newton.

they have been corrected by interested 
land owners and such corrections are 
generally to the disadvantage of the city.

seven or eight to a ward. Tlieso on a 
scale of 100 ft. to the inch would make a 
sheet of paper 18in. x ]2in. a convenient 
size to hind up into a hook of plans. 
These blocks are subdivided into as many 
sections as there are tracts surrounded 
by four streets. As the sections are 
houuded by accurate street lines and 
their dimensions being known the total 
area can be easily ermputed and such 
becomes the basis for assessment. The 
area oi the lots included in these sections 
comprising the several ownerships must 
then correspond and bo checked by this 
total area and any discrepancy can he 
discovered by further examination. 
Therefore every inch of land must be 
accounted for; lor every lot of land has a 
number which is recorded in a book 
with t lie area. 

it is not establishing a precedent, for 
all large. cities and towns throughout the 
country have a system sinular to this. 
The town of Brookline adopted this sys- 
tem several years ago and found about 
$2,000,000 worth of untaxed property. If 
Newton found one-half as inue.li by es- 
tablishing this system her income would 
he increased at least $15,000 a year.

A Modern Instance. 

On August 28, 1888, thoro arrived in 
tho harbor of Now York tho stontnor La 
Franco from Havro. .Sho had on hoard a 
large consignment of silk ribbon to ho 
used ns hat, trimming. Tho importers, 
Samuels and White, presented their in- 
voice (some $20,000) at tho Custom House 
and wore toady to pay tho duty of 20 per 
cotit according to section 448 of tho 
Tariff of 1883. But tho Custom House 
Officers informed “Samuels and While” 
that according to section 883 of tho Tariff 
of 1883 they must pay 50 per cent* 
Seotion 448 says that hat trimmings shall 
pay 20 por cent, and section .‘183 says that 
manufactures of silk shall pay 50 per 
cent. Samuels and White had ready 
thoir chock for $4000 to pay tho duty, 
but they were compelled to draw another 
check of $6000 more. The ribbons had 
now cost $30,000 and over, and SamuclR 
and White in selling the goods took caro 
to get tho money hack with a profit. In 
other words tho pooplo who bought tho 
liat. trimming paid Samuels and White 
thoir $20,000 and 10 per cent profit; also 
paid tlioy $10,000 duty and 10 por cent 
profit. Having received then $323,000 for 
their ribbons Samuels and White made 
olaitn against the government for tho 
$0000 duty which tliey had paid undor 
rotest. Aftor some delay tho United 
tates Court decided that tho customs 
officers were wrong in charging 50 per 
cont and that the $6000 must he refunded. 
Samuels and White’s account stands 


thus;— 

One Invoice Silk Ribbon $20,000

Total cost Ribbon $80,000 

Sold Invoice Ribbon 38 000 

Duty partly refunded 0000 

Gain to S. and W. 9000 


Tho Tariff Reformer does not vouch 
for all the figures given above, but he 
does know that by a recent decision of 
the Court the treasury of tho United 

States is to refund $6,000 ? 000 

to John Wanamaker and other importers 
because the Custom House officials have 
charged them 50 per cent instead of 20 
por cent, on hat trimmings. At one 
time indeed the importers in Philadelphia 
were paying but 20 per cont while in 
New York 50 per cent was paid. If a 
tariff were a tax in no other way, it must 
always he a tax on patience aud common 
souse.

raying Dear For the Whistle. 

A little statistics like a little learning 
is a dangerous thiug, but the following 
figures concernimr t lie silk industry may 
open the eyes of some who think Protec- 
tion pays. Tho facts are from the 
Census of 1880, the Massachusetts Census 
of 1885, and tho Treasury reports of 18S8. 
It is estimated that from 1880 to 1887 tho 
silk industry in this country increased 20 
per cent; but were it 5 per cent or 50 per 
cent our inferences would not vary 
much. 

In 1887 then wo imported $31,000,000 of 
silk goods on which we paid a duty of 
$15,500,000. In tho same year we pro- 
duced and consumed at home $40,000,000 
worth of goods. Wo could undoubtedly, 
if silk were free, have purchased these 
abroad for 25 per cent less, at a saving of 
$ 10 , 000 , 000 . 

Wo paid then in 1887 for our silk goods 
about $25,500,000 more than wo should 
have paid had silks been on tho free list. 
Now, what good did it do? The protec- 
tionist says it gave 35,000 operatives 
$1 1,000,000 in wages, and also paid tho 
interest on $24, (XX), 000 bf capital. Let 
us see. Six per cent on $24,000,000 is 
$1,440,000; and if we add $11,000, 000 for 
wages the total will ho $12,440,000. To 
pay this wo are taxed $25,500,000! Would 
not it he a cheaper bargain to pay the 
laborers thoir $11,000,000 outright yearly 
and the capitalists their $1,440,000 also, 
with the understanding that we might 
buy our silk where wo would. True, tho 
silk industry in America might decline, 
hut capital is assured of its profit, the 
laborers get their wages; aud moreover 
both capital and labor are free to earn an 
extra profit and an extru wage in another 
employment. Resides this we have tho 
silk and a few odd millions of dollars to 
spare. 

To speak truth, Mr. Secretary, these 
figures show such a terrible cost for 
maintaining an industry that I have gone 
ovor them several times and have finally 
presented the argument in its very 
mildest form. It will give me pleasure 
to learn of you if I am wrong, hut it 
certainly seems tiiat we are paying out- 
rageously dear for this whistle!

REUULATI NG 1 Mi'ORTATIONN. 


THE POINTS llROKl) HV THE HOME MARKET 
CLUB ON CONGRESS. 

A memorandum of some points of dif- 
ference butwoon House Rill II. R. 4, and 
a hill prepared by tho Legislature Com- 
mittee of the Home Market Club, “to 
regulate the importation of foreigu 
merchandise, and to secure uniformity 
in the classification and valuation there- 
of, and for other purposes.” with rea- 
sons brictly indicated in favor of the 
last-named measure. 

1. Duties upon Coverings. 

We believe that the provisions suggest- 
ed in the Home Market Club bill, which 
impose a duty upon every kind of cover- 
ing, with the exception of those outer 
coverings which may he used solely to 
protect merchandise from injury during 
transportation, uud from necessary 


handling therein, accord with com- 
mercial usage and with tho desire of 
conservative business men of ovory clnss. 
Wo hold that it is in accordanco with 
equity to colleot duty upon merchandise 
only, and not upon extraneous append- 
ages which have no integral relation- 
ship to the morelmnctiso itself. More- 
over, it is tho opinion of customs exports 
of good judgment in various branches of 
tho service, that in tho a (ministration of 
tho Tati IT there would ho no difficulty 
in carrying out tho provisions of tho 
Homo Market Club hill; also that thoro 
In a fundamental distinction hotwoon 
coverings which merely protect Hie goods 
thereby inclosed, and tlioso coverings 
which are an essential part of tho mer- 
chandise, and therefore necessary for 
placing the same in nierchantable con- 
dition, fit for sale. 

2. The Right qf Trial by Jury. 

We are opposed to any legislation 
which would restrict those rights of an 
importer or merchant which, as a citizen 
simply, would remain intact. Anything 
in the nature of class legislation is not in 
unison with American institutions, and 
tho right to a trial by jury is one which 
if enjoyed by any citizen should ho given 
to all. Wo are tho more strenuously 
opposed to such restriction in this case, 
because wo believe it is unnecessary for 
the attainment of tho purpose in view, — 
an equitable, a uniform and just collec- 
tion of customs duties, and the preven- 
tion of fraudulent undervaluation. Wo 
fail to perceive whore tho denial of this 
cherished right ns proposed in II. R. 4 
will have any effect in tho detection or 
prevention of fraudulent practices. It 
should be borne in mind that the 
stringent provisions in other sections of 
both these hills will render such practices 
hard of successful accomplishment. 
Such provisions make it both sale and 
advisablo to relax the severity of the law 
at points whereat the probability of 
fraud is extremely remote. 

Congress has always jealously guarded 
tho right of a jury trial. In 1854 the 
Supreme Court, in Carey v. Curtis , held 
that the second section of tho act of 1839 
took away tho right of a jury trial. Cou- 
gress, being in session when the decision 
of tho court was rendered, passed on 
February 20, 1845, an act declaring that 
nothing in section 2 of tho net of 1830 
should bo construed to take away tho 
“right to trial by jury touching tho same, 
according to duo course of law.” 

3. Damage Allowance. 

Tho proposal to abolish damage allow- 
ance we regard as being opposed to a 
spirit of fairness, and also as uncalled 
for. Wo bolievo that the provisions of 
the Home Market Club bill, impartially 
carried out, supply ample protection 
against such frauds as have existed in 
this branch of the service. No one will 
deny that damage does occur to imported 
merchandise brought over seas. Much 
of the loss thus admitted to exist is of 
such nature that it cannot he insured 
against; It is clear of demonstration, its 
extent readily ascertained. Shall we, 
because, under a lax administration of 
tlie law, ‘frauds have heon perpetrated, 
deny to the honest importer the right to 
have duty assessed upon merchandise as 
actually imported to him? Shall we. be- 
cause some merchandise which was 
sound has been assessed as damaged, by 
incompetent or unfaithful officials, in 
effect declare that no damage is ever 
sustained during transit; that all 
merchandise imported into tho United 
States is in a sound and salable condi- 
tion? We submit that such extreme 
measures are unnecessaiy, and that sub- 
stantial justice can bo given to the im- 
porter and secured to the Government 
without resort to violence and injustice 
ns proposed by II. R 4 through the total 
abolition of damage allowance, with 
certaiu exceptions. 

4. Time during which imported merchan- 

dise may remain in bonded warehouse 

without payment of additional duty. 

The provision in tho Home Market 
Club bill, extending tho time from one to 
three years, is in accord with the usage 
of the chief commercial countries, and is 
designed not alone as a needed extension 
of the privileges of merchants: it also 
has in view the encouragement of the 
export trade of this country. It is 
matter of history that the unlimited time 
during which the merchandise may re- 
main in bond in England has largely 
helped the development of English com- 
merce with other countries. The ac- 
cumulation of goods in tho bonded ware- 
houses of London has doubtless had no 
inconsiderable share in building up that 
foreign commerce of Great Rritain whieh 
is the pride of her statesmen and tho 
support of her merchants. Wo can see 
no good reason why New York and other 
large ports of entry in the United States 
should not have a similar advantage. 
Wo are assured that no obstacle exists to 
such extension of time iu administering 
the law. At this juncture, when special 
efforts are being directed toward that 
extension of our export trade which men 
of all parties favor, we would strongly 
urge tho desirability of making the 
change suggested, as an effectual method 
of furthering the end in view. 

5. Privilege of importer's presence with 

counsel during rc-uppruisement hear- 
ings. 

It is so reasonable to permit the 
picHouco of a merchant and his counsel 
during a hearing on re-appiaiseHient. 
that we are at a loss to conceive any valid 
objection to such a fair proposition, if 
the Government cannot sustain its case 
in oneu daylight, and after careful 
scrutiny,* no fair-minded man, whether 
merchant or official, should desire to he 
sustained. Harsh or summary proceed- 
ings are out of harmony with our laws, 
and should certainly be avoided where 
no compensating advantage exists, as in 
this instance. 

6. Time. Allowed importers for making 

Application for re-appraisement. 

Twenty-four hours is surely too short 
a time, and it does not seem to us that 
any interest of the Government will 
suffer if ten days, as proposed iu the 
Home Market Club hill, be allowed. 

Other points q/’ difference to be noted. 

Tho Home Market Club hill (sec. 26) 
extends the provision upon custom house 
bonds, enubling one member or partner 
to sign all such bonds for his linn. This 
provision would he a great convenience 
to importers, and would not eiidauger 
Hie rights of the Government. 

Home Market Club bill (sec, 31) is of 
similar oharaoter, aud duuis with the 
number of packages to he examined iu 
each importation; the effect of this 
section heiifg to facilitate the trunsuc- 
tion of business, without imperilling the : 
rights of tint Government. 

Tho provision for repayment of excess 
of duties (sec. 21, Home Market Club 
hill) we consider porferuhlo to the pro- 
vision iu II. It. 4, sec. 23. This view 
will, wo believe, he sustained by any 
well-iuforined official whose duties make 


him practically acquainted with tho 
working of tho law. 

In suggesting these several modifica- 
tions of the proposed law, tho legislative 
committee of the Homo Market Club has 
endeavored, at every point, to consult 
the convenience of merchants in their 
dealings with the Government, and at 
the same time to guard the just rights 
and privileges of tho Government and its 
officers. Wo fool that such concessions 
as wo suggest are in the interest of fair 
dealings and efficient administration, 
and will subserve that good feeling and 
harmonious relationship which should 
subsist in all business transactions, 
whether hotwoon man and man, or be- 
tween tho citizou ami tho Government’s 
officials. 


ELIOT PREACHING TO INDIANS. 


JOHN ROGERS* 8TATUBOF TIIK"AP08TMc” 
WITH TWO INDIAN FIOIJRKS ATTHEHASE. 


At his studio in West Twelfth stieet, 
Now York, John Rogers, the sculptor, 
exhibited yesterday to tho artists and 
the press in tho clay, says the Now Yoik 
Herald, his colossal statue of the Rov. 
John Eliot preaching to the Indians, and 
tho base on which it is to stand, with its 
two figures of Indians— a standing, listen- 
ing and impressed woman, and a think- 
ing, questioning, seated man. 

There has been some talk of erecting a 
statue to “the Indian Apostle,” as ho 
was named in 1660 by Thomas Thorow- 
good at Roxbury, in Massachusetts, 
whore ho long labored, and whore lie 
died in 1690 in his eighty-fifth year, hut 
nothing has been settled, and Mr. Rog- 
ers lias made the staluo on speculation. 

There is no authentic portrait of the 
preacher, whom the sculptor has repre- 
sented as a man of about fifty, with a 
strong face, covered below with a mous- 
tache and a hoard, and framed above with 
hair falling hut little holow the ears, hut 
I think that the so-called Whiting por- 
trait, with its moustache and goatee, and 
its hair falling about tho rather fat, con; 
templativo face to the broad linen collar, 
is, though it has no authority, rather 
more in keeping with tho Puritan type. 

The figure of the preacher is excellent, 
barring a slight stiffness in the pose and 
a lack of fluency in the modelling, which 
is extremely Careful, and stands nine and 
a half feet in height facing the spectator. 
The “Apostle” looks slightly up and a 
little to the right, has his right arm up- 
lifted, with the index finger pointed sky- 
ward, and holds in the lefc hand, at tho 
level of his waist, an open Rihle. The 
right leg is slightly advanced. 

On his head this preacher to the Indi- 
ans in their own tongue wears a skull 
cap, and his long cloak, open in front, 
showing the Bible case fastened by a 
belt at the waist to tho right, Hows back 
in picturesque fashion, the wide sleeves 
hanging down from the arms. A broad 
collar, partly buttoned jerkin, knee 
breeches and heavily ribbed worsted 
stockings complete the costume. 

The figure of the young Indian wo- 
man who leans to the luft on the “pud- 
ding stone” rock on which the preacher 
stands and looks up at him with a face 
capitally expressing the emotions of the 
dawn of belief is the most satisfactory of 
the three. She leans both arms on the 
rock, and her costume is handled to 
good effect. 

There is an admirable sulidity and 
feeling of strength about the figure of 
the middle aged Indian chief seated and 
looking to tho right, his head with its 
plumes leaching, like that of the woman, 
just above where the ankles of Eliot 
will be. He is seated on his cloak of 
skin and the upper part of his body is 
hare. He leaus his right arm on the 
cloak aud in his left he holds his bow 
and some arrows. , 

One of tho chief's feet is placed a little 
higher than the other on a step like for- 
mation of the rock, whose formality Mr. 
Rogers intends to do away with. The 
Indian’s face is strongly characterized 
and very expressive of tho doubter 
This figure if tanding would measure 
nine feet, while that of the woman is, 
eight. 

Mr. Rogers’ work is well conceived, in- 
teresting and impressive. It and tho 
equestrian statue of General Reynolds in 
front of tlie public buildings in Philadel- 
phia are the two most important things 
lie inis executed. 

It is the sculptor's intention to place 
the Eliot statue, if it is executed finally 
in the bronze for which it was modelled, 
OD a simple rectangular pedestal of gran- 
ite some six feet iu height,

WORTHY OF COMMENDATION. 

Congressman Candler's courso in re- 
gard to the McKinley Administrative Cus- 
toms bill has earned him a good deal of 
Commendation, and he showed a patri- 
otic regard for the interests of New Eng- 
land. He had the majority of the Ways 
and Means Committee against him, 
but he made such a splendid fight, and 
was so heartily supported by the Demo- 
cratic. Congressmen, that he succeeded 
in incorporating in the hill three of 
the more prominent suggestions made by 
the Home Market Club. One suggestion 
authorizes importers to appear by coun. 
set before the appraiser; another chang- 
es the indefinite "reasonable profit" to 
the specific "6 per cent profit" and the 
third extends the appraisers appeal pe- 
riod ten days, although this was after- 
wards reconsidered. 

It is consideied very strange that 
Chairman McKiuley should have refused 
to listen to any of the Home Market 
Club’s suggestions, as they were made by 
practical men, who presumably kuow 
much more of the subject than Mr. Mc- 
Kinley, and had nothing to do with free 
trade or protection, but an Ohio or Penn- 
sylvania man generally known so much 
On every subject, or thinks he does, that 
It is impossible for bin to receive any 
further information from any source. 

Congressman Candler has shown in this 
instance the full courage of his convic- 
tions, and he has only to proceed in this 
courageous course to secure the approval 
of his constituents. The charge has been 
made against him, that although a man 
of liberal convictions, he yet disregarded 
them and followed the narrow partisan 
-Course. This charge may he unjust, it 
•'bus certainly proved so in this case, and 
the people are watching him with great 
Interest to see it he w ill go forward in the 
same way. We need Congressmen to look 
*fter the interests of New England, 
Hnd not tamely follow the dictation of 
Ohio or Pennsylvania, and if Mr. Can- 
dler shall prove to he such a man, he need 
have ik* fears about his reelectiou. It is 
-Hn opportunity that comes to a man but 
Xince in a lifetime. 

In another column we give the sugges- 
tions made by the Home Market Club, 
to show how reasonable they were, and 
they were endorsed by men who are 
politically as far apart as Mr. Jerome 
Jones and Mr. .1. R. Leeson, so that no 
suspicion of partisanship could attach 
Itself to them, and certainly men of that 
'Stamp would not ask anything improper 
from the government, although the New 
York Tribune insinuates that the men 
who make these suggestions are mer- 
chants "who make a living by evading 
duties" and practicing frauds on the gov- 
ernment. This is an outrageous insin- 
uation, of course, hut a subsidized organ 
could hardly he expected to tell the truth 


recommendation will settle the matter 
and lie lias promised to endorse the nom- 
inee of the caucus. The decision is 
usually left to t ho Congressman of the 
district, unless the President has some 
special friend he wishes to put in; hut 
when a caucus decides unmistakably as 
to the choice of the people, it is not be- 
lieved that lie will interfere. Mr. Can- 
dler has been subjected to all sorts of 
j pressure in this matter, and the lotters 
lie has received for and against the throo 
J candidates would make an interesting 
article if tlioy could ho secured for puh- 
| lication. Some members of tho adminia- 
i tuition aro very much interested in tho 
appointment., hut Mr. Candler holieves 
; that the wishes of the people should de- 
cide the matter. 

! They aro having a broezo over tho 
Framingham post ofiico appointment, 
also, Congressman Candler having re- 
commended K. Phinney, an old soldier 
with an excellent record, while a local 
political worker named Dessau, of some 
promiuenoe in the politics of tho Ninth 
District, wants the place and has gone to 
Washington to see about it. He wants 
to he paid for his work, and is evidently 
one of those men who aro Republicans 
for revenue only. Mr. Phinney certainly 
should have the preference, as he has the 
endorsement of the business men of 
Framingham, though Mr. Dessau pleads 
that lie has tho endorsement of many 
politicians all over tho state, and lie 
expects this to pull him through. The 
question is, however, whether the posl 
oflices are to ho used to pay tho debts of 
politicians, or appointments aro to he 
made to please tho people who patrouize 
the office. 


emphatic condemnation of a proposition 
to follow the rulings now made by 
Speaker Reed. Tho whole affair il- 
lustrates the evil of allowing Congress to 
decide upon contested election cases, 
which arouse all tho petty partisanship 
of the members. With the state of feel- 
ing that has been aroused, no one could 
expect to have any contest decided on its 
merits. 

Tin: legislative committee on public 
service heard on Thursday Judge John 
C. Kennedy of tho Newton police court 
for an increase of salary. Mayor Burr, 
City Solicitor Slocum and Representa- 
tive Gilman spoke in support of the pe- 
tition. The points were that the salary 
of $1200 is not onough, In viow of tho 
increased business and tho compensation 
of similar offices. Tho hearing was not 
advertised in tho Newton papers, al- 
though copy for an advertisement was 
received early this week, which was 
probably intended for last week’s paper. 
The salary of the offico is not large, but 
thero never has boen any lack of candi- 
dates willing to accept it fur that reason. 


Mu. Johnathan Stone of Revere ap- 
peared at tho legislative committee hear- 
ing. on tho bill ordering Hags to bo 
placed over every school house in the 
state, and said the legislation was en- 
tirely unnecessary and would uot inspire 
patriotism. Tho present flag craze is 
simply political humbug. TI10 annual 
expense of renewing and caring for tho 
Hags would also ho very great, and rea- 
son enough against any such legislation. 
Others appeared in favor of the hill and 
said that the expenso would not he over 
$40,000, as the lings would not cost more 
than ten dollars each. But tho flag 
poles w'ould cost something, the esti- 
mate of our public property committee 
being that they would cost $200 for each 
school house. On that basis the coBt to 
the state would be $800,000, plus the 
$40,000 for Hags, which would have to be 
renewed every year. People growled 
last year at the increase in state taxes, 
and this addition would he felt by the 
tax-payers. For the last hundred years 
the Uuitcd States has not lacked pa- 
triots, without school house Hags, and 
the question arises whether all this ex- 
pense is necessary or wise. The average 
child does not exactly love his school 
house, and the ilag might come in for 
some of the same feeling. Besides any 
thing that is made too common is held 
in cheap esteem, and the flag is too 
sacred to be held lightly. 


Thk Springfield Republican figures up 
the total of the big schemes now before 
Congress, and finds that they amount to 
one hundred and fifty-four millions a 
year. TI10 items aro for dependent pen- 
sions, $100,000,000; for navy, $20,000,000; 
for coast defences, $20, 000, (XX); for edu- 
cation, $10,000,000; for ship subsidies, 
$4,000 ,000. Even then half of tho 
schemes to disposo of tho public funds 
are uot included. Genoral Gllflory 
seems to ho in command at Washington, 
hut fortunately not one-half of those ex- 
travagant schemes will pass. The 
thought of the effect on tho next elec- 
tion will bring about a return to so- 
briety. 


POST OFFIC E TUO UBL ES. 


Mr. C. Bowditcli Coffin, chairman of the 
Xlepuldican ward and city committee, has 
been in Washington this week, to see 
alx.nt the re-nomination of Postmaster 
Turner at Newtonville. Congressman 
Candler wished to learn the sentiineut of 
the people there, and Mr. Coffin presented 
the case in such a way that it begins to 
look as though the real wishes of the 
fieople would he followed. It is an- 
nounced now that the appointment will 
be left to a caucus of the Newtonville 
Republicans, conducted on the Austra- 
lian ballot system, and time enough 
allowed to give every one who desires a 
cUaneo to vote. Those who eudorse the 
principle of rewarding efficiency aud 
faithfulness in office will have a chance 
to vote for Mr. Turner, and those who 
drink that post offices should he con- 
sidered only as party spoils will have an 
opportunity to vote as they believe. The 
call for the caucus is issued and it will 
t>e held next Monday. It will he one 
of the most interesting contests this 
tfe’tde awake ward of Newton lias ever 
Lad. Postmaster Turner’s friends be- 
lieve that the record of the former 
caucus will he repeated, hut if so, a good 
deal of work will have to he done. 

What added to the difficulties of the 
wittiotton at Washington was the appear- 
ance of so many names on all of the 
|»etriions Congressman Candler could 
understand tin* strength of the feei- 
ng for Mr. Turner, when some of the 
\>i tininent names on his petition also 
appeared on another. The signers, how- 
t*\i r, thinking that there was no possible 
chance ler Mr. Turner, afterwards 
feigned another paper, as their choice 
after him.

A little 
over fifty years ago, she had a school in 
Canterbury, Conn., and was threatened 
with a boycott because she admitted a 
negro girl as a pupil. She then let all 
her white pupils go and opened a school 
for colorud girls, hut the local physician 
would not visit the school to attend the 
sick, the church trustees forbade her 
bringing her pupils to the meeting house, 
she was twice arrested and plnced in 
jail, and each time convicted, under a 
special act of the legislature aimed at her 
school, and finally the good people of 
Canterbury set fire to her house aud suc- 
ceeded in breaking up the school. The 
sons aud grandsons of these people, and 
they only represented the general senti- 
ment of New England iu their day, 
should surely have some patience with 
the people of the South, for their inhu- 
' man treatment of the colored people. 

' Give them a few years and doubtless 
they will feel as deeply ashamed of their 
present conduct as New England people 
do now of the treatment of Prudeuce 
j Crandall. 

I Mayor Burr’ h recommendation in re- 
gard to the salaries of policemen is re- 
i ceiveil with much favor, and it would 
! probably result iu a great benefit to the 
J city. By the present regulations, aii 
officer receives $750 tiiu| first year,$825the 
second, $900 the third and $1,(XX) there- 
after. Every new officer has to expend 
some $100 for the equippment he is ob- 
liged to purchase, so that his income for 
the first year is only $0T>0. Mayor Burr 
recommends that a new man he paid 
$1XX) the first year, and $1,000 thereafter, 

> for the reason that it is hard work to iu- 
1 duce good men now to serve on the 
force, on acouut of the small salary the 
, first three years. There are a number 
1 of additional officers lobe appointed this 
1 year, and it iH desirable to secure the 
best available talent, and the increase iu 
salary would have an effect iu tempting 
away from their private business, men 
who could not he secured under the 
present arrangement. It is probable 
that the desired change will he made, 
possibly at the next muutiug of the city 
council. 

Thk political squabble iu Congress has 
throw u some of the organs of both 
parties into hysterics, and it certainly 
is curious to see .Speaker Rued quote 
Gov. Hill of New York, as authority for 
his ruling, while the Democratic G’on- 
| gressmeu quote against him both Presi- 
dent Garfield aud Speaker Blaine, and 
* even Mr Rued liuuself, when he was 
merely a Congressman. The weight of 
argumeut seems to b" against Speaker 
Reed, as Gov. Hill's name is hardly 
great enough to overbalance those of 
Garfield and Blaine and their very 


The passage of tho direct tax bill by 
the National Senate, refunding to differ- 
ent states some twenty millious of dol- 
lars, is one of those measures only made 
possible by the presence of a treasury 
surplus, and tho prevailing dcsiro to get 
rid of it without looking too closely 
after the means. None of the money 
will ever get back to the individuals who 
paid it, and>as Senator Edmunds saida 
year ago, its effort will he unfortuuato 
on all the States who receive it, and the 
hill itself is not based upon principles of 
justice. Thero is unfortunately little 
doubt that it will pnss the house and be 
signed by the President, 


The state senate has voted down the 
civil service resolution in regard to the 
navy yard, and evidently favor Congress- 
man Lodge’s method of filling appoint- 
ments.

FUMEKAL OF HRS. E. L COLLINS. 


MANY PROMINENT RESIDENTS ATTEND 
THE SERVICES. 


Tlie last sad rites over the mortal re- 
mains of Mrs. Eunice L. Collins were ob- 
served on the afternoon of Sunday, the 
2Gth itist, at her late home in YVaban. 

Mrs. Eunice Lunt Collins was boru 
Aug. 22nd, 1834, at YVest Newbury, her 
father being tlie late Capt. Nathau S. 
Lunt of Newburyport. At an early age, 
however, Miss Lunt moved witli her 
parents to Haverhill, Mass., where she 
received her early education, which was 
completed at Bradford academy. Short- 
ly after her graduation she met tlie late 
Edward Jackson Collins, Newton’s well- 
known city treasurer, to whom she was 
united in marriage, Aug. 3 1854, by the 
Rev. James F. McCollum. Mrs. Collins 
tiieu came to Newton as Mistress of tlie 
old Collins homestead, where a son and 
only child was born. Coming to this 
city early in life as she did, her associa 
tions were ceutered here and her fn nds 
were Newton people. Devotedly at- 
tached to her husband she became the 
coadjutor of a man who always so cher- 
ished the welfare of Newton, that during 
the war he gave his own personal ea- 1 
dorsement to the notes of tlie town. | 
From him she imbued that loyal devo- j 
lion to Newton and its welfare, which ' 
characterized her to tlie last. 

YVhen her husband died iu 1870 the 
management of a large estate was tin own 
at once on Mrs. Coliius. Without falter- 
ing or halting she took up the load, dis- 
playing in its caie a wonderful tact and 
business sagacity possessed by few wo- 
men. Nevertheless, she always had 
time to take an active interest in tlie de- 
velopment of Newton, in her public in- 
stitutions and her charities. Mrs. Col- 
lins was one of the original trustees of 
tlie Cottage Hospital, an institution in 
which site took a deep interest. Joining 
Dr. D. L Furber’s church when she first 
came to Newton, site continued heart 
and baud in the work of tlie church and 
parish. Her private charities were 
large, how large can only be known by 
tlie many poor women to wiiom she held 
out the baud of help and gave a word of 
council.

It is considered the I ghest of praise, indeed a 
very delicate compliment not often attained, to 
say that a room looks like a | leture, but there is no 
reason, in these enlightened days of home ari. 
why the whole house should not be a succession of 
pictures from the parlor to the smallest of the 
bedrooms, a little cr.re and judgment in selection, 
a little taste and skill in arranging and placing, 
and the rooms may he a pleasure to occupant and 
vi-itor alike. 

Compare a home like the above, such a home as 
i he possibilities of the present day offer to the 
Humblest householder, with the same class of 
home of twenty or more years ago— in some cases 
even ten years only. 

There were the tall, towering bouquets ol dried 
(lowers and grasses in gaudy china vases on the 
state or— at best— white marble mantel, the stiffly 
■vised and trained family portraits on the walls, 
offset, perhaps, by the gaudy, coarse chromo, 
given as a premium with the rapid periodical that 
is piled up on the awkward, walnut, marble top 
table ; the ungainly horsehair or bt-ocatclle sofa, 
•.lie gaudy tapestry carpet, resplendent with all 
the coiors of the rainbow; the showy curtains 
of coarse lace at the window, and suspended 
somewhere in the room was sure to be found the 
everlasting ‘‘fancy basket,” tilled with artificial 
flowers. 

We w >uld find an oilcloth on the floor of the 
haliway. surely ; and for wall decoration a green 
and white paper in parallel stripes with a row of 
pink flowers between, over which would be hung 
a map ol the United States. Eminently useful 
and *“ practical," without a doubt, but *• oh ! the 
pity ot it.” 

The best bedroom offers for inspection a cot- 
tage set,” awkward in shape, and ornamented 
with highly colored imitation of natural flowers, 
and the other bedrooms have— whatever they can 

For “ornaments,” home crochettcd mats and 
tidies of all shapes and dimensions, overrun every- 
thing like weeds ; and possibly works of art, such 
as cone frames and wax flowers under glass, arc- 
added to complete the picture ol home adornment 
in past times. 

This may he drawing it a little strong, but it is a 
true picture of many a home— and of well-to-do 
people, too. of by-gone days, as many a one s 
memory will tell them. 

That the true inwardness of tasteful home adorn- 
ment lies in the skill and taste of the inmates, there 
is no denying, but there are, however, a few fun- 
damental rules that cannot be disregarded, for in 
a well- furnished apartment there must be fitness, 
appropriateness, harmony, simplicity and dura- 

Ornament should be part of a structure, never 
attached to it. 

There should be a key of color, to which all the 
tints should bear relation. 

lndecorating.it is considered more artistic that 
natural forms should be treated conventionally 
rather than realistic. 

Art docs not exact costly things, but it requires 
them sincere ; as for instance, a pin* table is a 
proper thing in its proper sphere, hut a pine table 
that pretends to he a black walnut one, is an 
abomination. 

Ornament is intended to give character and 
beauty to a room, and to heighten the general 
effect, and not to pile one substance upon another. 

These arc u few of the principles of art, that 
may as well enter into n humble room as well as 
one of high degree, and are intended simply to 
secure agreeable combinations to the eye, united 
to those conditions of stability and sincerity, 
vvhirh tend to satisfy the moral sense.

soft olive tone, with a line or two next the clarrj 
cornice in darker tones of the same. 

Our parlor is small and cozy, and we cann< t 
afford to be too delicate and asthctic in our treat 
ment of it, as it needs must see some use. 

As our wood here is cherry, like the hall and 
dining-room, we might paper the wall in quiet 





, with a wide 

frieze above it in harmonizing colors, and a ceiling 
tinted a soft buff, taking care that it be neither too 
yellow, or too much on t lie white to look chalky. 

The small sketch offers a pretty and effective 
treatment for the parlor windows, should it be de- 
sired, sliowingan inside framework of lattice-work, 
combined with a simple silk dra|>cry. The silk 
should be in harmonizing colors, and may be 
bought from 85 cents per yard upwards ; the frame 
work of light wood, and stained to match the wood- 
work of the room. 

In the chambers above all the woodwork is of 
selected pine, soft, uot stained, but finished w ith 
shellac rubbed down to a soft surface; this im- 
parts lo the pine a pleasing golden hue, and wears 

well. , , . 

Each room should be papered neatly with a 
simple tone and pattern, finished at the top with a 
narrow border, or better still, picture moulding, 
and the ceilings of each tinted in water color, a 
soft harmonizing tone. 

Much might be said, even on so simple a subject, 
than there is space to allow; but enough perhaps 
to set other min Js in a direction to till in the details 
for themselves.
